Ty Davis (Yam) rode to victory at the 
inaugural Tecate Hare Scrambles in 
Tecate, Baja California, Mexico, on 
December 12. Finishing second to Davis 
was National Enduro Champion Mike 
Lafferty (KTM). Rounding out the top 
five were Destry Abbott (Kaw), Nick 
Pearson (KTM) and Brian Brown (Kaw). 


Paul Hart (Hon) won the final Super TT 
of the year at Buttonwillow Raceway 
Park in Buttonwillow, California, on 
December 13. Hart topped former AMA 
Motocross National Champion Chuck 
Sun (Hbg) in the 10-lap Super TT. Sun 
then went on to win the Knobby class 
after passing former AMA road racer 
Tommy Lynch (Hon) on the road- 
course portion of the track. Donny 
Howard (Suz) won the Middleweight 
Supermotard over Don Canet (Yam), 
with Casey Yarrow (Yam) beating his 
father, Allen Yarrow (Yam), in the 
Sportsman main event. 


AMA Superbike National Champion 
Ben Bostrom underwent surgery on 
Thursday, December 10, to repair his 
badly injured left hand, the result of his 
crash on the banking at the Dunlop tire 
test at Daytona International Speedway 
on December 6. Doctors performed skin- 
graft surgery on Bostrom's left thumb 
but didn't reattach a severed tendon. 
Bostrom said that the area he injured 
has two tendons, and the doctors felt 
that one tendon would suffice. If the 
surgery is a success, Bostrom said that 
the injury should take some six weeks to 
rehabilitate. Bostrom crashed when his 
rear tire failed on the banking between 
turns three and four. "All I remember is 
grabbing gears," Bostrom said. "The 
computer shows that I was in fifth and 
ready to grab sixth. It stepped all the 
way out and I was like, "What's hap- 
pened?' Then I was flying through the 
air. I don't remember anything after that 
except for seeing my brother, Eric, and I 
think Mat (Mladin) standing over me. I 
remember a little of the ambulance ride 





and a little of the emergency room. I 
was a bit fuzzy, but I’m getting better. It 
really sucks to wad like that, but things 
were going good and the bike's super. 
All kinds of people have sent me things 
- games, flowers, faxes. I’ve received 
things from people I don't even know. 1 
really appreciate it." 


Thus far, nothing has changed in the 
negotiations between three-time AMA 
Superbike National Champion Doug 
Chandler, Kawasaki and team owner 
Rob Muzzy, according to sources close 
to Chandler. If and when the situation is 
resolved, Chandler will sign a new con- 
tract with Kawasaki. Chandler, howev- 
er, was on hand at a Kawasaki party on 
Monday, December 14, in Irvine, Cali- 
fornia, that introduced the team riders 
to the media. 


PACE Motor Sports and Seals Commu- 
nications has announced that two 
rounds of the AMA Supercross Series 
will be aired on ABC Sports in 1999. 
Round 10 of the series from the Hous- 
ton Astrodome will air "live to tape" on 
Sunday, March 14, following the 
NASCAR event from Atlanta Motor 
Speedway, and the Indianapolis round 
will air on Sunday, April 25, following 
ABC's coverage of the Talladega 
NASCAR event. Last year, the Super- 
cross Series made its debut on ABC 
with coverage from the Dallas Super- 
cross. 


PACE has also announced an increase in 
the Supercross Privateer Bonus, with 
the series promoter scheduled to pay 
out $100,000 to privateer racers during 
the 15-round series - an increase of 
$25,000. Privateers making the 250cc 
main event will split up $6670 in purse 
money. If a privateer wins a round of 
the series, he will take home an addi- 
tional $5000 on top of his share of the 
$6670. With the privateer bonus figured 
in, the total purse and point fund for the 
1999 series is $1,419,200. 
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uring the same meeting at which it adopted new emissions regulations for on- 
highway motorcycles, the California Air Resources Board (CARB) also modified 
its existing off-highway regulations to allow the registration and use of all two- 


and four-stroke motorcycles that were previously banned as of 1997. 

The modified regulation has created a new category of registration and a new red 
sticker that will allow owners of 1997-and-newer-model off-road motorcycles to be rid- 
den on California public lands most of the time. Red-sticker motorcycles will be 
allowed anywhere and anytime a location meets certain air-quality standards. While 
red-sticker motorcycles may be limited to two- or three-month seasons in some urban- 
ized areas with serious air-quality problems, most areas will have red-sticker riding 
seasons of six to eight months or longer. Fortunately, all open periods coincide with 
prime riding season. Furthermore, most of the high-elevation forests, such as the Sier- 
ras and the coastal mountains north of San Francisco, will be open year-round. _ 

The decision is being regarded by the AMA District 36 Legislative Action Office and 
its affiliates as a victory in the battle to modify the existing CARB policy, as it marks 
the first time in history that a group of end-users and retail dealers have been able to 
acheive an effective reversal of an existing CARB regulation. 





K & N Engineering's vice president of 
powersports, Tom Cates, is healing up 
from a plane crash in which he was 
involved on Saturday, December 5.

Т he California Air Resources Board (CARB) adopted new exhaust emissions stan- 


dards will require approximately a 25-percent reduction in emissions beginning 
in model year 2004, and approximately a 60-percent reduction in emissions beginning 


in model year 2008 - 


a substantial drop from CARP's original proposal, which would 


have required a 90-percent emissions reduction. Under the 2008 standard, it is expected 
that at least 60 percent of all models will require the use of catalytic converters. 

For most manufacturers, the 2004 standard will be 1.4 g/km of HC+NOx, and the 
2008 standard will be 0.8 g/km of HC+Nox. Small-volume manufacturers have been 
given until 2008 to meet the 1.4 g/km standard and are exempt from the 0.8 g/km 
standard. As originally proposed, the 0.8 g/km standard would have applied only to 
Harley-Davidson, Honda, Kawasaki, Suzuki and BMW, based on current sales. How- 
ever, the definition of "small volume" was changed at the hearing from less than 1000 
sales per year in California to 300 per year, denying small-volume status to any compa- 
ny using an engine installed in more than 300 motorcycles per year. 

Although these standards do not directly affect the design of motorcycles produced 
for sale in the other 49 states, provisions of the Clean Air Act give many states the abili- 
ty to require the sale of California-certified vehicles. In addition, there are disadvan- 
tages to the manufacturers for producing two different versions of each model for sale 
in the United States. As a result, the new standards will most likely affect motorcycles 
sold in all 50 states, according to the Motorcycle Industry Council (MIC). 

The latest hearing began after almost 10 hours of time spent on other agenda items. 
When the motorcycle standards issue came up, several of the board members, includ- 
ing the only engineer, had already left. CARB reassigned Harley-Davidson to make the 
first presentation, and H-D unexpectedly presented testimony in favor of the CARB 
standard. Harley's support undercut MIC's position and ensured CARB’s approval of 
the proposed standard, and also appears to have contributed to the change in the 
small-manufacturer definition, according to MIC. 

The board unanimously approved the proposed standards by a 7: 0 vote.

. National Champions Awards Banquet, 
- and Doug Henry, oblivious to the eye- 


stinging Flamingo Hilton Hotel air, was 
smiling big. He deserved to be. Now 
perennially cast as the ever-smiling fam- 
ily man of U.S. motocross, Henry was in 
town to pick up his hard-earned AMA 


¦ 250cc National Championship number- 


one plate. As fate would have it, howev- 


. er, the next evening Henry would ulti- 


mately receive more than just that. As 
the star-studded AMA banquet hit top 
gear and reached its denouement that 


- eventful Saturday night in the Flamingo 


ballroom, Henry was announced as the 
winner of the 1998 AMA /Speedvision 
Athlete of the Year award. But, once 
again, the unabashed outpouring of rev- 
erence and adulation shown by his bike- 
racing peers for his outstanding 1998 
season wouldn't stop there. 

As a kind of final exclamation mark 
to a fairy-tale-like season, which saw 


-him win five AMA Nationals and the 


AMA 250cc National Championship 
aboard his potent factory Yamaha 
YZ400 four-stroke, Doug Henry has 
been selected as the Cycle News 1998 
Rider of the Year. 

“It feels really good to win this 
award," says Henry, whom we inter- 
viewed while he was making a promo- 
tional swing through Los Angeles. "So 


many guys do so much to try and suc- 
ceed in motorcycle racing, and I’m very 
proud to be named the Rider of the 
Year. In fact, this isn't really even a 
motocross award. To be named the top 
rider in all of motorcycle racing is pretty 
amazing. It's not really something you 
shoot for, but it sure is a bonus." 

Truth. be told, the significance of 


Henry being named the Cycle News 1998 


Rider of the Year isn't so much an 
award for his third AMA National 
Motocross Championship as it is a 
recognition of his soon-to-be-legendary 
tenacity and determination to succeed 
against all odds (we'll get to that soon). 
And to really appreciate the magnitude 
of Doug Henry's accomplishments in 
1998, one is forced to dig deep and dust 
off the memories - both the good and 
the bad - that made up his tumultuous 
and often perilous and injury-riddled 
roller-coaster ride to fame and glory. 

The Doug Henry story is like some- 
thing right out of the Frank Capra film 
vault. Capra, a beloved Hollywood film 
director of the 1930s and 1940s, was 
legendary for his idealistic and warm- 
hearted cinematic tales - such as It’s a 
Wonderful Life, It Happened One Night 
and You Can't Take It With You - that 
celebrated the inherent goodness of 
man and his quest to deal with adversi- 
ty and overcome the odds. If motocross 
ever had a rags-to-riches Capraesque 
character, it is, without a doubt, Doug 
Henry. 

Doug Henry was not destined to be a 
motocross star. Perhaps that is the funda- 
mental reason why he has not been 
swept up in the colorful kaleidoscope of 
video premieres, personal agents, web 
sites, hangers on and custom-frosted hair 
styles that are all now such a big part of 
the American racing circus. The son of a 
Connecticut machinist named William 
Henry, young Doug, intrigued by the 
sport, found his way into motocross 
through a few friends at school. 

“We didn't really see it on TV then,” 
Henry says. "We would see the Carls- 








bad U.S. GP every year, and once in a 
while I would come across a supercross 
on TV or watch a tape, but that was 
about it. I met some kid at school who 
was racing over in New York and asked 
him a bunch of questions about it. So 
my dad and I went to a dealer and saw a 
poster that said, ‘Race at Southwick!’ 
This was in 1984, so we went up there

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and watched and walked around and 
got into the sport from there. 

“1 only did a few races in 1984 
because we got interested late in the sea- 
son; 1985 was to be my first full season, 
but I broke my arm in one of the first 
races," Henry explains. "I came back 
after about eight weeks and I won the 
Beginner class. In 1986, I went on to win 
the Amateur Championship and turned 
expert by 1987." 

For the next few years, Henry contin- 
ued to haunt the New England racing 
scene, following the prolific New Eng- 
land Sports Committee circuit, and run- 
ning at such renowned tracks as MX338 
(in Southwick), Middleboro, Bull Run 
and Central Village. Interestingly, dur- 
ing that era, the NESC circuit was a 
somewhat provincial affair, and its rid- 
ers were not really that intrigued about 
venturing outside of the region. 

"In no way did I ever think I would 
ever make it out of there," Henry admits. 
"I was doing well, and my big goal was 
to be the top rider in New England. | 





was a teenager and wasn't really aware 
of racing outside of the NESC; I had just 
heard a few small things about a race 
called Loretta Lynn's, but I didn't really 
know what it was all about. I kept racing 
throughout the region, and about that 
time I picked up my first sponsor, C 
Cycle Suspension, which was a local sus- 
pension company. Bevo (Forti) of Scott 
USA was also beginning to help me. My 
dad took care of a lot then - getting me 
back and forth to the races - and I wor- 
ried about things like entry fees. We had 
real modest equipment and didn't look 
pretty going to the races. We had à 
handmade trailer and an old van to get 
us to the races. We were having a lot of 
fun racing and didn't really worry about 
things like finding sponsors or being all 


professional at it. As far as the NESC, we 
were really in our own world, and for 
years the committee was not even in 
contact with the AMA. A few guys like 
Keith Johnson and Gene Naumec did 
race in other places. Naumec never real- 
ly won an NESC Championship while 
coming up, but he'd go to Florida and 
Loretta Lynn's and Ponca City and other 
big amateur races. We were content to 
stay where we were." 

In 1987, Henry decided to take a 
chance and see what life was like on the 
other side. In doing so, he joined the 
humble and anonymous ranks of the 
three-digit privateers and packed up a 
box уап, pointed it south and headed 
toward the warmer climes.of Florida. 

"I graduated high school in the fall of

1987, and me and two friends headed to 
Florida to go ride and race," Henry says. 
"] did pretty good, and we lived in the 
van, going from race track to race track 
and campground to campground. It was 
tough but fun, and things went real 
good for me down there. Eventually, [ 
went back home and won the NESC 
Championship. After that, I went back 
to Florida, and this time I didn't go 
home and continued on to ride the 
AMA East Coast 125cc Supercross 
Championship and all the Nationals." 

Out on the road and struggling to 
make ends meet, not to mention scratch- 
ing and clawing for attention and expo- 
sure, it all came together at the end of 
1990 when a suburban Chicago-based 
Yamaha support team by the name of 
Downers Grove Yamaha came calling 
on the road-weary New Englander. 

"At the end of that year, DGY asked 
me to race the East Coast Supercross 
Championship and the 125cc Nation- 
als," Henry explains. "I said, 'Sure" and 
we converted my box van into a DGY 
race truck, and I hit the series full time." 

On March 24, 1991, Doug Henry had 
his first brush, with motocross fame and 
glory. On an abysmal, rain-battered after- 
noon in Sacramento, California, Doug 
Henry - no stranger to mud and rain - 
won his first AMA National when he 
hydroplaned his Yamaha YZ125 across 
the rain-ravaged Hangtown circuit. 

“We went out to Sacramento and | 
did really well,” laughs Henry. “I won, 
but I didn't really know what to think. I 

was excited, but I knew it was a mud 
race and didn't really count, and it 
didn't help that the media portrayed it 
that way. John Dowd - who won the 
250cc class that day - and I still talk 
about that race." 

Mud race or not, the win caught the 
collective eye of the American factory 
teams. And, bolstered by the result, 
Henry also found his rhythm in the 
whooped-out ball yards of the AMA 
Supercross Series. And while he would 

not win a race in the East Region divi- 
sion, he consistently ran at the front - 
when he was not on the ground. 

“I crashed a lot in supercross,” he 








































says. "I rode hard and helped make a 
name for myself. In fact, I almost won 
three of them, but I had a lot of bad 
luck." 

When all was said and done, Henry 
ended up seventh in the final 1991 125cc 
point standings and third in the East 
Region Supercross Series. He then rode 
again for DGY in 1992 and ended the 
year fourth overall in the final 125cc 
national points and third - behind Brian 
Swink and DGY teammate Jimmy But- 
ton - in supercross. By the late summer 
of 1992, Doug Henry had earned his rac- 
ing stripes, and the factories came call- 
ing. Before the month of August was 
out, Henry had been approached by two 
of America's premier race operations. 

"Kawasaki called first; then, shortly 
after that, at Millville, Honda called,' 
Henry recalls. ^I wasn't quite sure who 
to go with, so I called up Mike 
Kiedrowski, who had ridden for both 
teams, and I asked his opinion. He gave 
me good reports on both teams, and | 
leaned towards Honda, and they made 
me an offer. 

"When it happened, I can't really 
remember thinking it was a dream come 
true," admits Henry. "I guess I never 
really sat down and dreamed about it 
happening. When I was racing then, and 
as I had always done, I was just thinking 
in the short term. I was always like, TH 
win this week and worry about the next 
race or next year after that.’ 

"When I signed with Honda, I didn't 
take winning the National Champi- 
onship that seriously - I didn't get caught 
up in the hype,” says Henry. "It was nice 
to think about being able to beat every- 
one, and that first year, Honda made me 
a really good offer, part of which was a 
huge payoff if I won the championship. 1 
remember thinking, 'Boy, if I just won 
the championship, man, I would be set 
for life.’ I could pay for a house and be so 
much farther ahead than I thought 1 
would ever be. Even then, I was under 
the impression that I was going to be a 
machinist in a shop, working for years to 
pay off a house." 

By the time the 1992 race season was 
complete, Doug Henry wouldn't have to 
worry about being a machinist and pay- 
ing off a house anymore. He was teamed 
together with mechanic Pete Steinbrech- 
er by Honda race team manager Dave 
Arnold, and the pair would first wreak 
havoc on the AMA East Region Super- 








cross Championship. At ome point, 
Henry reeled off seven consecutive wins 
to take the title in a cakewalk. Their 
work still not complete, Henry and 
Steinbrecher then set their sights on the 
125сс National Championship. Pitted 
head to head with Yamaha 125cc special- 
ist and defending National Champion 
Jeff Emig, Henry simply outperformed 
"Jeffro," winning Nationals in the deep 
home sand at Southwick, in the blister- 
ing, stifling heat of Glen Helen (the 
bizarre and now notorious one-off, one- 
moto National) and on the rocky loam 
of Binghamton. Then, on September 5, at 
Steel City, Henry clinched his second 
title of the season. 

"I wanted it (the championship) to 
happen, but did I think it would?" 
reflects Henry when asked if he truly 
believed he had a chance at the title that 
year. ^I knew I had a chance, and I kept 
thinking, ‘Tf I don’ t do it this year, I'll do 
it the next year.' But it was all just so 
new to me. It was really weird to have 
all these people domg so much work on 
a motorcycle for me. The team was 
working so hard for me - for me! - that I 
felt I had to win. It just made me want to 
go out and win for them." 

While the 1993 campaign was some- 
thing akin to a dreamy.fairy tale for 
Henry, 1994 would be, literally, a gut- 
wrenching nightmare. Right from the 
onset of the 125cc National Champi- 
onship Series, Henry was plagued by a 
mysterious stomach / intestinal disorder 
that put him in such pain and discom- 
fort that, upon rolling off the track after 
hanging, on for dear life, he would liter- 
ally pass out from the pain and exhaus- 
tion. Flustered and reeling from the ail- 
ment, Henry and his doctors tried one 
thing after another to get the situation 
straightened out. One solution that did 
seem to help was an IV solution 
pumped into his body between motos to 
replenish fluids. But that didn't come 
without the price of controversy. A 
number of ver competitors, feeling 
the IV was providing him with an 
advantage, protested, and the ege 
banned the IV. Despite all of that, i 
what would ultimately become the first 
true sign of his almost demonic determi- 
nation, Henry forged on to defend his 
125cc National Championship. 

"That whole thing is still a mystery to

me," Henry says. "I was having prob- 
lems with digestion and absorbing nutri- 
ents from my food. It was a disaster 
year, and we were constantly trying new 
things to get it straightened out. We 
were eliminating things from my diet, 
like wheat, which is like taking oxygen | 
from air. It was such a pain and, at times, | 
I felt like giving up, but by Monday the 
pain would wear off. It was so good to 
win, because a lot of people were against 
me, and that got me mad. I would have 
traded their normal year for mine any- 
time. But I never threw the towel in and 
I won the number-one plate. I wasn't 
going to give up, because I just wasn't 
brought up that way. In fact, that was 
never even an option. It was like when- 
ever | worked for my dad on things: I 
did what I was told to do and what I was 
supposed to do and I got it done." 

While the 1994 season demanded 
acute intestinal fortitude from the intre- 
pid Honda pilot, Doug Henry was about 
to face a date with destiny that would 
ultimately see him fighting for his life. 

The 1995 season started out well for 
Henry. He ran at the front of the field in 
the AMA Supercross Series, winning his 
first supercross in a heavy downpour at 
Texas Stadium on April 29. From there, 
and again in the mud, he marched on to 
win his first AMA 250cc National at 
Mount Morris on May 28. Then, three 
weeks later, on June 18 at Budds Creek, 
Maryland, it all went drastically wrong. 
Fighting for position with Jeremy 
McGrath during the final laps of the first 
moto, Henry’s arm locked, thus opening 
the throttle to the stop and launching 
him off a steep ski jump and off into the 
abyss. Henry flew so far and so high 
that the horrific impact broke his back. 
And while it's nothing to be proud of, 
the accident is the most notorious in the 
history of the sport. 

Henry and his wife, Stacev, worked 
together to get him back up to strength, 
out of the hospital, and back home. It 
wouldn't be long before the whispers 
started that Henry was through with the 
sport. However, as time went by and he 
began to heal up and feel better, Henry 
knew he would be back. 

"It didn't really make me want to 
leave the sport," he says candidly. "T 
knew it was just an accident and I got 
lucky to make it through. But I have 











done things throughout my life where I 
had made it through because I knew I 
was lucky. There are probably over one 
dozen instances that I can think of 
where they could've gone a little one 
way or another way, and it would have 
made all the difference. I knew I was 
going to come back to the sport." 

Henry made a wildly popular return 
to racing as a member of Team Yamaha 
in the spring of 1996, but there would be 
no Cinderella moments as he struggled 
to find his form and stamina. And, truth 
be told, this was, arguably, the defining 
period of Henry's career. The reason? 
The sport of motocross had never really 
seen a rider come back from such grave 
injury and so much time away from 
competition and be able to win again. 
To say there were doubters and quiet 
skeptics regarding Henry’s comeback - a 
few of them concerned for his well- 
being - would not be a lie. 

"Coming back to racing was the best 
thing for me," states Henry. "From 
being off so long and watching all of the 
races, | was just dying to get out there. 
But being out there was a ‘whole differ- 
ent story. It was so frustrating for me, 
because before I got hurt, I was so close 
to the top. Then, when I came back to 
racing and I was not able to do as well 
as | expected - Well, I became very frus- 
trated. I expected to do much better, and 
I would get upset every weekend. I was 
pretty bummed, but I kept trying and 
saying to myself, 'Maybe next w eek.” 

On August 18 at Washougal, Wash- 
ington, "next week” finally came. Dur- 
ing the second moto, Henry found him- 
self in a dogfight for the win with Mike 
LaRocco, Larry Ward and Damon Brad- 
shaw. Lap after lap, the group rocketed 
around the evergreen-lined track, where 
Henry finally got the best of his adver- 
saries and tasted victory for the first 
time since 1995. The win, for all intents 
and purposes, launched Henry on 








toward his "second coming." 

iem turned it all around," he 
says. "Winning that moto helped me out 
SO peika I knew then that I could do it 
again. In the years prior, 1 had learned 
about winning, and after Washougal, I 
was again mentally prepared to win 
again." 

During the off-season, Henry went 
into full-court-press mode, training 

relentlessly for the opening round of the 

AMA Supercross Series in the Los Ange- 
les Coliseum. Keen to get a jump on the 
competition, Henry showed up in Los 
Angeles in great fighting shape and 
ended up winning the second round of 
the series before 50,000 spectators in the 
clapped-out, old South Central Los 
Angeles football stadium. The comeback 
was now complete, and Henry contin- 
ued to excel as the early season pro- 
gressed, winning again at Seattle. As the 
series moved past the halfway mark, 
Henry was in a serious position to win 
his first supercross title. However, it all 
came crashing down at Houston on 
March 22, when Jimmy Button inadver- 
tently landed on him, breaking his hand 
and sabotaging his title hopes. Bad luck 
had struck again. 

"I was both mad and bummed about 
that," Henry says. "I knew I had a good 
shot at the title, and I knew how hard it 

was to be a champion, and I was ready 
to make a run for it. It was really tough, 
but I knew that being a champion also 
takes a lot of luck. You can be the 
fastest, but there can be bad luck 
involved and a bike can crash down on 
you and it can all end so fast. After I had 
my hand broken, I knew it would be a 
whole year before I had another chance 
at it. And in most cases, you only get 
one true chance at a supercross champi- 
onship - and it was gone." 

There would be redemption. While 
he was on the injured reserve list, Yama- 
ha talked Henry into riding its exotic 
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new YZAOOF four-stroke at the season- 


ending Las Vegas Supercross. Figuring 
there was nothing to lose, Henry, Stein- 
brecher (who had followed Doug all the 
way over from Honda, where he has 
stayed until retiring recently) and Team 
Yamaha unloaded the bike in the park- 
ing lot of the Sam Boyd Silverbow] and 
began preparing for its world premiere. 
The: evening, Henry would whip the 
sold-out Sam Boyd Silverbowl crowd 
into a frenzy with good vibrations when 
he rode the booming beast to a hugely 
popular victory. And while it wasn't a 
supercross championship, Henry, in the 


span of one evening, put an entirely dif- 


ferent spin on global motocross. The 
bike was a winner, and Henry would 
soon find himself typecast around the 
world as the Renaissance man of the 
valve-and-cam set. 

"The win wasn't an incredible one 
for me," Henry says, "but it was a huge 
deal for Yamaha. It was really satisfying 
to be able to come back and win. I didn't 
really realize the impact that win has 
had on our sport and Yamaha until 
some time went by. I’m real proud I was 
able to win that race on that bike." 

Doug Henry was on a roll - again. 
And that's when CNN came calling. 
Somehow, the global news giant had 
picked up Henry's remarkably coura- 
geous story and dispatched a camera 
crew out to the Budds Creek National 
on June 15th to shoot a piece on Henry's 
return to the track that almost took his 
life, developing a story that would show 
America just what the young man had 


been through. Budds Creek was to be а. 


kind of bittersweet symphony for the 
rider and his family. Then the racing 
gods, who probably felt that Doug had 
gone too long without any misfortune, 
frowned down on him once again. 
While thundering up the approach to a 
massive uphill double, the big YZ cut 
out and Henry was sent tumbling, suf- 
fering two broken arms in the process. 

"I couldn't believe it happened," 
Henry says. “1 thought, "Why again?! 
That's it, I’m not doing this anymore!’ 
That feeling lasted a few weeks, until I 
figured out a way to ride around on a 
bike with two broken arms." 

Now, already a legend in his own 
time for overcoming adversity and 
injury, Henry showed up in Los Angeles 
in January, ready to give it one more try. 
And although he almost won the 
muddy and rutty season-opening L.A 
Coliseum race and went on to be com- 
petitive in the 1998 stadium tour, Henry 
really had his eye on the 250cc National 
Championship Series. 

"We got the bike set up for the 1998 
season in a short amount of time," says 
Henry. "Our goal was to get in there 
and be in the hunt, and I knew I had a 
pretty good chance with the four-stroke. 
The supercross series was going pretty 
well, but I knew there was not much 
chance at the title, so I started training 
for the Nationals before the supercross 
season was over." 

Three races into the 1998 AMA 250cc 
National Championship Series, Doug 
Henry won in the soupy, rain-drenched 
sand of Southwick, and his title chase 
was on. Then it was off to Budds Creek, 
where Henry personally exorcised that 
track's demons with a big overall win. 
He and the Yamaha stayed consistent 
through Red Bud, Unadilla and Troy 
before hauling off another impressive 
overall at the evergreen-carpeted 
Washougal circuit in southwest Wash- 
ington State. Another safe and consistent 
outing at Millville launched him toward 
Binghamton - and the championship. 

"Going into Binghamton, I didn't 
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want to think about the title much," he 
says. “I knew there was still a chance that 
I could lose it. During the last lap of the 
second moto, ] knew I could win the 
National and be in a position to win the 
title. I was riding hard and (I was) tired 
and making some mistakes, but I never 
gave up and wanted to catch (Greg) 
Albertyn. I never gave up and something 
in my mind said, 'Don't give up. You've 
been through all these races and now you 
can ride this one out.’ I was so excited to 
win the championship. It takes a while to 
sink in, but I know how special it is." 

So it was with the Binghamton 
National that Doug Henry and his 
mighty Pete Steinbrecher-tuned YZ400 
capped off one of the most inspiring 
championship runs in the 27-year histo- 
ry of the AMA National Motocross 
Championship and signaled the final 
destination of a racing career fraught 
with moments of bright white joy and 
deep, navy-blue depression. 

Interestingly, the bike - the YZ4OOF, 
the one that Yamaha (and Henry him- 
self, for that matter) took a chance on 
and nurtured and developed with a 
mind-boggling amount of money - has 
now become a point of controversy and 
contention among the other race teams 
that make up the AMA professional 
motocross circuit. Does it bother Henry 
to hear that the 400cc four-stroke has an 
alleged performance advantage over 
other factory two-stroke 250cc bikes in 
the class? 

"It doesn't bother me to hear that 
anymore," Henry says. "Whenever 
someone is winning, it's not the rider 
but something else that is winning. 
Whatever. Yeah, the bike is special. The 
bike and I do have a pretty tight bond 
with one another. It seems like each year 
that passes, the bike becomes a bigger 
deal, and that's great." 

Is the bike at an advantage or disad- 
vantage over its 250cc-motivated com- 
petition? 

"In certain situations I think, yes, the 
bike is at an advantage over the 250cc 
bikes," Henry says. "But in some 
instances, it's actually at a disadvantage. 
The bike is a really give-and-take situa- 
tion. Sometimes it's just great, but at 
other times it's not so good. It just 
depends on the track and the conditions 
and the obstacles - everything." 

Even before he clinched: the title at 











Henry has never been known to be 
“flashy” or “wild” - smooth, efficient and 
just plain fast would be more like it. 


Binghamton in August, rumors were 
already running rampant about what 
Doug Henry's plans were for the 1999 
race season. As the rumor mill had it, 
and depending on whom you talked to, 
and on what day, and which way the 
wind was blowing, Henry was going to 
be doing one of the following: Retire for 
good. Race snowmobiles. Ride the 125cc 
Nationals. Race an abbreviated sched- 
ule. Go to another race team. Make up 
your own rumor here.. With all that 
swirling around, we asked Doug just 
what he did have going for the fast- 
approaching season. 

"Well, this winter l'm going to do 
some snowmobile racing. It's something 
l've always wanted to do. I would see 
the snowmobiles Yamaha makes around 
and have a desire to race one. For the 
past couple of years, I have just been 
riding so much that during the middle 
of this season, I just wasn't sure what I 
wanted. I told Yamaha that I wasn't sure 
of what I was going to do in 1999. I have 
been a snowmobile fan for a long time 
and have wanted to race them, and I 
thought about it and thought about it 
and decided I wasn't ready to do a full 
season in 1999. So what I am going to do 
is race snowcross this winter. Snowcross 
is a combination of motocross and 
supercross. They either hold the races at 
a ski mountain or at a horse or dog track 
where they bring in snow and set up a 
supercrosslike track. The lap times are 
usually 20 seconds to one minute. 
Beyond that, I’m working on contract 
stuff for next vear's motocross season. 
I'll be doing a few supercrosses and the 
outdoor National series, but I’m not 
sure if I will do the whole series or not." 

Talk to Doug Henry and it soon 
becomes apparent that his wife has 
played a big role in his success. With 
him right from the early days of driving 
around the northeast in a box van all the 
way through to tooling across America 
in a big motorhome, Stacey Henry has 
been right there through both the good 
and the bad times. 

"My wife is a big part of things," 
Henry says. "She's been with me from 
the beginning - right since 1 went out on 
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the road. We've learned a lot about each 
other; 1 guess living in a box van is good 
for that. I Kind of look up to her. She 
sees no wrong in people and is real posi- 
tive. Whether I have a bad race, she sees 
the positive things I did. We really 
understand each other, but we have also 
definitely had our ups and downs, and I 
guess you have to have a little rain to 
have a rainbow. We've had our fair 
share of problems, but we get through 
them and are working towards the same 
goal, which is to have a good, Strong 
relationship." 

And now that Doug and Stacey have 
two children, Brianna and lan Douglas, 
the couple is looking forward to winter 
in New England, where they can spend 
some quality time with the kids. 

"We have a lot of fun, and I'm really 
looking forward to this winter," says 
Henry. "We're going to teach our 
daughter how to ski and have a good 
time.” 

One of the most commonly asked 
questions Doug Henry has had to face 
in recent months is why he would walk 
away from the 1999 season when he is a 
defending champion and likely in line 
for a pretty hefty pay increase. 

“It’s hard to explain," says Henry 
after a moment of reflection. "I guess to 
race and be champion takes so much 
effort. When I race, it's my life and it | 
takes all the effort I can give it. All of my 
energy and thinking goes into racing. I 
felt like I accomplished something big 
this year, and to go out and defend it, 
like I would have to do, is not a high 
priority. l'm looking forward to some- 
thing new in snowcross. It's just like 
motocross but in different elements." 

Doug Henry is an anomaly in Ameri- 
can motocross. He doesn't hang out 
with models or TV and movie stars. He 
doesn't go to "The River" or to Las 
Vegas. He isn't working on a video or 
his own clothing line or a personal web 
site. Looking back on his career, right 
from the time he was rubbing nickels 
together to get to the next race or to 
keep his well-worn bike running to 
make the next NESC race out in the rain 
and slop somewhere, Doug Henry was 
never in it for the fame and glory - he 
was in it because he just plain loved it. 

"Fame was never why I was here," 
he says in conclusion. “In fact, I don't | 
hike having that kind of stuff around. A 
few guys are after that." He pauses, then 
adds with a laugh, "Well, maybe a lot of 
them are. But you know what? I would 
have been happv to go through life as a 
machinist and working nine to five. 1 
was just going to keep racing until the 
money ran out. But I kept racing and 
things went well and I was lucky ` 
enough to be paid money to race motor- 
cycles." 

Long after the applause dies down 
and his pictures stop showing up in all 
the magazines, and he's not on espn2 at: 
11 a.m. eastern standard time anymore, 
Doug Henry will be remembered. And 
10 years from now, whenever people 
gather around to talk about motocross, 
Doug Henry's 1998 championship title 
will invariably come up. And when it 
does, the people will speak in reverent 
tones. |

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f not for one broken transmission, 
two red-light starts, and one espe- 
cially embarrassing case of brain 
fade, Matt Hines might*have accom- 
plished a feat many had previously 
thought impossible: posting a perfect 
season in NHRA Pro Stock Bike compe- 
tition. Hines did win his second consec- 
utive Winston title by an overwhelming 
margin, but when he looks back at his 
year, he's just as likely to remember the 
four losses as he is the 53 round wins. 
"There is definitely room. for 
improvement," said Hines, who rode his 
Vance & Hines Eagle One Suzuki to 10 
National event wins, and a sweep of 
NHRA's two specialty races, the 
$10,000-to-win Winston Invitational in 
Rockingham, North Carolina, and the 
elite, eight-bike NHRA Pro Bike Dash in 
Indianapolis, a win worth $15,000. 


‘Hines also held the elapsed-time record 


for the entire season, with a 7.24 blast at 
the Mac Tools Gatornationals in March, 
and nearly became the first Pro Stock 
Bike rider to go over 190 mph with a 
189.27 run at the season-ending Winston 


Finals in Pomona. "I'm proud of what 
we accomplished, but I also made a few 
mistakes that cost us some races. My 
bike was awesome from the start of the 
season, and everything went our way. 
At times, I was surprised at how little 
pressure I felt, but I think that was 
because we started the year so smooth- 
ly." 

Though Hines was never seriously 
challenged in his battle to retain the 
championship he won in 1997, he does 
allow that - mentally - defending the 
title was more draining than winning it 
the first time. 

“When I was trying to win my first 
championship in 1997, I knew exactly 
what I had to do," Hines said. "In my 
rookie season (1996), we spent the entire 
season chasing Dave Schultz and John 
Myers. Once we got to the point where 
we could run with Schultz and Myers, 
we knew we'd be in a position to con- 
tend for the championship, which we 
did last year. This season was different, 
though. We came into the year and we 
honestly didn't know what to expect. 
We knew where we were with our pro- 
gram, but we didn't know about the 
people who were chasing us. We never 


knew when someone was going to step 
up and outrun us. That feeling was a lit- 
tle hard to get used to." 

With the improved performances of 
Angelle Seeling and John Smith, and the 
onslaught of rookies such as Antron 
Brown and Tony Mullen, Hines knew 
he couldn't afford to sleepwalk through 
the early part of the season like he did in 
1997, and he didn't. The Vance & Hines 
team debuted the Eagle One colors on 
their Suzuki GSX-R at the season-open- 
ing Mac Tools Gatornationals and wast- 
ed no time setting the NHRA elapsed- 
time record with a 7.24 blast. When the 
Gatornationals was rain-delayed for one 
week, some teams went to the beach or 
to Disney World, but Hines, his father, 
and crew member Joe Vanderbrink 
loaded up and headed for a mid-week 
test session at DeSoto Memorial Drag- 
way in Bradenton, where they ripped 
off an amazing 7.18 elapsed time. 
Though the run was unofficial, it sent a 
message to the rest of the Pro Stock Bike 
field that they were in for a long season. 

“We spent so much time working on 
our customers' engines last winter that 
we did very little development on our 
own engine program," Hines said. “We

also spent a lot of time trying to finish 
our new shop in Colorado, but I still 
believed we could run 7.2s anywhere 
the air and the track were good. The 7.18 
surprised me, but the conditions that 
day were phenomenal." 

As was Hines' performance in the 
early part of the season. He won the 
Gatornationals with a convincing final- 
round win over engine builder Paul 
Gast and went on to win the Fram 
Nationals in Atlanta, and the Pennzoil 
Nationals in Richmond a few weeks 
later. In between, Hines ran the table at 
the special non-points Winston Invita- 
tional, NHRA's all-star event in Rock- 
ingham. There, Hines stopped Angelle 
Seeling's Team Winston bike in the final 
to earn the $10,000 first-place check. 

"He's been thinking about that 
$10,000 all winter," Hines' father, Byron, 
said. "That's all he talked about for 
weeks." 





Hines didn't get the first blemish on 
his record until the Mopar Parts Nation- 
als in May. By that time, he had com- 
piled a 15-0 win/loss record for the 
year, and he had already established a 
commanding lead in the Winston points 
chase. Hines qualified on the pole and 
probably should have won the English- 
town event as well, but a late reaction 
time and then a broken transmission in 
round one against Gary Tonglet's Plasti- 
Dip Suzuki spoiled his run at a perfect 
season. 

^| really didn't want it to end that 
way," said Hines. "Everything was 
going great, and we were getting used 
to winning, and then I messed up in the 
first round. It was disappointing, but it 
also made us want to work a little hard- 
er to make sure it didn't happen again." 

“In my mind, the loss in Englishtown 
was probably the best thing that could 
have happened to us, because I can't 
imagine what the pressure would have 
been like if we got late in the year and 
still had a perfect season going," Byron 
Hines added. “Once we lost there, we 
didn't have to hear another word about 
it the rest of the season, which made it a 
lot easier to concentrate." 

Hines continued to extend his points 
lead with wins in Joliet, Illinois; Colum- 
bus, Ohio; St. Louis; and Denver, but at 
the same time, his rivalry with Team 
Winston rider Seeling began to heat up. 
Seeling, who capitalized on Hines' mis- 
cue to win the Englishtown event, also 
reached the final round in Joliet and 
Denver and Brainerd, Minnesota, and in 
both the Pro Bike Dash and the U.S. 
Nationals in Indianapolis, but each time 
she came up short against the Eagle One 
bike. Seeling began to even the score 
later in the year when she handed Hines 
a couple of painful final-round losses in 
Reading, Pennsylvania, and Memphis, 
Tennessee. 
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ki GSX-R in Denver, and it was powered 
by a Vance & Hines engine. .

Hines said. "When he showed up in 
Denver, the bike wasn't even close to 
being race-ready, but we all pitched in 
and helped him get going because we 
wanted to see him succeed. Losing John 
"was hard on all of us, but ГЇЇ always 
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Though he turned in many impres- 
sive performances during the year, 
Hines was never more dominant than 
he was at the U.S. Nationals, where he 
dominated the class with a win in the 
Pro Bike Dash on Saturday and Mon- 
day's U.S. Nationals. Hines became the 
first Pro Stock Bike racer to earn 
NHRA’s $10,000 double-up bonus, and 
he earned more than $35,000 for the 
weekend. To top it off, Hines and his 
father were honored Saturday evening 
at the Car Craft Magazine All-Star Drag 
Racing Team awards banquet, where 
they shared the Person of the Year 
award. Hines also claimed the Pro Stock 
Bike Rider of the Year award that night. 

"That was an awesome weekend," 
said Hines, who has now won the Pro 
Bike Dash all three years he's competed 
in it. “It seemed like we could do no 
wrong from the time we got there to 
the time we left. When my dad and 1 
were honored at the Car Craft banquet, 
it only helped make it even more spe- 
cial." 

Just when it looked like Hines was 
going to own the rest of the season and 
match John Force's NHRA record of 13 
wins in a year, the wheels came off. At 
the Keystone Nationals in Reading, 
Hines reached the final again, but an 
unlikely case of brain fade cost him the 
race against Seeling, who powered to 
her second win of the year. As Hines 
was doing his pre-race burnout, his 
hand slipped off the clutch as the bike 
lurched forward. While he fought to 
maintain his balance, Hines evidently 
lost his concentration and staged the 
bike with the transmission in second 
gear. When the light turned green, 
Hines' bike rolled to a stop a few feet off 
the starting line. 

"That was definitely the low point of 
the year," Hines said. "After the way we 
ran at Indy, I thought we'd win in Read-

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A he next time some fancy-schman- 

cy Hollywood producer decides 
to start research for a film on the 
life of a prize fighter, then he might 
do well to take a look at one of 
Scott Parker's AMA Grand National 
Championship-winning seasons. 

In a lot of ways, Parker's bids for 
supremacy in the heavyweight dirt track 
arena have resembled story lines that 
are nothing short of those found in 
Rocky or Raging Bull. Sure, everyone 
starts even, but it's really Parker against 
the field. The 1998 season was no differ- 
ent. Parker won rounds, and he lost 
rounds. He set records, and he lost out 
on the chance to set a few more. And 
when all was said and done, he was the 
last man standing. Again. 

We decided to take a brief look at 
each race and then have Parker offer his 
thoughts about every one, giving us just 
a little more insight into the making of a 
championship. Round by round. Blow 
by blow. 
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ROUND 1 
DAYTONA SHORT TRACK 


Parker starts off by landing a huge gut shot 
to the competition, as he takes lus first career 
Daytona Grand National victory in .соп- 
vincing style. 

“I think a big part of that (win) was 
that we went down there and tested to 
eive us a little insight on the track and a 
little edge. We got to ride, ride, ride... do 
a bunch of laps and try some stuff. To be 
honest with you, we didn't find any- 
thing that made us say, "This is bitchin" 
or “This is really bad.’ It was just a few

little things. My excuse for not winning 
was always to say, ‘Well, (Dale) Earn- 
hardt never won Daytona.’ Then we 
were watching the Daytona 500 three 
weeks before we went down, and he did 
win, so I knew I didn't have any excuses 
anymore. I just had to go in there and 
give it 100 percent and try to pull it off. 
That's what we ended up doing." 


ROUND 2 
HARRINGTON HALF MILE 
Fueled by his Daytona win, Parker 15 itch- 
ing to eet on the 750, and the champ takes it 
to ‘em. After an early red flag, Parker jumps 
on the cushion for six or eight laps and then 

maintains for the rest of the race. 

“We work off our base, and work to 
where we feel the track is going to go all 
day, and we just roll with it. Sometimes 
we're sucking hind tit, but we're always 
working hard to try and make it better 
as the day wears on. | knew that the 
track was going to get worse as the day 
went on, and it was right down my 
alley. It wasn't right down Chris' 
(Carr's) alley. (Geo) Roeder was going 
fast, but until you get to the point where 
a guy wins a National, you don't really 
worry about him. Chris, on the other 
hand, you know he won't deteriorate 
when the heat is turned up in the 
kitchen. Once Chris said that he was 
going to do a full-year deal, I knew he 
was going to be the guy (to beat). | 
wasn't sure how Rich (King) and Will 
(Davis) would go." 


ROUND 3 
SPRINGFIELD MILE 


Parker is knocking the competition senseless, 
but*this is a close one, as he barely edges 
nemesis Chris Carr and aging warrior Jay 





Springsteen in a battle to the wire. Already, 
Parker is establishing his dominance like he 
never has before, becoming the first rider in 
history to win the first three races of the 
Grand National Championship Series. After 
the finish, Parker hops on back of Springer's 
bike for the victory lap. 

"Racing with Springer, going into the 
last lap, you don't have to worry about 
anything stupid happening. Same with 
Chris. Pretty much, we have a great 
group of guys right now. None of ‘em 
do anything stupid, and vou can pretty 
much race with all of 'em and not have 
to worry - you just give one or two of 
them a little extra room. But with 
Springer and Chris there, it was like, 
‘Lets get it on.” Springer has helped me 
along as much as he could, and it was a 
long time since we raced right down to 
the wire like that. So it was like, Hey, 
let's do this together. Let's take a ride.” 


ROUND 4 
MINERALWELLS HALF MILE 
Despite his early lead, the champ is proved 
to be vulnerable, as Will Davis and Kevin 
Varnes get their jabs in by heading him on 
the podium at Mineralwells, West Virginia. 

Parker 1s unfazed. 

“Гуе done good and bad there. I 
guess it’s just a case of hitting it right 
on, and we just never really put that 
whole thing together. On average, | 
guess if I went there eight or 10 times, 
I'd get a couple seconds or thirds. But 
we were trying to beat some records 
that were out there, and we'd gotten off 
to a strong start. I wanted to try and 
beat Ricky's (Graham's) record of six 
straight, and I tried hard there. It was 
just a case of, ‘Oh, well, we'll just come 








back and start a new string next 
week.” 


ROUND 5 
LIMA HALF MILE 


It's all even, as bad weather forces the can- 
cellation of the main event. Officials add one 
point to everyone's card. 

"There were a couple guys who were 
fast. Chris was going exceptionally well : 
there, and so was Dan Stanley. Roeder 
was going well. It was going to be a cool 
race, because the track was bitchin'. I 
got beat in my heat by Stanley. Will was 
already on the sidelines. It just goes to 
show you that it's not over until it's 
over." 


ROUND 6 
1-96 HALF MILE 


Parker is looking good, and he slips a major 
shot at the revamped 1-96 Speedway when 
his shock absorber lets eo in the main event, 
and then another when he survives being 
rear-ended by J.R. Schnabel - and finally 
another, as he and mechanic Bill Werner 
manage to get a new shock on the bike tn 
time for the restart. But he can't miss 'em 
all, as Geo Roeder catches Parker with a sur- 
prise straight left when he beats Parker to 
the flag and claims his own first career 
Grand National win. 

“We were where we needed to be 
earlier. І was running away with it 
when the shock broke, it was like, ‘Oh 

o.” I was just going to ride around and 
get as many points as I could, and then 
Schnabel rear-ended me, and that 
brought out the red flag. It was like, 
"Lets get this thing fixed" Then we went 
back out and tried to run George down, 
but the race was over. You hear a lot of 
people say, ‘If Ра had one more lap...’ I 
don’t say that. "e рр is just over. If I 
couldn't do it in 25, then what would 
one more help? But it was cool to see 
George win that race. He's been trying 
for a lot of years." 


ROUND 7 
DUQUOIN MILE 


Parker rebounds and quickly scores another 
stinging blow, right in the face of old guys 
Springsteen and Steve Morehead, by bag- 
ging Du Quorn, the site of his first Grand 
National victory some 20 years earlier. The! 
win marks career number 88 for Parker. By 
this round, he has already amassed a 41- 
point lead in the title battle. ; 

“I wasn't about to get conservative. 1 Ў 
was full on. You can't get conservative, 
because it seems like as soon as you get 
that way, they're on your heels. We felt 
really good. We felt strong going in 
there, and we did well. We just wanted 
to keep the momentum rolling. That's 
when I said to myself, "Don't get over- 
confident.” 


ROUND 8 
OKLAHOMA CITY HALF MILE 
Rich King steps wp and takes a big piece out 
of Parker with a win on the slippery ' "mini 
mile" at Oklahoma State Fair Park. What's 
worse, 11 more riders get their licks tn, leav- 
ing the champ just a little dazed and 
attempting to clear his head once the bell 
sounds. Stil, Parker has 25 points on the 


field. 


"] think for the couple years that we 
always did well at those (clay tracks), it 
was because we were so far ahead in 
terms of shock and chassis. Bill (Werner) 
is always into that and working on that. 
And so we're ahead of all of them, and 
they realize they've got to change stuff. 
Then they find things that work for 
them and they take off. It's not that we 
struggle, it's just that all of us are the 
same: We're all within hundredths of 
one another in the top five. We're like, 
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"We're all right, we're all right.’ Then we 


go out in the main event and we're 12th. 
That's racin'. You just go on and forget 


about it." 
> 


ROUND 9 
ELDORA HALF MILE 


Parker is rocked and then doubled over by 
the combination of a Davis/King[Carr 1-2-3, 
while he finishes last after a flat tire kills his 
charge in the waning stages of the race. The 
points swing is huge, and Parker now finds 
himself leading by a mere seven marks. It 
would seem that the champ is about to fall 
into the ropes. 

“We still don’t-know how that (flat 
tire) happened. That was a big stab. All 
three of those guys finished on the podi- 
um. I was ahead of Chris or next to 


Chris (on the track), and I figured I had 


. the advantage on him and that I was 


going to finish third or fourth at worst. 
Then I get a big zero, and that 41-point 
lead is poof! gone. It really wasn't that 
big a deal, even with Peoria coming, 
because I knew that there was only one 
guy that I had to beat there. It was just 
time to go grab.a couple of beers and 
forget about it. My lead kept dwindling 
down, but I knew that it would all come 
down to the last five races." 


ROUND 10 
50TH ANNIVERSARY PEORIA TT 


Though he loses the round, Parker gains a 
moral victory with a solid second-place fin- 
ish to Carr, who picks up where he left off by 
dominating the joint. But Parker isn't about 
to let Carr have all the glory. As his factory 
Harley 600 ventilates the crankcase just past 
the finish line on the last lap, Parker slides 
sideways from the finish line to the first 
turn, tosses the dead machine on the ground 
and engages in a wild flash-and-dash 
striptease act, driving the Peoria's rabid 
"hill people" into a frenzy. 

"Chris just rolls around there, but 
we're gonna beat him, though. I’m con- 
fident. I know where we're beating him 
and where he's beating us. I was closer 
to him this year than ever, and I think 
we're going to have him covered next 
year. When I said that if I was gonna 
win it, then I would have already... that 
was just the day of the race. Today, I’m 
looking. forward to beating him there. 
But that (stripping) was just funny. 
Chris just wins, and | take and blow it 
up down the front straightaway, and 
I'm thinking, "What the hell am I going 
to do? Walk away with my head down?’ 
I thought, 'Lets just fire these people 
up.’ First it was my helmet, and then my 
gloves and... They were hollerin' and 
screamin'. I could have gone all the way 
to my scivvies, but you gotta stop some- 
where. I think that maybe we stole a lit- 
tle thunder - at least in turn one and 
two." 


ROUND 11 
RAPID CITY HALF MILE 


The handwriting for this round was on the 
wall even before the start of the night's rac- 
ing, as Parker bends up his Bill Werner- 
tuned XR.in practice when the rear end 
washes out between turns three and four. 
Werner makes the necessary repairs, and it's 
business as usual until the main event, 
where Parker runs a disappointing eighth 
while Carr captures his second win in a row, 
with King and Davis also making the podi- 
um. Parker's lead is cut to four points. 

"We knew where we were after that 
(main). We knew we were going to-have 
strong races at some places and not as 
strong at other places. The crash didn't 
have any effect on me at all - just got in 
a little low. and busted the rear wheel 
loose and that-was it.” ~. 


ROUND 12 
ROUTE 66 HALF MILE 


It gets no better, as everybody struggles to 
get a handle on the beautiful new half mile, 
which is located just south of Chicago. In the 
end, Parker runs as fast as the rest of 'em, 
but he is mired in 11th place when the 
checkered flag falls. To add further insult 
and. injury, King, Davis and Carr are atop 
the podium again, and Parker's points lead 
is a memory. King now leads Carr, 185-176, 
with Parker slipping to third at 174. The 
champ clearly appears to be against the 
ropes. 

"It was a beautiful facility, but it 
could be better. I think that they were 
worried about the rain issue, and they 
didn't put down the water that they 
needed. It's still gonna be slippery, but 
it could be a real bitchin' race track. 
some great potential for that race track. 
That's just another deal where I was 
going as fast as anybody out there that 
day. The thing is, there was 11 people as 
fast as I was. To beat them, you gotta be 
two- or three-tenths quicker, and I 


couldn't do that." 


ROUND 13 
EAST MOLINE HALF MILE 


The competition walks right into a Parker 
bola punch at the gritty Quad City Downs. 
The series is back on the kind of ground that 
Parker likes best, and it shows, as he ham- 
mers the field, leading all 25 laps and taking 
his place back atop the points standings. But 
Davis provides a bit of a surprise with a 
solid second-place finish that leaves him - 
not King or Carr - in second place in the 
title race. Parker gets his second win. 

“That race was a big plus for us, 
because we had been struggling at a few 
of these races, and everybody had start- 
ed saying, ‘We got him, we got him.’ To 
come back after we struggled at Okla- 
homa City, the flat tire at Eldora and 
doing shitty at Route 66... We hadn't 
won in four races, so that was a positive 
note for us. People could say whatever 
they wanted to say, but we were still 
rollin'." 


ROUND 14 
HAGERSTOWN HALF MILE 


It's as if everyone stops to take a breath. 
Parker gets kicked in the shins by a scrappy 
youngster named Nicky Hayden, who bat- 
tles with the champ for several laps before 
taking the fourth spot. Davis scores the win, 
with Kevin Varnes stepping up to score his 
best finish of the season, while Morehead 
runs third. Parker still has a four-point 
advantage 

"I beat two guys (King and Carr), 
and one guy beat me.” 


ROUND 15 
SEDALIA HALF MILE 


Parker battles with Carr for fifth before 
dropping fo.seventh on another of the clay- 





based car tracks. Davis gets his licks in for 
sure, as he takes his second win in as many 
weeks and slugs his way into the series 
points lead, heading Parker by two marks. 

“What basically happened those two 
weeks (Hagerstown and Sedalia) is that 
we all kind of flip-flopped except. for 
Will, who was riding good. But it was 
really nothing to worry about because, 
like I said, it all comes down to those 
last few races. You have to be in the 
position to win. 


ROUND 16: 
SPRINGFIELD MILE 


While Parker has a hell of a day on Saturday 
by winning the $50,000 Hall of Fame Race, 
nobody's about to take a dive when the 
points are on the line on Sunday. After a 25- 
lap slugfest, the round just gets away from 
him, as Carr takes the win, followed by a 
chippy Dan Butler and King. Heading into 
California, the title fight is practically any- 
body's to win, as King and Davis are tied at 
239, with Parker in second with 238 and 
Carr with 237. 

“I felt really comfortable there. І went 
into that race thinking that we had the 
upper hand. I thought we had 'em cov- 
ered and that it would come down to 
me and Chris. And then whatever hap- 
pened with (Dale Jenneman) oiling the 
track, that just tightened everything 
back up. I just felt I was in a better posi- 
tion to win before that red flag than 
after it. They just swooped me right at 
the end." 


ROUND 17 
SACRAMENTO MILE 


Fans can always count on Carr and Parker 
gaing toe to toe at Sacramento, and this 
round does not disappoint: The two chase 
down early leader Morehead and then battle 
to the finish, with Parker just slipping past 
Carr at the line. The series moves to Las 
Vegas with Parker's 261 leading Carr's 256, 
King’s 253 and Davis’ 252. Parker ts 
absolutely certain as to who he will be facing 
at the moment of truth. 

“After winning Springfield, you 
could just see Chris going, ‘Hey, I've got 
a shot at this.’ And you know that he 
knows exactly what it takes. You know 
that he’s gonna put his head down and 
let it roll. And toward the end of the 
year, that's when it's time to get aggres- 
sive." 


ROUND 18 
LAS VEGAS HALF MILE 


Setting up for the last round, Parker comes 


as close to losing the championship as he has 
all year. He almost fails to transfer out of the 
semi, but makes it through after J.R. Schn- 
abel outrides the race track. Parker rebounds 


to finish seventh while Carr follows winner - 


Morehead across the line and takes the series 
points lead. Davis finishes 12th and is effec- _ 
tively TKO'd. King finishes fourth-and has: 








the slimmest of chances heading into Del 
Mar. 

"That's racing. Schnabel is an aggres- 
sive rider, and he was just riding up top 
in that semi, and he made a mistake and 
almost went on his head. He saved it, 
which was great. But even that wouldn't 
have been the championship, because it 
ain't over until it's over. If. you want to 
look at it like that, you could look back 
to one year where I won and Chris 
broke, and then he won and I broke. 
Those were, like, 16-point swings right 
there, every round. You just have to 
keep giving them the best that you can." 


ROUND 19 
DEL MAR MILE 


It's time for the big one. The scenario is such 
that Carr or Parker must win to take the 
title. It all comes down to the four points 
that separate first and second place, and both 
riders appear confident and ready. Carr sets 
а heat-race time that is six seconds faster 
than Parker's, but the main event is where it 
counts. When the green flag drops, Parker 
bolts into the lead and immediately begins to 
pull away from the rest of the field. Carr is 
gamely hanging on in second, but its as if 
the champ is pumping the jab by pulling 
away; he's setting up for the knockout 
punch. A late-race Dan Butler crash creates 
a nuisance of time delay, but in the ensuing 
four-lap dash, Parker scores the knockout 
blow. First place, 91 wins, his ninth champi- 
onship and fifth in a row. Scott Parker has 
again proved to be a heavyweight among 
heavyweights. 

“1 was fired up, because I had waited 
to be in this position all year long. That's 
all you can do - hope to have a chance at 
the championship. I like going to Del 
Mar because I know that I do well there, 
but to be honest with you, the racing 
actually kinda sucks. You might see two 
passes all day. It's fun to ride, because 
it’s more like what I grew up on, and 
I’m positive about going there, but it 
ain’t my favorite place. 

“all honesty, I’ve won nine cham- 


^pionships now - and don't get me 


wrong, I like to win - but if I don’t win, I 
can deal with it. There's people who still 
want to win one National, one National 
Championship. When I get on the 
motorcycle, I want to win - that's all 
there is to it. But if I don't, it ain't the 
end of the world. When I used to get 
real close and not win, then it always 
used to fire me up for the next year. But 
I haven't felt like that for a long time. I 
was motivated to get that fifth champi- 
onship in à row this year, and l'm gonna 
do it next year, but after that... I think 


that I'm pretty much à done deal. After 
that, we'll really weigh it out. If we 
could. walk out on top, that would be 
cool. We're just gonna try to win it and

odney Smith wasn’t supposed 
to win the Grand National 
Cross Country Series title: 
He’s a native Californian, and Californi- 
ans simply aren’t supposed to beat East- 
ern off-roaders at their own game. After 
all, in the 18-year history of the GNCC 
Series, no one from west of the Missis- 
sippi has ever come close to winning the 
title. Sure, a few Westerners have won 
GNCC races here and there, but never 
the whole thing. But the 34-year-old 
Smith finally did it, and he even made it 
look easy. 

“I finished on the podium in every 
race but one," says the new and rightful- 
ly proud GNCC champ. “In the other 
race, my bike had clutch problems and I 
didn't finish. When you include the 
throwaway rounds, I had all first- -place 
finishes and one second-place finish - 1 
was only two points off the maximum 
score. 

As easy as it may sound, the former 
GP motocrosser and hare scrambles 
champ actually had to conquer many 
obstacles throughout the long 13-race 
GNCC season before taking all the loot. 
One of those hurdles was the travel. 
While most of the GNCC series regulars 
were loading up their trucks and box 
vans and driving a few hours to each 
event, Smith was flying back and forth 
across the country, fighting off jet lag 
and dealing with all the hassles that go 
along with traveling. No fun.

And then there was the fact that once 
he got to wherever it was he was going, 
he had to familiarize himself with the 
terrain and the racecourse on which he 
would be racing that particular week- 
end. Most of the other riders were 
already well-acquainted with the cours- 
es, some of them knowing the tracks 
better than the backs of their own 
hands. 

But perhaps the biggest challenge of 
all for Smith wasn't so much the loca- 
tion of the series, the courses, nor the 
travel, but the competition. Going up 
against GNCC greats such as Scott Sum- 
mers, Fred Andrews, and Smith's own 
Suzuki teammates Steve Hatch and Paul 
Edmondson would be a monumental 
challenge for the Oakley, California, res- 
ident. | 

Long before Smith ever reached this 
point in his career, he spent, as a kid, 
many weekends trail-riding near his 
Northern California home with his dad, 
who introduced the youngster to motor- 
cycles. But, like most kids, motocross 
soon caught his attention, and he was 


soon testing his motorcycle-riding skills- 


against other motocrossers on the track. 
Unlike most kids, however, Smith was 
exceptionally good at motocross, and he 
eventually found himself moving to 
Europe, where he spent much of his 
career competing on the GP motocross 
circuit. In the late 1980s and early 1990s, 
Smith was a serious threat for the 250cc 
title. Even though a World title eluded 
him, he did win motos and overalled 
more than one GP. He finished as high 
as third in the championships before 
calling it quits on motocross racing as a 
career, but not on racing. 

"I was ready for something else," 
says Smith. "I was getting older and just 
wasn't having fun anymore. All the 
training and racing burned me out." 

Smith returned to his real passion - 
off-roading - and has since made a suc- 
cessful career out of it. He's won two 
AMA Hare Scrambles Championships 
and he has earned many gold medals at 
the Six Days - as well as earning "Top 
American" honors a couple of times - 
and just this year he picked up an AMA 
National Reliability Enduro Champi- 
onship, and, of course, the GNCC title, 
arguably this country's most prestigious 
off-road championship. 

"Most definitely, the GNCC is the 
biggest championship for me," says 
Smith. ^I think it's the most prestigious 
out there. But, when I won my first hare 
scrambles championship, that was really 
neat, too, because guys like Scott Sum- 
mers and Scott Plessinger were riding it. 
I liked the hare scrambles series because 
you ran into different terrain. Out west, 
you have more widespread trails and it 
is faster; back east, it's usually more 
tight. I like the hare scrambles because it 
is a little more widespread, but the 
GNCC have good races and good pro- 
moters, and it is well-organized." 

Two years ago, Smith got his first 
taste of GNCC racing while competing 
in a few events, but he focused most of 
his attention on the hare scrambles 
championship. Last year, Smith fol- 
lowed both series but with the emphasis 
on hare scrambles; then he got the word 
from his team manager at Suzuki that 
1998 would be spent entirely on the 
GNCC Series. 

“At first I was kind of bummed,” 
says Smith of leaving the hare scrambles 
series, "because it meant more traveling 
for me. I-was forced to go race in Sum- 
mers’ and Plessinger’s back yard. 1 
knew it was going to be tough. | kind of 
knew what to expect as far as the ter- 
rain, but they really know the tracks. | 
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would also be traveling a lot, and -a lot 
of the East guys are just plain really 
good. But Suzuki hooked me up with 
Mark Hyde - he's a National Champion 
himself - and he helped me out a lot." 

Going into the 1998 GNCC Series, 
Smith's strategy was to keep things fun 
and to not put too much pressure on 
himself. 

“The key was making it fun," says 
Smith. "My main goal this year was to 
go out there to each race and, rather 
than put pressure on me to win, I just 
told my fiancée (Lori Hamilton), 'You 
know what? I'll be happy if I come away 
with a podium today,’ because if I’m 
riding that good, a win will come. I just 
went to the races trying to get at least a 
third place, and a first place just fell into 
place. But I never went there expecting, 
‘Tve got to win.’ If I did, then I was 
putting too much pressure on myself, 
and then it becomes a job. That way, if I 
got third or second, I wouldn't be disap- 
pointed." 

The opening GNCC round in Okee- 
chobee, Florida, was one of those few 
races that Smith didn't win. In fact, he 
finished third behind winner Fred 
Andrews, and Ty Davis, who Smith 
knew was only going to ride a few 
GNCC races, so he wasn't worried 
about him. Unfortunately for Smith, 
though, Andrews was scheduled to 
remain for the duration. 

"From the get-go this year," Smith 
says, "Fred Andrews was probably the 
one I was worried about the most. Fred- 
dy was riding real good, and right out 
of the first race, he won. The next race 
Summers won; then 1 won. Me and 
Freddy were on the podium together 
the first three or four races, and then he 
got hurt. I think Freddy would've been 
tough all the way through if he hadn't 
got hurt. 

“I had some problems right at the 
start," Smith remembers. "The first three 
rounds, we had water in the gas - we 
actually found out we had water in the 
gas container at Hyde's house. I think it 
got moisture in the container over the 
winter - the bike would just quit. Once 
we figured that out, we got the bike 
dialed." 

Smith went on to win seven GNCC 
races. 

"It seemed like I kind of went into 
this year pacing myself,” says Smith of 
his on-track strategies. “Then I rode the 
last part of the races pretty hard. So 
many things can happen. I looked at 
every race differently. When it's going 
to be real dusty, I wanted to get in front 
right away and pull away, while, when 
it's loamy, (with) good traction and no 
dust, I don't worry about getting such 
good starts." 

In the middle of the GNCC Series, 
Smith changed gears and competed in 
the final National Reliability Enduro 
Series round at Loretta Lynn's. Earlier in 
the year, Smith had verbally committed 
to be a member of the U.S. Trophy team 
for the year-end International Six Days 
Enduro in Australia. To fulfill his agree- 
ment, he said he would ride the Loretta 
Lynn's Qualifier. Not only did he ride it, 
he won it, and with it came the National 
title. 

“I felt good at Loretta's," says Smith. 
"IIl be honest: I didn't really go there to 
win the overall; I went there to win the 
125cc class and to get experience on the 
bike, since I'd be riding the 125cc class 
in Australia. I didn't even know if it was 
possible to win the thing overall on a 
125. I had never really ridden a 125 
before. We actually borrowed one from 
Bromely Suzuki - a box-stock Suzuki." 

The new Reliability champ went on 
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to win the GNCC title, but he still had 
one important race left on his calendar: 
the Australian Six Days. 

Since competing in the Six Days isn't 
in his contract with Suzuki, Smith pretty 
much paid all his expenses to ride the 
Six Days out of his own pocket, which 
goes a long way in showing you just 
how much the ISDE means to him. 

With the team's best interests in 
mind, Smith agreed to challenge the 
125cc class in Australia and went there 
with the intentions of winning the class 
and perhaps coming away with Ameri- 
ca's first ISDE victory in the Trophy 
team competition. Suffice it to say that 
these things did not happen, and Smith 
wasn't exactly happy about it. 

In Australia, things started falling 
apart for Smith and the team right 
away. On day one, Smith was stricken 
with mechanical problems. 

“I think it was a little bit my fault,” 
Smith admits. "I should've been a little 
bit more prepared. I had some problems 
with the piston at first, and the bike 
never really quite ran good from there. 
We changed the piston four times dur- 
ing the week; we did that over tires, 
which didn't help my test scores any." 

Through it all, Smith kept his RM125 
pinned and arrived at the day-six final 
MX test in a position to take Top Ameri- 
can honors, but a lap into his moto, his 
bike breathed its last gasp. 

“1 was disappointed all week,” Smith 
admits. "I mean, I was just a little bit off 
the pace, the bike wasn't quite fast 
(because of the mechanical problems) - 1 
went to Australia not caring about Top 
American; I went there to win the class, 
at the very least. I figured, riding a 125, I 
didn't care if I didn't get Top American, 
(but) I realized after day five, I was Top 
American. I had a pretty big lead - by 
about a minute - and I went into the 
final moto and was making a move for 
second place when it locked up. 
thought it was the top end, but it turned 
out to be the lower end, with all the dirt 
and stuff dropping into it during the 
week. It was definitely a bad ending to a 
pretty bad week. I wasn't really happy." 

When asked if he plans on riding 
next year's ISDE in Portugal, Smith said 
after a short pause, "You know, I really 
don't know at this moment. I want to do 
it, but it depends on a lot of things. I 
know I don't want to go if we're not 
serious about winning. We need speed 
if we're going to win. In our qualifiers, 
we're picking the riders who are good at 
that, but we need more motocross types, 
like Fred Andrews and Tallon Vohland. 





I almost hate to say it, but we (Ty Davis 
and Smith) need to be the slow guys on 
the team; then we'll be right there. Our 
qualifiers don't help us or prepare us for 
the Six Days. We need to get together 
and practice. We need to look at where 
the Six Days are being held, too. Places 
like Sweden, we probably should rely 
on our off-road guys, but in Australia, 
we knew we needed fast, motocross- 
type guys. There are a lot of different 
scenarios for the future, and I don't have 
any real answers." 

Off-road racing isn't a profession that 
many people consider if they're hoping 
to make a ton of money with their 
careers, but Smith says he's getting by 
just fine. 

"There's money to be made in off- 
road racing," Smith says. "There's prob- 
ably 10 of us who are making a living at 
it. I say I don't do it for the money, but I 
actually do make pretty good money. I 
never expected to make the kind of 
money I'm making. I think that's show- 
ing that the sport is going somewhere. 
Yeah, it’s a good sport to get into, and 
it’s growing. { think the competitiveness 
is there - none of the top racers want 
other top riders coming into their series, 
but that's what makes the series better, 
and that's what makes more money, 
that's what makes the sponsors come 
into it. I think I came into it at the right 
time. 

“My hat’s off to Scott Summers, 
because I think he's what really brought 
off-road racing to what it is today. 1 
think when I was pretty much the first 
motocrosser to come into it, it really 
helped his job of promoting it and mak- 
ing it bigger. And then Ty came in. I 
think when me and Ty and other MXers 
came into it is when it really started 
stepping up. I think Summers respects 
us for coming into it; it made him get 
faster, and we're all a big family now. 
Off-roaders might not like to see it, but 
it is what's best for the sport. I think 
Summers looks at it that way. I know 
when I came into it, his goal was to beat 
a motocrosser that was top three in the 
World one time. It just made him look 
better, and we all just improved from 
there." 

As far as Smith's future plans are 
concerned, he just wants to keep racing 
“as long as it's fun" - which means as 
long as he's still winning. 

^| just finished up all my contracts 
for two years," says Smith. "I want to 
compete as long as I’m there to win. 1 
don't want to go out there and just ride 
around; that's why I'm not doing three-

or four-year deals. I know I'm getting 
older. 

“I enjoy riding," Smith adds. “I look 
back at guys like (Johnny) O'Mara, (Jeff) 
Stanton and (Mike) Kiedrowski. They 
didn't quit because they weren't fast 
enough; it's because they didn't want to 


ride anymore. They trained so hard and. 


rode so much, it became a job. I actually 
cut back on my training a little bit and 
started having more fun. 

"To me, off-road racing is fun. I go 
back and do motocross now and I go, 
‘Man, how could I have done that?’ You 
wait around all day long, you pay 40 or 
60 dollars and you ride like two 10- 
minute motos. All my buddies that do 
motocross, I say to them, ‘Hey, come out 
and ride a hare scrambles.' You pay a 
$25 entry fee and then you ride for three 
hours. You get way more riding in. You 
can ride with your buddies, like the 
qualifiers. If motocrossers knew more 
what qualifiers were about, then we 
might start getting some good riders 
from MXers. I love qualifiers. I remem- 
ber me, Randy (Hawkins), Steve (Hatch) 
and Scott Summers all riding on the 
same minute in Oregon. We had five to 
10 minutes at the checks, so the second 
time around, we knew we had plenty of 
time; we'd stop and challenge each 
other, climbing hills and stuff. We had 
so much fun riding together; then at the 
tests, we do our business. I mean, what 
a great day of riding! 

"To me, off-roading is a family sport, 
and it's what the heart of motorcycling 
is all about - the backbone of everything. 
MXers, right down to the pee wees, they 
want something for free, and ev erybody 
is so competitive that it's not fun. Off- 

roading, however, is one big family. 
After the summer break this year, Lori 
and I couldn't wait to go back east and 
see everybody again." 

Well, the "east guys" probably 
weren't as happy to see Smith as Smith 
was to see them - at least on the track - 
but either way, they'll have to get used 
to him. Smith will again return to the 
GNCC Series full time next year, defend 
his title, and reiterate the fact that Cali- 
fornians do indeed know how to ride 
the trails. And fast, especially if you're 
Rodney Smith. CN

n the last week of September, Carl 

Fogarty left his home in Blackburn, 

England, to fly to the final World 
Superbike round of the year in Japan. 
He arrived at Sugo third in the champi- 
onship point standings, behind both 
Troy Corser and Aaron Slight. A few 
days later he returned to England as the 
World Superbike Champion. Unlike his 
championship rivals, Fogarty did exact- 
ly what he needed to do in Japan. 

Despite the fact that he ventured to 
Japan trailing both Corser and Slight, 
many still listed him as the favorite. 
There were six points between Fogarty 
and-Corser, with Slight sandwiched in 
between, but the pressure seemed to rest 
solely on the shoulders of the riders 
from Australia and New Zealand. Cors- 
er had seen his points lead dwindle in 
the rounds leading up to the series 
finale, and Slight had the constant pres- 
sure of never being able to win the big 
one. This was to finally be Slight's year, 
but the pressure was immense. 

For Fogarty, winning the title wasn't 
his main objective when he boarded his 
plane for the long flight to the Sendai 
airport. Just a few weeks earlier, Pier-

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rancesco Chili's impertinent behavior 
t the infamous Assen press conference 
ad put Fogarty in a determined state of 
ind. Chili's outburst had the same 
есі on Fogarty as waving a red rag in 
ont of a bull: He was determined to 
how who was the boss of the Ducati 
irmy. It came as little surprise that we 
ound Fogarty relaxed just one day prior 
o the big race at Sugo. 

“I’ve been in this situation many 
imes,” he said when asked if he had his 
erves under control. “It was like this in 
994 and in 1996. According to me, the 
biggest pressure is on the Honda guy 
Slight) - he has never won, and every- 
body agrees now that he is on the fastest 
ike. For me it is just another race, with 
only this small difference: If I beat the 
wo other guys, I will be champion 
again." i 

A completely different story could be 
eard from his two rivals that same day. 
blight was still hoping for the other 
onda riders to give him a hand, 
rhereas Corser tried to muster up confi- 
dence by telling everybody that he had 
lanned to come to Japan leading the 
ampionship, and that his mission was 
ulfilled - even though his was the 
slimmest of all leads, with only half a 
point separating him from Slight. 

The rest is history: Corser made a 

atal shifting error during Sunday 
morning's warmup and took himself 
out of the race with serious injuries; 
Slight never got the best out of the 
strongest RC45 ever, struggling the 
entire day with handling problems. 
Fogarty, on the other hand, was simply 
stoppable. 
“This has been the most inconsistent 
ear | have had in the last five years,” 
ogarty said prior to the race. “Having 
aid that, I still have a chance of win- 
ning the championship - which is most 
strange. Even though things didn't look 
very comfortable at one point in time, | 
never gave up. All of the fast guys have 
been inconsistent this year, with only 
Troy (Corser) notching up points every- 
where. But I think that things would 
have been a lot different if Chili, Slight 
or me wouldn't have had so much bad 
luck, or if we hadn't messed up our tire 
choices. The fact that Troy almost never 
got close to a victory allowed us to close 
up on him again. The points gap has 
never been more than 32 for me, I think. 
But I had to bring it back to less than 10 
for the last race. The season started off 
well for me with a win in Phillip Island, 
but from that moment on, it was up and 
down the whole year. Albacete was a 
perfect example of my season: One race 
I won, and the other race I couldn't do 
better than ninth. Only from Brands 
Hatch onward, things started to fall into 
place, and in those three rounds I scored 
more points than the other guys - just in 
time to get all fired up for the final 
round here at Sugo." 

When asked to recall his best race of 
the year, Fogarty didn't hesitate. 

"Brands Hatch, of course," he replies. 
"But I am disappointed that I didn't take 


two victories there. I did everything: 


right during the whole weekend, but the 
bike wasn't set up right. A wrong tire 
choice in the first race and rear-end 
chatter in the second race kept me from 
another double. Still, finishing second 
close behind with a bike behaving that 
badly was actually unbelievable. I 
should've won easily. I was the quickest 
rider out there. In about four corners, 
the bike was nearly unridable from the 
chatter problem. I would have liked to 
offer that victory to my fans. It is fright- 
ening to hear 85,000 shouting your 
name just before the start of the races. 











The same thing goes for Assen, wheré 
about 35,000 British fans crossed the 
channel just for me." 

If Brands Hatch was the high point, 
then Nurburgring was definitely at the 
other end of the spectrum. 

“1 know that many people say that I 
don't do well in the rain - even though | 
got some excellent results in those con- 
ditions last year," Fogarty said. "But I 
don't think that the rain was the only 
thing to blame at the Nurburgring. I had 
had a big crash just before the race 
there, and some problems with my foot 
- due to my crash at Albacete. The bike 
was also giving me a lot of problems. 
And when you are in pain on the bike, 
you don't feel much like pushing it to 
the limit." 

Taking it to the limit is also the key to 
a good Superpole result. And the new 
method of qualifying isn't a Fogarty 
favorite. 

"That formula just doesn't work for 
me," he says. "I hate to wait in the 
garage for an hour and then go out to do 
an all-or-nothing lap. I always need a 
few laps to get into the groove. Anyway, 
you can't push 100 percent. If you do, 
you take an enormous gamble. One 
minor mistake can throw you back from 
the front row to the fourth row on the 
grid." 

At the beginning of 1997, Fogarty 
seemed to have lost most of his motiva- 
tion - until a certain John Kocinski start- 
ed to win races and everybody said the 
American was going to cruise to an easy 
World title. For 1998, Fogarty seemed to 
find a new source of inspiration: work- 
ing his butt off right from the start of the 
season. The fact that he was the only 
rider in the Ducati Performance team 
was an extra challenge, he claimed at 
the beginning of the year. And even 
though that situation turned out to be 
less comfortable than expected by the 
halfway stage of the season, Fogarty had 
reached his cruising speed - and there 
was nobody who was going to stop him. 

"Actually, I liked the idea of being 
the only rider in the team, but when we 
went to circuits where we hadn't been 
before, that turned out to be a bit of a 
problem," Fogarty said. "Having a 
teammate would have been better in 
those conditions - especially as the other 
team hasn't been a help at all. With a 
teammate, you can discuss about gear- 
ing and tire choice, and together find the 
direction to go sooner. We gave the 
other team some information in the 
beginning of the season, but nothing 
came the other way around. The prob- 
lems started in South Africa, where I 
had some problems finding good gear- 
ing on Friday. From then on, we were 
on our own. Having said that, there was 
never any hostility between the two 
teams - which is why I was very sur- 
prised at Chili's reaction at Assen. But I 
think the problem was deeper than 
that." (Fogarty refers at this point to a 
clause in Chili's contract, assuring him 
of another year in the factory team if he 
finished in the top three in 1998 - à goal 
which had become unattainable after 
the Italian crashed at Assen). 

Being on his own didn't, however, 
seem to bother Fogarty too much - espe- 
cially as the bike worked a lot better 
than in 1997. 

"Last year I stole some race wins, 
because the bike was very hard to ride,” 
the Brit explains. "This year is a whole 
lot better. The bike holds the line better, 
it reacts smoother when you get on or 
off the gas. The new bike we received at 
Kyalami was even better, even though it 
wasn't a big jump forward. But it closed 
the gap to the Honda considerably. In 





the first part of the season, the RC45 was 
so much faster. At Monza, for instance, 
we knew on Sunday morning that 
nobody was going to stop the Hondas. I 
could have put my dad on the Honda 
and he would have won the race." 

But even with the new Ducati, Fogar- 
ty claims that the Honda is the best bike 
out there. 

“Т think this year it is more critical to 
get the right tire for the Ducati," he 
explained. "If you don't get that right, 
you are in for big problems. Before, the 
Ducati was good on almost any tire - but 
that's all over now. But we have a good 
base setup for every track we have been 
on. The one thing we need now is extra 
top speed. The Honda is very fast on 
acceleration and top speed. Or rather, it 
is not so much the top speed, but the 
time it takes us to get there. Especially 
in slow corners - that's where we lose 
out. I noticed it this morning, coming 
out of the first-gear chicane and then 
storming up the long climb towards the 
start-and-finish straight. The Honda's 
edge seems to be low down. If you go 
into a fast second-or third-gear corner 
behind a Honda, it's not so much of a 
problem - if you pick up fast. But exiting 
from slow corners, the Honda pulls 
away from first until third or fourth 
gear. Once you get there, you can keep 
up with them - at least, if you haven't 
lost control getting there. There used to 
be a time that people said that certain 
tracks were better for a twin, and other 
circuits were better for a four cylinder. 
Even though I have always had my 
doubts about that, things are definitely 
not clear-cut anymore. Maybe the 
Ducati is still a bit better on a twisty 
track like Albacete, where there are a lot 
of corners. Before, the Ducatis also 








seemed to be better on bumpy tracks, 
because the Hondas just couldn't hold 
the line on the bumps. But the last cou- 
ple of years, all of the circuits have been 
resurfaced, which makes the competi- 
tion even stiffer. But when all is said 
and done, I think it still comes down to 
the rider in World Superbike racing. 
Look at my results at Brands Hatch and 
Assen for the last couple of years. I have 
won both races on a Honda and on a 
Ducati. If you have a good setup and a 
good bike, you are in for a win." 

Just the same, it is very unlikely that 
we will find Fogarty aboard another 
bike in 1999. 

"The last couple of years, I’ve said 
each time that this was my last year," 
he said. "I toyed with the idea also in 
the beginning of this season. But 
Davide (Tardozzi) wants to continue 
working with me, Ducati have also 
made me an offer and, on top of that, 
l've always been treated well by the 
Italians. 5o why move? It is not about 
the money - I feel | can still win another 
title on a Ducati. But one day, I will stop 
racing - but don't ask me what I'll be 
doing then. I'll probably take one year 
off, and then maybe go car racing. 
There are a few teams who have 
already told me that they are interested 
in entering me in the British Touring 
Car Championship. But ask me again 
same time next year. Now I'll go back to 
England for a couple of weeks, spend 
some time out in the country with my 
mates, my wife and my children, work 
on the horses, and take the dogs for a 
walk. I couldn't get any further from 
racing. Just be sure that I will be back 
again next year..." 

As the World Superbike Champion, 
no less. CN

ou can't blame Ben Bostrom for 

any of this. He was simply fol- 

lowing the plan. Miguel 
DuHamel was supposed to be the 1998 
AMA Superbike National Champion. 
Bostrom was slated to spend the year 
getting familiar with the factory RC45 
and with the notion of being a full-time 
factory superbike racer, all the while 
learning what he could from his experi- 
enced teammate. Hey, if he could win a 
race or two along the way, all the better. 
He would go into the 1999 season with 
a full season of experience under his 
belt, and perhaps he could make a run 
at the title in... well, maybe the year 
2000, when DuHamel was back home in 








Canada, playing checkers in a retire- 
ment home. 

Going into the ninth round of the 
series, Honda's plan was working to 
perfection. DuHamel led the series 
standings. And Bostrom was proving to 
be a quick study, sitting fourth in the 
standings in what was just the fourth 
season of his road racing career. Then 
things changed. DuHamel went out and 
broke his leg during qualifying at New 
Hampshire International Speedway and 
suddenly Bostrom's world was turned 
upside down. 

Now the 24-year-old virtual rookie 
was Honda's only hope for a superbike 
crown. Sort of like taking the boy from 
down in the mailroom and making him 
the company's CEO. 

Thrown into the pressure cooker, 
Bostrom crashed out of the lead in 









Loudon (he remounted to finish sev 
enth), finished fourth at Mid-Ohio, thirc 
at Brainerd, fifth at Pikes Peak and sec 
ond in the season finale at Las Vegas 
Motor Speedway. When the AM 
added up the final points tally, Be 
Bostrom was the 1998 AMA Superbike 
Champion. 

| зд As if that wasn't enough to throw а 

Re ee monkey wrench into a young man’s 

егы career path, Bostrom then had to gc 
through some fairly ugly contract nego 
tiations with Honda - and it resulted in 
him finally getting booted out of the 
team on which he won his unexpected 
title. The end result was a change of 
teams and a change in his management 
personnel. 

Oh, yeah - did we mention that 
| Somewhere along the way, his younger 
| | brother stepped in for DuHamel and 
var won two AMA Superbike Nationals - in 
: what were just his second and third 
rides on a superbike? 

Such is life for Ben Bostrom. Bu 
before you start feeling sorry for him, sit 
down and talk to him, visit his home, 
live with him for a day. Suddenly, you 
realize that he's on cloud nine, living 
every young racer's dream. He resides 
with his brother Eric (who is also per- 
haps his biggest rival) and a few friends 
in a suburban Los Angeles neighbor- 
hood. The garage is full of motorcycles 
and other toys, the driveway and street 
look like a car/truck/van lot. He has 
movie-star good looks and spends most 
of his time training and riding motorcy- 
cles. And when he decides to go out 
clubbing in Hollywood, he does so in a 
black Hummer. 

And don’t think for a minute that he 
stood for very long in the unemploy- 
ment line. Instead, he was instantly 
snatched up by what is arguably the 
strongest team in the paddock (well, 
perhaps next to the team he left): Vance 
& Hines Ducati. 
It’s there 
that he’s

slated to join Anthony Gobert to ride the 
eam's factory V-twins in the 1999 AMA 
buperbike National . Championship, and 
e'll do so as the defending champion. 

Here comes the pressure again. 

"In a way, it would have been better 
if I hadn't won the championship so 
quickly," Bostrom said. "If I hadn't won, 
it would have been more like, ‘Oh, look 
he runs up front and does a good job, 
ut he's got some things to learn.’ Now 
that l've got the championship, people 
are expecting this and that. I know what 
'm expecting, and that's now that I 
have a year of experience, it's my turn to 
ро out there and win some races. But 
there are so many guys out there in this 
day and age who can win, it makes it 
tough." 
Winning. Bostrom hasn't done that 
yet, at least in AMA Superbike racing. 
e won the title without winning a race, 
and he will be subjected to the criticism 
that brings. It’s a monkey on his back 
that he hopes to rid himself of in the 
coming season. 

"That's the most important thing 
right now," Bostrom said. "If I could 
just get that out of my way. I thought I 
had a couple of really good cracks at 
winning this year. But I didn't win, and 
I really wanted to win for myself and for 
my mechanics, because they wanted it 
so bad. In the end, we won the war in 
winning the championship, but I want 
to win that first race so bad." 

As if failing to win wasn't bad 
enough, Bostrom had to live through the 
fact that his little brother Eric won his 
second and third races on a superbike at 
Brainerd and Pikes Peak. The Honda 
team put boxing gloves in the team 
truck in anticipation of what could hap- 
pen between the two, but brotherly love 
ended up winning out. 

"There are two ways to look at it," 
Bostrom said of Eric's success. "We 
went to Brainerd, and I was pretty sure I 
was going to win that race. I was just 
thinking, "My bike is so fast, how can I 
lose?' Jamie (Hacking) was riding great 
and so was Mat (Mladin), and they 
should have had a better chance of win- 
ning, but our Hondas were fast. Then 1 
looked back and Eric was there, and 
before I knew it, he had won the race 
and I was third. I was only on the podi- 
um because Jamie had crashed. It was 
‘like, ‘God, what happened?’ It all hap- 
pened so fast. For that first minute, 1 
was mad. It was like, ‘What just hap- 
pened?' You don't want to get beat by 
your younger brother, and it was like 
the world was coming to an end. But I 
started thinking’ about it and it was like, 
‘Well, if Eric didn't win, someone else 
would have.' And there's no one I'd 
rather have win than Eric. If I can't win 
the race, then I want Eric to win the 
race. It’s brotherly love. And I respect 
him asa rider because I know how good 
he is. I’ve been riding with him since 
day one. There's no hard feelings." 

No hard feelings, but plenty of sur- 
prise. If Ben wasn't supposed to be 
AMA Superbike Champion in his first 
year, Eric certainly wasn't supposed to 
win in just his second race. 

"| knew he was capable, but I just 
didn't think he'd go that fast that 
quick," Bostrom said of his brother. “I 
knew he was on a great bike, a proven 
bike, and he had great mechanics 
behind him. It was one of those things 
where I know how Eric is. He usually 
takes a little bit of time to warm up to 
something, and then he's just fast every 
day. He doesn't have an off day. But to 
win a superbike race, second race out - 
that's just amazing. I can't think of any- 
one else who's ever done it."

Eric will return to the Honda team 
this year, essentially taking his brother's 
place. Now he will be under the micro- 
scope a bit more, and he'll be expected 
to not only win more races but also chal- 
lenge for the title. Ben knows his brother 
has the package to win a title. 

^Of course," Bostrom said. "I think 
he's definitely got what it takes. He's 
fast, he's smart and he doesn't like to 
crash, so he's going to be in it for the 
title. He's got good bikes, he's part of a 
great team and he's got good mechanics. 
But there are a lot of guys. There are 
great riders like (Mat) Mladin - if he 
didn't have the trouble he had this year, 
he'd have been right in there for the 
title. Some bad fortune fell on some 
great riders - Miguel (DuHamel), Doug 
Chandler... There are too many great 
riders to think, ‘Ah, this is the guy I'm 
going to be racing against.' But I know 
Eric will be one of them." : 


Ben Bostrom is sincere when he 


speaks highly of his competition. His 
respect for his fellow competitors is 
immense, and he mentions them often 
He also has a great deal of respect and 
admiration for his former mechanics 
and his former team. He was a Honda 
guy through and through, and now he 
has to make the change. Going from 
sushi to pasta won't be the only thing 
he'll have to adjust to, but he knows 
what's in store. 

“I’m like anyone else... I just learned 
to ride a superbike this season, I had 
great mechanics and a really good com- 
pany behind me," Bostrom said. "I've 
been a Honda guy all my life - ever 
since I was brought up. It's been in my 
blood. T always figured as a kid, 'Oh, 
that's what I'll always be - a Honda 
guy.' And then something like this hap- 


pens, and you've just got to change. I'm 


a little worried because now that I have 
the championship, I think a little more is 
expected from me. I don't want anyone 
to think, ‘Oh look, he just totally fell into 
that deal and now he sucks.’ So I'm a lit- 
tle apprehensive. But the Ducati is a 
great bike, I’ve got great mechanics and 
I think it’s a good team. Obviously, it’s a 
winning bike, and I want to be on a win- 














ning bike, so that’s why I chose to go to 
Ducati. I’m worried, but who wouldn't 
be?” 

As if hearing about the fact that he 
won the title without winning a race 
wasn't enough, Bostrom also hears the 
comparison between his career and that 
of Mike Hale. Recall that Hale was in 
line to be the next DuHamel at Ameri- 
can Honda. He won races, he challenged 
for the title and then he left - to Ducati. 
And he’s never been the same. The 
resemblance is eerie. Both raced dirt 
track and both switched to road racing, 
first in Harley-Davidson TwinSport, 
then 600cc Supersport, and finally to 
AMA Superbike with Honda... 

“People always bring up the Mike 
Hale thing and tell me, ‘He was a great 
rider and this happened to him,’” 








Bostrom said. “But it’s different. Mike 
had to go to Europe, he had to learn 
new tracks, a new bike, new tires, new 
food, the travel. I just think there was a 
lot on him. I’m still at the same tracks, 
eating the same food, working with 
mechanics that I’ve been friends with 
for a long time, still using Dunlop tires. 
It’s just a new bike for me. I’ve also had 
a lot of advice from some of the older 
riders who have said, ‘Hey, that bike 
(the Ducati) is great. You'll jump on that 
thing and in two laps you'll love that 
bike.' The way I look at it, it's just a bike. 
It'S got two wheels, an engine and a 
throttle. It's the same as any other bike, 
just a little different." 

Why the change? Why switch from 
something that was successful to some- 
thing unknown? Because when all was 
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said and done, he didn't have much of a 
choice. 

"Staying at Honda didn't end up 
being an option for me; otherwise I 
would have stayed there," Bostrom said. 
"I'd learned that bike, and I didn't want 
to jump on something different when 
there was a lot of expectations on me. | 
didn't want to have to learn a new bike 
and a new team, but I think it's worked 
out pretty good." 

Bostrom is so polite that it takes a lit- 
tle prodding to get him to say much 
about the situation. 

"| was a strange deal,” he admitted. 
"I had a relationship with Honda, and 
all the guys down at Honda were my 
friends. I think they're all good guys, 
and I didn't think of going anywhere 
else. Then we ran into a weird situation 
when the whole silly season came along. 
I think there was some misunderstand- 
ing that went along with it. This was my 
first time ever dealing with something 
like this, and I didn't really deal with it 
so much - I just let my manager go 
about it. l've learned that sometimes 
you have to be more hands-on. І don't 








have anything against Alan (Labrosse - 
his former manager), and he still man- 
ages my brother, Miguel (DuHamel) 
and Pascal (Picotte), but I just decided to 
go in a different direction with a new 
manager. I have a good relationship 
with Fred (Bramblett - his new manag- 
er), and I think the world of the guy. 1 
think he does a good job and I'm happy 
with my decision. 

"| know there's no way your manag- 
er goes out there and tries to sabotage 
you, and I really believe that Alan had 
my best interest in mind. I just don't 
think he realized in the end what was 
going to happen. It's almost like they 
(Honda) called his bluff." 

Backing up to the past season, there 
was certainly no way that Bostrom could 
bluff his way into the championship. 
Going into the final round, he was tied 
on points with three-time AMA Super- 
bike National Champion Doug Chan- 
dler. Tied. Dead even. Winner take all. 
Chandler had a mechanical failure that 
forced him to drop back, but at the time 
he was leading Bostrom and he later said 
he had the Honda rider covered... 








"| don't think he did,” Bostrom said. 
"| just told those guys that I wasn't 
going out there to win, I was going out 
there to race Doug. I was a little worried 
to start with, because he outqualified 
me. In the race, we just took off and had 
a good pace going. I passed him, and I 
noticed that he was just following me, 
playing it smart. I know how he is. I 
wasn't sure if I was going to beat him or 
not. I just told myself, 'Hey, l'm young 
and Гуе got nothing to lose. I’m either 
winning this championship or I'm 
crashing. If he goes faster, I'm going 
faster. I don't care what it takes; Га 
rather crash than lose this thing.' I had 
that in my mind, and I was just going to 
wait until the last five, 10 laps and then 
put the hammer down. I’m sure Doug 
was thinking the same thing. It could 
have gone either way. Everyone knows 
how Doug is: He holds back. If he has to 
go fast, he goes fast. He's got more expe- 
rience, and I definitely would have put 
it on my head before I let him beat me. 
But then he would have beat me any- 
way - I don't know. I didn't care where I 
crashed, or when. I just wanted to win. 
It just worked out in my favor - that's 
all." 

One of the things that Bostrom will 
miss in 1999 is his former teammate 
DuHamel. In his place will be Gobert, 
the fast Australian who returns for a 
second year on the Vance & Hines team. 
It matters not, according to Bostrom. 

"Anytime you have a teammate, job 
number one - and I don't care if you're 
racing for last place or first place - is to 
beat your teammate," he said. "That's 
just the way it is. I always enjoyed 
Miguel (DuHamel), because he always 
had a race face on and he always want- 
ed to beat you and everybody else out 
there. And if you happened to beat him 
that day, he still congratulated you. He's 
really a motivating guy and I enjoy rid- 
ing with him. With Anthony (Gobert), 
it’s going to be the same deal - you want 
to beat the other guy so bad. I get along 
with Anthony well. I don't know him as 
well as I know Miguel, but I'm sure I 
will next year. He's a great rider; he's 
got a lot of other things he needs to 
straighten out in his life, but you can't 
take anything away from the guy, 
because he's really talented. He'll be out 
there winning races next year, and I 


plan on taking several of those wins’ 


away from him. We'll just see what hap- 
pens." 

With such a meteoric rise to super- 
bike stardom, it should come as no sur-

prise to learn that Bostrom was raised 
around motorcycles. His parents owned 
Honda dealerships in Northern Califor 
nia, and the family lived on a ranc 

where the three boys - Tory, Ben and 
Eric - could ride at will. And ride they 
did. Early on, Bostrom had big goals. He 
was going to be a champion. Then hé 
discovered he was a pretty good skate 
boarder, and the girls at school were 
attracted to this. Motorcycles were put 
on the back burner, but not for long. 

"My parents put us on bikes,” 
Bostrom recalls. “Every year they'd get 
us new bikes, and we'd run 'em into the 
ground. Then they'd give us anothe 
one the following year. They'd take us 
to some races, but they never put an 
pressure on us. If we didn't want t 
ride, that's okay. If we wanted to race 
they'd take us to the race track. We 
couldn't have asked for a bette 
upbringing. 

"Like any kid, I was watching O 
Any Sunday every day, Take It to the 
Limit - all those movies," Bostro 
recalls. "And I'm thinking, "That's what 
I'm going to do.' Then you kind of vee 
off that path through your high school 
years. You don't realize that's what yo 
want to do, and you start doing othe 
things. Then one day it hits you, and 
you've got to get back to focusing. Yo 
don't ever know if you're going to be а 
champion, because there are so man 
other guys out there who are great rid 
ers. There are a lot of great riders whose 
luck never falls their way. I’m fortunate 
to get one in early, so no matter what, at 
least I have a championship." 

Having an older brother helped Ben. 
Apparently, it also worked fairly wel 
for Eric. 

"There are three of us, so I always 
had an older brother to look up to. He 
(Tory, who is two years older than Ben 
is a really talented rider, so it was 
always the thing that he was fast and 1 
wanted to be that fast," Bostrom said 
“I would always push myself to try and 
catch him, but he was older, so he 
would go faster. Likewise with Eric; 
was quicker than him, so he would t 
to catch me. At one point, it all leveled 
out. I had caught up to Tory and then 
Eric was catching me at a rapid rate. I 
was thinking, "Man, what's happening 
here?' You're always expecting to be 
the faster guy, but eventually you ki 
of plateau and your brother catches 
you. I think we were all fortunate to 
have each other to race against - w 
learned what competition is at a young 
age. It mentally prepares you fo 
what's to come. We never had to wor 
about having a riding buddy because 
we always had each other. We neve 
had to go riding by ourselves, and I'd 
rather ride with them than anyone else 
in the world." 

Tory Bostrom no longer races motor 
cycles, but Eric definitely does. Ben con 
siders himself fortunate to have one of 
the best living right under. the same 
roof. 

"I ve got Eric here, and it's a beauti- 
ful thing," Bostrom said. "I've got m 
brother, and he's à motivated guy. He 
gets up and gets things done, so I know 
I can't let him get one step on me. W 
use each other to train against. We ride 
against each other, race each other. It's 
who can do the most pullups here, th 
most dips there. It's competition year 
round, so when you start the season, 





your mind is already prepared to com- 
pete. I think that gives us a slight 
advantage on a lot of the guys, but 
some of those guys are tough. You take 
a guy like Mat Mladin. He's a super 
rider and he's hard-headed. He's like 
Miguel and Yates and these guys. 
They're all really fast, talented guys, 
and I don't think they really need some- 
body to train with and motivate them. I 
think they have enough motivation 
built in themselves to try to win races. 
I'm hoping I have a step up on 'em, but 
who knows?" 

Both Bostroms were bred to be dirt 
trackers. Their father, Dave, still buckles 
on the steel shoe and races at the Lodi 
Cycle Bowl in Northern California. 

"| never saw myself there (dirt track- 
ing)," Bostrom said. "When I started dirt 
tracking, I always wanted to road race. I 
always had that built in, and I knew that 
one day I wanted to road race, but 1 
knew that I needed the dirt track to 
establish good fundamentals. I think it's 
because my heroes were guys like Chan- 
dler, Rainey, Roberts - and all those 
guys had done the dirt track before 
switching to road racing. l've also seen 
them all on motocross tracks, and they 
are fast. I wanted to road race, and I 
knew that one day I'd get that opportu- 
nity." 

That opportunity first came in 1994 - 
but it didn't really count. Then, in 1995, 
Bostrom's road racing career took off 
with a full-time Bartels’ deal to compete 
in the Harley SuperT wins Series. 

"In '94, I did a road race for Aztec 
Racing," Bostrom recalls. ^We literally 
grabbed a bike off the showroom floor, 
hung some stuff on it and went to Day- 
tona. We had no idea; we were dirt 
trackers. I was circulating around, think- 
ing, ‘Man, these guys are just smoking 
me down the straightaway.’ Then my 
mechanics told me we had a stock 
engine. I dragged my knee for the first 
time there, and damn, did it feel good. I 
knew that's what I wanted to do." 

In 1995, Bostrom finished seventh in 
the Harley-Davidson SuperTwins 
Series, but he won his first road race 
along the way - in the final round in 
Phoenix. He crashed a lot, but it was 
expected. 

. “Tm a little different from my broth- 
er,” Bostrom said. “He takes it race by 
race, learns and gets up to speed, and I 
kind of want it now. I crashed a lot of 
Harleys and bent up several frames. It

was the same deal in '96 when І got on 
the Honda. I had a support ride from 
American Honda and, God, I wrecked 
several of those bikes. I kept my 
mechanic, Mark Lucas, so busy. Finally 
he stopped sending me out with new 
bodywork for qualifying. l'd always get 
so amped up, trying to be on the front 
row. I'd crash nearly every time. So 
he'd send me out there with used body- 
work that was usually duct-taped 
together." 

In addition to getting up to speed in 
the 600cc Supersport class (he finished 
fourth in the final point standings), 
Bostrom also competed in the Harley 
class again. This time he won five races 
but lost the title by three points to his 
longtime rival Matt Wait. 

In 1997, Bostrom left the Harley class 
behind to concentrate on the 600cc class 
while also getting his feet wet in super- 
bike racing with an RC45. The Bostrom 


name still resided at the top of the 
Harley class, with Eric winning eight 
times en route to taking the title. The 
1998 season marked a move to the Big 
Team and on to full-time 600cc Super- 
sport and Superbike wars. You get the 
feeling he's still a little awed by the 
whole thing. 

“I’m pretty friendly with everyone in 
the pits because I think highly of every- 
one that's out there," Bostrom said. “I 
just talk to every single one of them, 
and every one of them gives me a little 
bit different knowledge that I put into 
my racing. As you talk to people, you 
put together a little bit of what they say, 
and the rest you can't use because that's 
not you. But every racer in the super- 
bike class that I talk to on a weekly 
basis, I learn a little bit from all of 
them." 

He learns from all of them, but he 
definitely exhibits his own style: wild 





and in a constant state of evolution. 
Take the Bostrom dress code, for exam- 
ple: His pants are of the baggy variety, 
taking two steps to catch up to his every 
move. At this year's AMA awards ban- 
quet, Bostrom showed up full glam - 
including eyeliner. He took some heat 
for it, but don't expect him to change. 

“It’s just the way I am,” Bostrom 
said. “I’ve always enjoyed funky 
movies and going to strange clubs. I just 
like things like that, and it makes me 
happy to feel a little different. But to 
me, it’s not that much different, because 
a lot of my friends dress that way and 
that’s how we are. But when you show 
up at the road race track, most of them 
seem a bit serious and they dress nice. 
They’re great guys and they play as 
hard as the rest of them, but... well, it’s 
just me, it’s my personality.” 

It's working so far. CN 





eversal 
of fortune 


xactly one week after conduct- 
ing this interview, Ben Bostrom 
was being operated on at Hali- 
fax Medical Center in Daytona Beach, 
Florida. Shortly after turning in what 
was the best lap time recorded at the 
Dunlop tire test - a 1:49.9 in his debut 
ride on the Vance & Hines Ducati - 
Bostrom's rear tire failed on the 
banking between turns three and 
four, sending him down the track at 
over 160 mph. Though he was fortu- 
nate enough not to suffer any broken 
bones, he was left with serious abra- 
sions, the most serious being a badly 
injured hand with a severed tendon. 
Bostrom underwent surgery to 
repair the tendon and to clean his 
wounds and was expected to return 
to his California home the week of 
December 14. 
Prior to the crash, Bostrom was 
impressive, circulating quicker than 





not only his teammate Anthony Gobert, but the rest of the super- 


bike riders in attendance - all while getting used to the new V- 


twin. 


“It’s just a whole lot different,” Bostrom said of the bike prior 
to the crash.

ick Doohan's 1998 500cc 
World Championship was his 
UI fifth in a row. It might have 
been, as he pointed out earlier in the 
year, his seventh, if he hadn't broken his 
leg while miles ahead in 1992. He 
needn't have bothered. He needs no ifs 
or buts to confirm his stature as one of 
racing's all-time greats. 

Doohan has built his mastery on two 
platforms. 

Firstly, there is that of courage and 
riding skill. Never forget that he learned 
how to ride a 500 the hard way, after a 
talent-propelled rocket-ship rise 
through production bikes and super- 
bikes. He was a major crasher in his 
debut season of 1989, but he didn't let 
that put him off. 

Which reveals the key to his second 
platform - the more important of the 
two: a determination so strong it could 
easily be classified as psychotic; a moti- 
vation (as he prefers to call it) that 
brought him up to 





the top levels and brought him back 
after the horrendous legacy of that par- 
tially crippling crash, that pushed him 
to develop a thumb-controlled rear 
brake because his ruined right leg can't 
do the job - a motivation that still today 
pushes him through a fitness-and-train- 
ing regimen matched by no other rider. 

The level of this inner drive naturally 
has its effect on his personality. During 
the season he is prone to become 
increasingly terse; after the champi- 
onship is over, he is a changed man - 
expansive, friendly and relaxed. I took 
advantage of this for what is becoming 
almost a tradition - the year-end 
Doohan/World Champion interview. 

As always, it was entertaining and 
amusing. Also revealing. Doohan met an 
interesting new rival this year in Max 
Biaggi - and though he could still clearly 
outride the class rookie, Biaggi will just as 
clearly be that much stronger next year. 
Doohan doesn't say as much; in fact, he is 





at pains to deconstruct the Biaggi legend. 
But the way the conversation keeps going 
back to Biaggi shows that Doohan is more 
than a little preoccupied with this new- 
comer whose balls are almost as big as his 
mouth. 

Stimulated by a year in which he again 
proved to be head and shoulders above all 
his rivals, and looking forward to anoth- 
er in which it might be even harder to 
do the same again, Doohan clearly rel- 
ishes the prospect. 


3; You said earlier that the first and

me you wanted this one the most,

If he 
beats Alex (Criville) tomorrow, he'll be 
second in the championship; if not, he'll 
be third. (In fact, Criville crashed out 
and Biaggi got second overall.) Daryl 
Beattie did the same thing; so did 
Wayne Rainey. Daryl was probably 
more.impressive because he hadn't been 
to Europe before. Go back to John 
Kocinski and Luca Cadalora - two 250 
guys coming in. Luca won two races in 
his first season - had a great season. 
Kocinski also - he won one or two races 
that year, and was definitely right there. 
Kocinski was a bit cocky, but nowhere 
near as mouthy as Biaggi. The only real 
difference is that Max has been telling 
everyone how good he is right from the 
outset. You know, saying, like: "How 
great am I. I deserve a pat on the back."

, Honestly, I still don't have a prob 
Мет with Max. But I think when. I 
said something in Italy, it was the right 
time. You can only put up with so muc 
negative talk about so many incidental 
nothings for so long. I figured it wa 
time to hit him where it hurt - at hi 
home GP in Italy - and try and get him 
to realize that it’s not that good to be on 
the receiving end of what he kept say- 
ing.

Okay, I 
ran off the race track, but then the 
engine failed, and that gave him a 25- 
point buffer right there. At the next one, 
we were on pole position - that's not too 
bad. We got fastest lap - that's not too. 
bad. And won it. The next race (Jerez - 
second place) was not too flash - but it 
took me a while to get used to the bike. 

For him, coming into the season, he 
got a better transition than any 250 rider 
in the past. We had 20 horsepower less 
than last year, and for the first time ever 
you can actually open the gas with the 
bike still bent over - and this is what it 
took me some time to understand. In the 
past, if you did that, you'd crash. And I 
had to tell myself you can actually ride 
like that. He's coming the opposite way 
- he rides like that already. 

I don't know how many pole posi- 
tions we've had this year, but in terms 
of dominating practices, it wasn't too far 
off.

“It’s definitely the fuel that's done 
\ that. It’s made an average rider a lot 
discs Whereas a full-horsepower, full- 
leaded machine - the guy with that little 
bit extra can make the difference. This 
year it's more like a superbike type of 
thing, in that you can find the edge a lot 
easier.

\ The bike has not been entirely to 

/ your satisfaction this year, has it? 

~ No, not at all. I think because two 
years ago HRC downsized, but in 
the last two years the Honda team has 
grown, as far as how many bikes they 
supply. That's fantastic for the champi- 
onship, because no other factory does 
that. A lot of people give Honda a hard 
time over it, but they're supporting the 
class. Without them, there'd be not so 
many competitive motorcycles out there. 

І think for next year if the same num- 
ber of riders have the money for the 
motorcycles, even if Honda didn't want 
to supply them, they'd do it. They'd feel 
obliged to for the good of the sport, 
because they know that Yamaha and 
Suzuki can't do it. 

On the other hand, it's left us a little 
bit short-changed - especially the way 
the bikes are these days. The Repsol 
Honda team isn't like a factory team 
anymore. It's like a Honda dealership. 
People come to us for what they need. 
We're not homing in on the problems 
we've got and fixing those, then hand- 
ing it on to the support teams. We're 
one big team. 

This year we had some problems 
with the motors. It wasn't really until 
Czecho that we started testing anything 
to:counter that - 10 races in. 

I think that's one thing we have to 
address. If anyone with any talent is put 
on one of the other motorcycles, being a 
smaller team with a smaller turnaround 
time... l've said to HRC that we're a 
workshop at the moment, and we need 
to get back to being a race team. I fully 
understand their position, but we need 
to get back to the point where if we 
have a problem, we can solve it, then a 
race or two later the support teams get 
it fixed. 


You don't mind the other riders 
O) getting the stuff? 
I don’t mind that, except it’s a hin- 
X.drance to us fixing the problems. 
It's actually quite good in a way 
because I know, and the people in the 
other Honda teams know, that we're on 
the same bikes. It's more fulfilling 
when you win a race to know that 
there's seven other bikes out there. It's 
not like I’ve got a special machine that 
is the reason I'm winning. 


To be blunt, the Honda NSR has 
stagnated, really, and it's people 
like yourself who've kept it winning. 
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\ Well, look at 
( XJean-Michel 
Bayle on the Yama- 
ha. He's out for half J 
the season or more, 
and when һе 
comes back, he's 
on the front row, 
and on pole the 
next race. And 
Luca Cadalora - 
he hadn't raced 
since last year, and he А 
comes back and nearly puts it on the 
pole at Jarama, and if the bike hadn't 
broken, he probably would have won it. 
So that thing isn't too bad. When Simon 
Crafar got to a race track he enjoyed, he 
could make the most of it, too. 

The Honda motor is still the 
strongest, but the package of the Yama- 
ha is the ideal at the moment. We need 
to work on our handling and our rid- 
ability. 

If you watch Assen footage, and 
Sachsenring footage, you can see the 
Yamahas turning us inside out. The 
Hondas can only run one line, but the 
Yamahas can go much tighter, and not 
lose any speed for it. 

Obviously, the unleaded gas hurt us 
more than the other bikes; and Yamaha 
felt they'd had enough of losing and 
really worked on their bike. The only 
other ingredient they need now is some- 
ле, to really punt the thing around.

We actually 
did find something, adjusting the inter- 
nals a little bit, that did give me a bit 
more confidence, though even by the 
time we got to Barcelona I still wasn't 
getting a lot of feel. 

Jarama wouldn't be a real high point 
for me, either. 


"Biaggi ran into you and you hit 
/ Crafar, and you surprised every- 
one е by blaming Crafar for making you 
crash. Do you still have the same view 
on that? 
\ I still do, yeah. Max came up the 
é~\.inside, and I always wait for peo- 


.ple to come up there. If you're on the 


outside, you have to be prepared to 
change your line. I picked it up for 
Max, but he (Crafar) wasn't anticipat- 
ing it. He doesn't think he's in the 
wrong, and I don't blame him for it. 
But at a corner like that, I try and put 
myself in a safety position. He should 
have been aware that with 24 bikes 
coming into a hairpin after doing 250 
km/h that we might have to jostle for 
position. Afterwards he wanted me to 
stay around and watch a video, but I 
said to him, watching a video isn't real- 
ly going to change the outcome. I’m out 
of here. I want to go home. He was 
pleading with me, and I said, "Simon, 
don't worry about it." Then, when I got 
back to Monaco, I heard how he said 
I'd knocked him off and so on. I hadn't 
blamed anyone until then, and I just 
responded to that. 


One last question: You must have 
been asked a million times how 
you find the motivation - because it is 
just astonishing how, year after year, 
weekend after weekend, you find the 
determination to race the way you do. 
Are you surprised by that? Do you 
understand it? 
Not really. l'm sometimes surprised 
. that I'm still capable of winning, 
but I'm not surprised that I want to keep 
winning. I feel the same as before I won 
a title, only more experienced. 
As soon as I have a bad result, that 
just makes me want to work harder. 
I find it easier to win than to lose. €N 
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n the year that Honda's NSR500 V- 

four celebrated its own 15th birthday 

and Honda's corporate 50th anniver- 
sary by winning its 100th Grand Prix and 
eighth 500cc World Championship (and 
Mick Doohan's fifth in a row), the ques- 
tion that dominated - and perhaps even 
determined the outcome of - the 1998 sea- 
son in Grand Prix racing's premier class 
was: Is it better to Bang or to Scream? 

For in typically astute fashion, maes- 
tro Mick had moved the 500cc GP goal- 
posts by presenting that very conundrum 
to all his fellow Honda-mounted rivals at 
the start of the 1997 season. Then, reput- 
edly as much to shake up the opposition 
as for any dynamic benefit in perfor- 
mance, he'd opted to forgo the seemingly 
more user-friendly Big Bang version of 
the NSR500 introduced in 1992, with the 
firing intervals of all four cylinders of the 
single-crank 112-degree V-four com- 
pressed into a narrow range of around 66 
degrees, and instead return to an updat- 
ed version of the 180-degree engine for- 
mat HRC had adopted for 1990-91 for its 
all-Aussie race team of Doohan and 
Wayne Gardner. 

Back then, this was christened the 
"Two-Up" by HRC's Australasian race 
crew (you'd need to be a student of 
Aussie gambling culture to know why!) 
because of its crankshaft layout which 
sees the two right-side pistons rising and 
falling together followed by the two left- 





side ones, rather than all four sequential- 


ly, as was the case with the original 90- 
degree NSR500 V-four with its even 
firing order, which debuted back in 1984. 

But because of its much more strident, 
sharper exhaust note (compared to the 
Big Bang engine), the Two-Up was re- 
christened the "Screamer" on its Doohan- 
era debut, in which form it took Magic 
Mick to his fourth World crown in 1997, 
leaving his fellow Honda teammates 
wondering whether they too should fol- 
low suit for 1998. 

“I made many test laps with-each 
machine last winter, because Honda 
gave each factory rider the chance to 
choose which type we preferred to race 
in 1998," recalled Doohan's Repsol 
Honda teammate Tadayuki Okada as 
we stood in the Japanese autumn sun- 
shine looking at his bike and Mick's, 
parked in the pit lane of Honda's spank- 
ing-new Twin-Ring Motegi race track, 
just before getting the hands-on chance 
to compare and contrast the two halves 
of the same title-winning NSR500 equa- 
tion. “To be honest, I did not judge the 
Screamer bike to have the best advan- 
tage at most circuits, so I chose Big Bang 
- especially after I raced with the 
Screamer engine at Catalunya in 1997 . 
and found I must make big changes in 
setup and suspension for it, as well as 
adopt a different riding style. But, after 
Honda did much work on overcoming 
the effects of the unleaded fuel we must 
use for 1998, I think maybe I made the 
wrong choice! For sure, the effectiveness 
of each type of engine varies from one 
track to another - so it's a question of 
judgement which is best for the whole 
season." 

I was there the day that Mick Doohan 
tested the born-again Screamer for the 
first time at Eastern Creek in 1996. In fact, 
it was the next thing he went and did 
after kindly giving me a master class in

how to ride his Big Bang 500, and I well 
remember how instantly impressive his 
lap record times were on such a twisty 
circuit. It is the kind of place you'd have 
thought the theoretically more tractable 
Big Bang motor should excel. Having 
had to forgo the chance to test-ride the 
result for myself at the end of its 1997 
debut season, the chance to do what all 
of Honda's GP riders except Max Biaggi 
and Alex Barros did in preparation for 
the '98 season that just ended - ride them 
both - answered a lot of questions. But 
what about Biaggi? 

“Biaggi-san confirmed his arrange- 
ment with Honda for 1998 later than all 
the other riders,” explained HRC presi- 
dent Yasuo Ikenoya in a specially called 
press conference at the Catalunya GP. 
“We have two types of engine, and all 
riders could choose at the beginning of 
the year which they preferred, but Biaggi 
came later. As we make new parts, 
Honda is working very hard to satisfy all 
requirements, but even if Doohan-san 
was to ask.for a different type of engine, 
we do not have the engineering capacity 
to meet that requirement." 

This lack of capacity was caused by 
the introduction of unleaded fuel for the 
1998 season which, as predicted, reduced 
engine-component life (especially crank- 
shafts) quite drastically. Reputedly, this 
was by as much as two-thirds, meaning 
Honda had to work flat out to meet the 
race-to-race needs of its five NSR500 fac- 
tory-supported riders - Doohan, Okada 
and Alex Criville on the Repsol team, 
Carlos Checa and John Kocinski on the 
Pons/MoviStar squad - and two lease- 
customer privateers, Alex Barros and 
Biaggi. 

Though the HRC engineering team 
led by NSR500 project leader Kazuo 
Honda (no relation) worked hard to 
overcome the severe reliability problems 
and reduction in service life caused by 
the new fuel, the problems would contin- 
ue throughout the season. Doohan suf- 
fered a dramatic demise at the Japanese 
GP on Honda's home ground of Suzuka 
when a suspected crankshaft failure sent 
him running off the track, then by the 
three engine failures suffered by Doohan 
and Criville in qualifying for the 
Catalunya GP late in the season (two for 
Mick, one for Alex). Finally, there was 
the demise of the motor in the Doohan 
bike midway through our Motegi test 
session. 

No, it wasn't me on board when it 
happened - but it did mean I only got the 
chance for a single screamin' session on 
Mick's title winner, compared to two on 
Okada-san's big-banger. 

Still more than enough time to arrive 
at some unexpected conclusions, one of 
which is: Don't let past prejudices get in 
the way of present judgement. 

I'll admit to approaching the Doohan 
World Champion Screamer with some 
trepidation - even more than usual when 
being let loose on a wheel-spinning, fire- 
breathing Ultimate Racer weighing just 
286 pounds yet delivering close to 200 
bhp. 

And it was little consolation for 
Honda-san to admit to me that the 
switch to unleaded fuel had dented max- 
imum horsepower by 5 percent for the 
1998 season on both types of engine. 
(Output dropped from around 195 bhp 
on race gas to a level understood to be 
183 bhp at 12,500 rpm, in addition to 


blunting throttle response and shorten- 
ing service life. It even resulted in the 
RC45 Superbike overtaking the NSR500 
in the outright horsepower stakes on the 
same dyno, a fact gleefully emphasized 
by the four-stroke faction in HRC's engi- 
neering cadre!)

Nor was it the fact of course-learning 
a new circuit like Motegi's Road Course 
(venue for the 1999 Japanese GP) on a 
bike that, even with its reduced power 
output, still broke the 190-mph barrier at 
Mugello in '98. Honda had thought of 
everything and given me first a street 
УТК1000 V-twin for course learning, 
then the HARC Pro semi-works version 
that finished 18th in the Suzuka 8 Hours 
with which to dial myself in. Nor was it 
the duty of upholding Western honor by 
being the only gaijin (foreigner) among 
the handful of Japanese racing journalists 
invited to the test. 

No, my unease came from the last 
time I rode a 180-degree NSR500 Honda 
Screamer, back at the start of the decade, 
when 500cc GP racers were raw-edged 
and razor-sharp, and rear-wheel steering 
was all part of life's rich passion in trying 
to ride them. It came from being scared 
out of my skin aboard them by fourth- 
gear powerslides accelerating past the 
pits at Suzuka, or round the hard-on-the- 
gas sweepers leading from the Hairpin 
up to the Spoon Curve. 

And in slow bends...well, it wasn't 
just a question of backing it into the turn, 
but spinning it up out of them, too - 
which is very much an acquired skill. So 
when Honda invented the Big Bang 
motor in 1992 (soon to be followed by 
Cagiva, Suzuki and Yamaha), and 
opened up pseudo four-stroke horizons 
of traction and drive on a GP 500, it not 





only made a pretend GP racer's test task 
much less daunting, it also opened up a 
new technique for racing them that was 
accessible to more riders, was easier on 
rear tires, and appeared to offer 
improved ridability, and especially more 
traction. Until now. 

Because once I'd got over my initial 
reluctance to twist the wrist remotely 
hard on a bike even Criville found diffi- 
cult to master, I have to say that Mick's 
mount didn't live up to the street-scary 
expectations that were a hangover from 
riding its Two-Up predecessor at the 
start of the decade. 

No, the first thing you notice riding 
the Doohan Screamer is how much better 
it picks up engine speed than the Big 
Bang bike I rode immediately after it - 
yet at the same time, how well it puts the 
power to the ground, even out of tighter 
turns. Paradoxically, it seems to have a 
nicer torque curve and better power 
delivery, not the wheel-spinning blitz of 
the power of old. But it also picks up revs 
more quickly and freely midturn. 

I remember Doohan explaining two 
years ago how his main reason for want- 
ing to make the engine switch was to 
find a "direct connection between the 
throttle and the back wheel," so that 
there was a quicker engine response to 
throttle input. 

Well, I never rode the '97 screamer 
on race fuel, so I can't say how that 
turned out, but while unleaded gas may 
have now taken the edge off the 180- 





degree motor, what we are left with in 
the no-lead era is a bike which also 
works the other way, where you defi- 
nitely get a better feedback through the 
throttle of what the engine and the rear 
tire is doing than the BB. 

And when you have the kind of awe- 
some engine response and dramatic 
pickup that a modern 500cc GP: bike 
delivers, this is a serious advantage. 
That's especially true on a high-speed 
turn like the sweeper past the pits at 
Suzuka, which used to give me so much 
trouble on the old Two-Up screamer - or 
a bend like the long, uphill third-gear 
right-hander leading to the top chicane 
at Motegi, on its successor. 

Here, the Screamer powered really 
strongly and smoothly, on rails through 
the turn, and gave me more revs on the 
same gearing, so I must have been going 
faster. Paradoxically the Big Bang bike 
caused me problems, twice unhooking 
the back wheel in a full-blooded power- 
slide that gave a taste of what racing 
these bikes in the real world is all about. 

It also gave my rival Naked-class and 
Classic racing mate Takao Inoki - the 
Japanese movie star who doubles as a 
real-life champion bike racer in his spare 
time - a big fright, because I'd just passed 
him on his warmup lap! It gave me a 
wake-up call, too - same as the other 
hook-up problem I had out of Motegi's 
tight turn two, where you must get hard 
on the gas early in the turn for maximum 
drive out of the Parabolica that follows. 
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Here, the much fiercer pickup from a 
closed throttle of the Big Bang motor had 
the rear tire spinning and traction 
impaired - at precisely the kind of turn 
where the close-firing-order engine is 
supposed to excel. 

But the jerkier throttle response unset- 
tled the bike, made the back wheel step 
out cranked over in the turn, and even if 


you manage to control that okay, it still 


makes it unstable under acceleration 
around the long left-hander afterward. 

However, pickup is better from lower 
revs: 8000 rpm brings serious punch out 
of a turn on the Big Bang, where the 
screamer needs 9000 revs showing on the 
tach before it comes on really strong, 
with a super-power sector starting at 11 
grand. 

But once you get both engines spin- 
ning, the Doohan bike definitely acceler- 
ates better, and I have to say I reckon that 
with his 250cc GP heritage, Biaggi would 
have come to grips quickly with the 
screamer motor, and worked it well. Too 
bad he didn't get his '98 deal tied up in 
time to have that option, according to 
Honda... 

"The high-speed powerslides you had 
were a typical Big Bang problem this 
year," said Okada at debriefing time. 
"The engine character changed with 
unleaded fuel, so that now side slide in 
faster turns is always a problem. But, if 
you can keep the revs up, the screamer is 
definitely better - and more controllable, 
also - than before. Power transition is bet- 
ter as well with the screamer motor, 
though bottom power is still good with 
the Big Bang, except throttle response is 
sometimes jerky. But maybe Motegi is a 
screamer course." 

Could be, with all the tight turns at 
the ends of long straightaways, Formula 
One-style. Take the horseshoe turn one, 
for example: Braking deep into that at the 
end of the pits on the screamer motor 
meant having to use the Brembo- 
calipers / Mitsubishi-carbon-discs brake 





package really hard, because it definitely 
doesn't have as much engine braking as 
the Big Bang motor, and for someone like 
me, who is used to racing four-strokes, 
that comes as a bit of a culture shock. 

But zap down through the gearbox as 
you squeeze the brake lever, keeping the 
revs up around 10,000 rpm in bottom 
gear, and you'll be rewarded with phe- 
nomenal yet controllable acceleration as 
you pick the Honda up to use the fat part 
of the rear Michelin for the drive out. 

But do the same with the Big Banger 
later, and get ready for that tire to start 
going walkabout at the same revs. 
Strangely, it felt less controllable, and the 
same thing went for the wheelies that 
inevitably come as you shift into second, 
and third, and then gas it up hard. (It's 
worth noting the NSR500 V-four isn't fit- 
ted with a wide-open power-shifter for 
upward changes on what is quite a stiff- 
action gearbox. HRC thinks it's too tough 
mechanically on transmissions that have 
quite a lot of gear-pinion undercut to 
harness all that power.) 

While the screamer seems to pull 
wheelies even easier, they feel longer and 
less violent - yet it surely picks up engine 
speed faster, opening the door to superi- 
or acceleration. What seems easier at first 
to ride may not actually be so in reality. 
Yet in a faster medium-speed turn, like 
the right-hander at the end of the long, 
downhill Motegi main straight (which 
stopping for is a real test of braking 
prowess - yours, as well as the bike's!), 
the Big Bang bike was definitely better, 
because you can accelerate into the bend 
and keep up quite a bit of momentum. 

This makes the bike feel like a two- 
stroke superbike, with a satisfying grunt 
from down low thanks to the closed-up 
firing order, as well as good pick-up, 
since you didn't have to close the throttle 
in the apex and provoke that brutal, sud- 
den response which was so unsettling. 

What all this means is that, much 
against my expectations and contrary to

its past record, I much preferred riding 
the Doohan "Version B" NSR500 (Ver- 
sion C is the BB, Version A the 90-degree 
original-style motor which Honda also 
tested for possible rebirth at the end of 
1996). 

We'll never know exactly what HRC's 
clever engineers did to turn the tire- 
shredding tearaway into a sexy screamer, 
but electronics surely play a big part in it, 
as well as port timing. 

Kazuo Honda insists that the two 
motorcycles are identical apart from hav- 
ing different crankshafts and altered 
curves for ignition and exhaust-valve 
maps. 

"However," he says, "though both 
engines have the same maximum horse- 
power and peak torque outputs, at the 
same rpm, settings and performance 
vary depending on the engine revs and 
throttle opening, since these are linked to 
the ignition and exhaust-valve curves." 

In other words, since you use differ- 
ent amounts of gas in different situations 
on each type of engine, that's what 
makes the technical difference between 
the two - quite apart from the most cru- 
cial ingredient of all: the right hand of the 
guy sitting in the seat. And as I'm the 
first to recognize each time I ride a 500cc 
GP bike, some right hands are more, um, 
productive than others! 

Because grappling with keeping the 
Honda's front wheel more or less near 
the ground as you exit a turn like the last 
chicane at Motegi, the bike pointed 
somewhere near the direction you 
intended it to face, the back wheel sort of 
hooked up and your weight kind of 
where it's supposed to be, while at the 
same time trying to focus on the road 
ahead and concentrate on making clean 
gearshifts on the non-wide-open-variety 
speedshifter, well, just remember next 
time you see a four-bike battle for 500cc 
GP supremacy that these are unquestion- 
ably the most physical and most 
demanding race bikes in the world to 
ride, and doing so at close quarters like 
we saw so many times last season makes 
you live in awe of the men who do so. 

Though now more powerful but also 
heavier, four-stroke superbikes aren't so 
brusque and violently responsive as 
these two-stroke megabikes - making it 
less vital to clench your arms and pull 
yourself forward under acceleration, to 
help you keep your weight far forward 
to stop the front wheel from lifting too 
far and losing time. 

These are extremely physical bikes to 
ride even remotely hard, the weight 











transfer at the other end of any straigh 
when the carbon brakes deliver stopping 
power unheard of by modern superbike 
standards, taxing your body's stamina 
still further. 

But get either NSR500 singing hard i 
the top three gears, like flat out in fifth a 
12,500 rpm (there's good overrev tq 
13,000 if you need it, to hold a gea 
between turns, but power tails off above 
13,200 revs - but at this level everything 
is relative!) or at least hard on in top gear 
down Motegi's main straight, and there 
is no more-exhilarating buzz on tw 
wheels. 

It's enough to make you a powe 
addict... Yet this is all with a bike that, i 
either form, is detuned slightly from 1997 
thanks to the switch to unleaded fuel last 
season. This meant that for the first time 
in many years, Honda's chassis develop 
ment was aimed at helping riders maxi 
mize corner speed - a fact the new Showa 
suspension package that took some time 
to dial in at the start of the year was 
aimed at assisting. (Perhaps this is one 
reason 250cc World Champion Biaggi 
adapted so quickly to 500cc GP racing?) 

The change to unleaded required 
HRC to introduce major redesigns of 
cylinder head, cylinder, exhaust cham 
ber, silencer, ignition and especially pis 
ton and rings (five or six different type 
are used, depending on the circuit and 
its power demands), all to accommodate 
the new green gas. A 5-percent powe 
loss was Honda's downside, but appar 
ently Yamaha probably lost only 2 to 3 
percent - though of course they had less 
to start with! 

Whatever the case, the two bikes are 
now pretty evenly matched, says HRC 
staff, who claim the Yamaha chassis is 
presently better than the Honda's, per- 
haps because of the different inertia of 
Yamaha's twin-crank engine, compared 
to the NSR500's single-crank layout. 

Still, if this is second best, Ill take it. 
Honda's 500 is still the benchmark GP 
racer of its generation, a fact Max Biag- 
gi's startling challenge for the World title 
in his debut year underlined. Let's face it: 
Would he have had the same success 
right out of the box on a Yamaha? I'm 
not the only one who thinks not. But 
looking back to 1992 and the first year I 
rode a Big Bang Honda, it seemed an E- 
ticket ride to a promised land, where 
dreams of at last being able, as a Joe 
Average racer, to ride a works NSR500 
Honda to something distantly approach- 
ing its true potential came true. 

By taming the fierce power delivery of 
the screamers I'd sampled for the past 
seven years and never got close to mas- 
tering - especially not with the inherent 
handling problems of a bike like Law- 
son's “89 title winner - Honda had deliv- 
ered the key to a forbidden world. But 
now, what began as a Doohan dare to his 
rivals has turned history on its side, and 
thanks to the hard work and ingenuity of 
HRC's engineers (with a little help from 
the FIM rule change), the screamer V- 
four has again become a serious option 
for Honda's 500cc riders to consider in 
1999, Yesterday once more. CN

e burst onto the scene at the 
height of the AMA Grand Nation- 
al Championship Series, starred 
in the most famous motorcycle movie of 
all time, erupted into a huge fireball and 
then disappeared. 

At least that's what dirt track's bench 
racers of yore would have you believe 
about Mark Brelsford. Like most racing 
legends, however, some of what you 
hear is true and some false. And, in 
Brelsford's case, a lot was missing for 22 
years, as he seemed to seclude himself 
in the Alaskan wilderness before finally 
reappearing for the 1996 BMW Battle of 
the Legends Series. These days, you can 
almost expect to see the 49-year-old ex- 
Californian, ex-hotshoe taking his 
deserved place wherever motorcycle 
racing's legends of the "505, ‘60s and '70s 
are gathered. 

It was actually in the late '60s that 
Brelsford, a talented amateur scrambles 
and flat-track racer, gained the attention 
of Harley-Davidson dealer Dudley 
Perkins Sr. When the Harley-Davidson 
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factory racing team went shopping for 
riders for the 1969 season, Perkins felt 
that Brelsford would be a good addition 
to the team, and so he lobbied the facto- 
ry into guiding Brelsford toward the fac- 
tory even before he turned Expert. 

Brelsford actually slid into the deal in 
a very backward fashion during the 
1968 season, aboard one of Mert 
Lawwill's backup KRs. 

"The first time I'd ever ridden a 
Harley was when I went to my first mile 
National,” Brelsford recalls. “It was in 
Portland, Oregon. I was riding for a 
local BSA dealer out of San Jose, Califor- 
nia, and he had an old Gold Star that his 
brother used to race. Prior to the Port- 
land race, Га won four or five Ascot half 
miles in a row on it. We got there, and I 
went out for practice. I felt fast, but I 
was two seconds off the pace. Then my 
mechanic, Sonny Kenyon, told me that 
the Gold Star was tearing up the crank- 
shaft, so I jumped on that Harley. I real- 
ly didn't want to ride it, because it was 
another 25 pounds heavier than the 
BSA, and I was all of about 122 pounds, 
so I didn't care to throw that extra 
weight around. I went over to Mert and

asked him how to ride it. You have to 
remember that back in those days, we 
had no brakes, so I asked him, ‘How do 
you slow it down?’ He told me that it 
would feel like it was going nowhere 
because of the low rpm that it was turn- 
ing, but that I’d be really cooking 
because the bike was as good as any 
Expert rig. He just said, ‘When in doubt, 
give it a lot of throttle.’ 

“So I took the Harley out, and it felt 
like I was driving a tractor because it 
didn't turn any rpm,” Brelsford says. “I 
took it easy down the back chute and 
then I pegged it coming down the front 
chute. I went by the flagman so quick 
that it scared me, and I thought, 'Man, 
I’m in over my head big-time!’ I was 
hauling ass! I rode it into the turn with 
the throttle off, and it tucked the front 
end, and 1 remembered Mert's words

and just pinned it wide open. And i 
straightened up and just went sideways 
and skidded into the corner in a perfect 
ly controlled slide. It was so easy, pro 
vided that you used the throttle. Afte 
making two more laps, I was hooked." 

Brelsford completed the 1968 season 
aboard Lawwill's equipment, winning 
four of the five races that he entered 
with it and coming away with Amateu 
of the Year honors after a battle with 
another up-and-coming Nor Cal hot- 
shoe, Jim Rice. Yet, as he recalls, there 
never really was any talk of him joining 
the team. 

"When I was riding in my amateur 
year in 1968, I really had no idea that I 
would be offered a factory ride," Brels- 
ford recalls. "But Dick O’Brien 
approached me after the last race of the 
season in '68 at Ascot Park and asked me 
if I would be interested in joining the 
Harley-Davidson race team. I said, Та 
love to, but I don't know how to work on 
the Harley, because I knew that all the 
factory guys either had to work on their 
own dirt trackers or hire a mechanic. But 
Dick told me not to worry about that. He 
said, ‘Dudley Perkins, Mert and myself 
have gotten together, and we'll send all 
of the equipment to Dudley's Harley 
shop, and Mert will build it for you. 
You'll travel with Mert to all the dirt 
tracks, so you're going to have to become 
good friends, because he's going to be 
your mechanic. They gave me the bikes 
and they gave me a salary of, I think it 
was $2500... for the whole season." 

Brelsford traveled with Lawwill, who 
became his mechanic as well as his com- 
petitor, and also gave Lawwill between 
30 and 50 percent of the take. Г 

“See, I really wasn't interested inj 
(working on) the Harleys,” Brelsford® 
says. “I liked Triumphs, and I'd owned} 
Triumphs and Hondas. But the Harley! 
was way over my head. There were! 
eight of us on the team that year, all 
with the same-colored motorcycles and 
leathers - at least on the road racers,” 
Brelsford says. “The factory built and 
maintained the road racers themselves 
in the factory race shop. All we had to 
do was get our fannies to the track with 
our leathers and helmets. The Harley 
deal was that they gave us the dirt 
trackers and we could build them our- 
selves or hire a mechanic - it was up to 
us. But the road racers were built and 
maintained by them, and we got to keep 
anything and everything that we won 
on them.” 

In light of the fact that Brelsford was 
such a presence on the Harley-Davidson 
factory team during his short tenure 
there, it may surprise you to learn how 
close he came to turning down the 
whole dea] altogether when he was first 
approached by O’Brien. Joining the 
team might seem like a dream shot for 
anyone, but Brelstord had two reserva- 
tions. First, he was in the envious posi- 
tion of having to choose a career path 
for his talent, and a ride with the factory 
Bultaco motocross team was a very real 
possibility. 

“My love was motocross - actually, 
we called it rough scrambles - and theri 
in 1965 Dick Mann went to Europe and 
came back and got with a fella, and they 
started putting on motocrosses," Brels- 
ford recollects. “I could really ride well, 
and I would always do outstanding on 
the motocross circuit in Northern Cali- 
fornia, which was the only place that I 
ever rode. And Bultaco approached me 
and asked me to ride their extra factory 
bike at the local Trans-AMA race. That's 
when DeCoster, Robert, Bengt Aberg 
and the whole European gang came up 


to Santa Cruz, California. 





"I went out there, and the first thing 
that 1 found out was that I was no match 
for the Europeans, but with the Ameri- 

cans I could hang in the top five. Bultaco 
was debating about whether or not they 
should sponsor a rider on the West 
Coast. Eventually they did.’ 

But it wasn't Brelsford, who decided 
that the Harley-Davidson deal was the 
right way to go despite reservation 
number two. 

“I was afraid of road racing, but I 
had no choice but to do it if I wanted to 
come on board as a factory rider," Brels- 
ford says. "O'Brien said that they were 
hiring me to maybe someday carry the 
Grand National Championship, and 
without road racing it was very unlikely 
that that would ever happen." 

Brelsford bit the road racing bullet 
and took the Harley deal, though he 
later learned that he may have had 
another shot with the Triumph factory. 
But, according to Brelsford, O'Brien and 
Triumph boss Pete Coleman sort of 
sealed his fate. | 

“1 heard Triumph was interested,” 
Brelsford says, "but what I found out 
later was that Pete and Dick were good 
friends, and in those days those guys 
had kind of a mutual understanding. 
They could play you at one end, and 
they were both playing you, and they 
kind of knew where you were going to 
end up. Later on down the road they 
pulled a quick one on me when I was 
determined to switch to Triumph or 
BSA because I was so fed up with the 
Harleys blowing up. I'd had it, and I 
told Harley that I wanted off, and that 
Triumph had approached me and told 
me that they wanted me on their team." 

But that was down the road. 





Getting his start with the factory 
team in 1969, Brelsford had yet to make 
his mark in the Grand National record 
books, although he remembers leaving a 
hell of a mark at the old Memorial Stadi- 
um short track, held the night before the 
Daytona 200. 

"The circumstances were that some- 
one had brought my Sprint down, and 1 
wanted to ride it," Brelsford says. "1 felt 
real good, but in the semi, a rider in the 
back of the pack fell down in turn one. In 
those days, they let anybody and every- 
body stand in the infield. Consequently, 
you couldn't see around the corners. | 
came into that corner, and the guy that 
fell down had uprighted his bike and 
was trying to get it off the track. And 
here came myself and about 10 other 
guys, so he dropped his bike and ran 
right where I had committed myself to 
go. Rather than hit him, I hit his bike, 
and I hit it at such an angle that it cata- 
pulted me 30 feet in the air and another 
50 feet straight into the concrete wall on 
the outside of the track. Some photogra- 
pher caught it and... man, I was up there. 
It broke my leg and arm. I woke up the 
next morning in the hospital and said, 
'Man, what the hell happened?' Then 
they showed me that picture." 

Needless to say, Brelsford sat out the 
'69 Daytona 200, but he did compete on 
the dirt, earning his first win at the July 
12 running of the 50-lap Ascot TT 
Steeplechase. 

"That win was wonderful," Brelsford 
says. "I thought I could win it, because I 
really had Ascot figured out. But the 
thing that I remember most from that 
year was my first race as an Expert, at 
the Houston TT. I was just so proud to 
be in Harley colors. Harley had just 
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given us their new 350cc Aermacchi 
four-stroke singles to ride, and I got out 
there and just about led the whole 
National. The only one even close to me 
was Skip VanLeeuwen. He was on a 


650cc Triumph, and I guess that he was 


being generous, because he was going a 
little bit quicker than I was, and instead 
of knocking me off, he was just kind 
enough to bump me, as if to say, 'Get 
out of the way" He just kept bumping 
me, like he was honking a horn, and I 
finally moved over. Later he told me 
that he thought he was going to have to 
knock me down, which wouldn't have 
been hard, because he was carrying 
about 40 more pounds around out there. 
But I'll never forget that and, in my very 
first Expert race, I got second place." 

The Ascot win was also special for 
Brelsford not so much for how he did it, 
but because of what he rode to victory: 
the notorious Goliath. 

"Man, I sure didn't look forward to 
riding that thing," Brelsford recalls. "See, 
in those days, Harley sold 900cc Sport- 
sters in their stores. It was a twin-cylin- 
der steel barrel and head... well, the 
whole top end was steel. Somehow, they 
were allowed to race the 900cc against 
the 650cc Triumphs and BSAs. The Tri- 
umph and BSA guys used to always 
bitch and complain about that, but the 
fact is that Goliath was about 25 pounds 
heavier than the Triumphs, and it was all 
in the top end, so it was an absolute bgar 
to ride. And in a drag race it was slower. 

"But it worked for me for two dis- 
tinct reasons. One was that Mert had 
built a special frame that he kept a 
secret. He lowered it so that the engine 
was as low as you could go without dig- 
ging in the cases, and he lightened about 
10 pounds and changed the geometry. 
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Daytona disaster!: Brelsford (1) is 
enveloped in fire a split second after 
colliding with Larry Darr in the chicane 
during the 1973 Daytona 200. Although 
Brelsford received numerous serious 
injuries in the crash, burns were not 
among them. 





So it steered pretty good, but another 
problem was that the thing used to chat- 
ter the rear wheel so bad going into the 
corners that it would skid you right off 
the race track. It was terrible, but Mert 
devised a cable that went down the 
clutch mechanism - he called it a "clutch 
worm" - and when you'd press on the 
rear brake, this cable would disengage 
the clutch part of the way, so it alleviat- 
ed the chatter. Nobody ever picked it up 
- not even our competitors who parked 
their bikes right next to us. Mert did 
such a great job of concealing it. It was 
fully legal. Anyway, the bike worked 
very good. It had so much more torque 
than anything else out there. I wound 
up winning all three of my Ascot TTs 
aboard Goliath. I also rode it at places 
like Castle Rock and Peoria, and it did 
very well there, too." 

Brelsford went on to the finish the ’69 
season in eighth place in the series 
standings, sandwiched between Gary 
Nixon and Larry Palmgren, after suffer- 
ing another season-interrupting injury at 
a non-National TT in Hinsdale, Illinois. 
Meanwhile, his teammate Lawwill went 
on to win the title for Harley-Davidson. 
But Brelsford’s style both on and off the 
track was quickly beginning to earn the 
attention of his peers and motorcycle- 
racing fans, and 1970 would be Brels- 
ford's "stepping-out" year, bringing 
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both the highs of movie stardom and the - 


lows of frustration due to mechanical 
mayhem aboard the factory XRs. 

"So we get to 1970, and they've 
changed the rules," Brelsford says. 
"Prior to that time, we were running 
750cc side-valve Harleys against the 
650cc Triumphs and BSAs, but then they 
changed it so that it was all 750, and the 
KRs were suddenly uncompetitive. So 
Harley and Dick O'Brien said, "We'll 
take the iron Sportster engine and short- 
en the stroke and lower the barrels a lit- 
tle. We'll race that for two years, and in 
the meantime we're designing an all- 
aluminum engine.' I remember they 
were so positive because they knew they 
had a good engine coming out later. 

"But man, those (iron barrels) just 
broke, broke, broke, and spewed oil all 
over us and our competitors. You can 
talk to anyone who raced with us, and if 
they were behind a Harley, they were 
covered in oil." 

But despite the misfortunes of the 
iron XR750, the Harley-Davidson facto- 
ry got plenty of mileage out of Brelsford 
and Lawwill, thanks to movie producer 
Bruce Brown. 

"There's a funny anecdote to that 
whole thing," Brelsford says. "I was at 
my mom’s house one night, and she told 
me that a fellow by the name of Bruce 
Brown had called, and that I needed to 
call him back. So I talked to him, and he 
said, ‘I’m trying to put a movie together 
about motorcycle racing, and I was hop- 
ing to focus a certain portion of it on 
you because you're new to it and kind 
of young.' He told me that he'd made a 
documentary before, and that it was a 
surfing movie. 

“І figured this guy was full of shit, so 
I said, ‘No,’ because I figured he was 
just blowing smoke. I told him to give 
Mert a call and maybe Mert would be 
interested. I didn't know Bruce, and I 
just figured it was bullshit. But Mert got 
together with him and realized that he 
wasn't kidding. As it turned out, one 
day Mert told me, 'Hey, I've got this 
guy who's going to travel with us. His 
name is Bruce Brown, and he's going to 
make a movie about motorcycle racing.’ 
So Bruce met us somewhere, and he just 
traveled with us like he was our buddy. 
His crew: would fly in to the races, but 
he rode with us." 





Looking back on it all now, Brelsford 
says that the summer of 1970 was one of 
the most memorable of his career, 
thanks to Brown. 

“We had an absolute ball,” Brelsford 
remembers. “Bruce was just such a char- 
acter, a hell of a bright guy and so much 
fun. It was one of the highlights of my 
career, not only to have a small part in 
the movie, but to be tied in with Bruce 
and all of the wonderful people in it. 
And I'm talking about the other riders 
from that era. Those fellas that year that 
we were making the movie - Chuck 
Palmgren, Gene Romero, Gary Nixon, 
Cal Rayborn, Mert, Roger Reiman - 
what a family affair." 

During the filming of the movie On 


Any Sunday, which become the quintes- 
sential motorcycle movie, Brelsford, the 
soft-spoken, hard-riding kid from 
Northern California, provided Brown 
with some of the most unforgettable 
footage in the film. In addition to doing 
much of the on-bike camera work for 
Brown, it was against Brown's narration 
- "Mert's teammate and sort of protégé... 
Mark Brelsford... Mark is spectacular on the 
mile" - that Brelsford pinned his Harley- 
Davidson wide open while hurtling 
down the Sacramento Mile's front 
straightaway and never backed off, exe- 
cuting a flawless, graceful, full-throttle 
slide around the bend. 

"| got into that (full throttle) thing a 
lot deeper than I anticipated, as far as

committing myself to it,” Brelsford says 
"It was the night before, and we wer 
drinking a few beers. And Bruce says 
"Boy, Mark, do you think the condition 
will be good enough tomorrow to wher 
you guys will be doing some real goog 
sliding out there?’ And I just kind о 
teased him and said, 'Hell, Bruce, if 
could be the first guy out in practic 
tomorrow, I could run that thing in side 
ways wide open, and never shut th 
throttle off.’ He orders another round a 
beers and says, “You sure you can dq 
that, Mark?’ I said, ‘Aw, no problem 
because I thought we were just bullshi 

"It just so happened that the AMA 
official was sitting over in the corne 
and Bruce went over and talked to 
and told him, ‘For filming purposes, 
need to have Brelsford be the first ong 
out for practice.’ So then he comes back 
and tells me, ‘I’ve got you covered 
Mark. You're gonna get the chance te 
make your wide-open lap becaus¢ 
you're gonna be the first guy out fo 
practice tomorrow!’ I was thinkin’, ‘O 
shit, I don’t know if I can do it.” My bee 
talk got away from me. But the next da 
they did a magnificent job preparing the 
track. Bruce and I walked the track, anc 
I told him that I thought I could do it. 
told him that if I felt good through three 
and four, then I would open it up dowr 
the front straight and just leave it on. I 
just worked out. I look back at it, anc 
it’s amazing. I was just fortunate. There 
were plenty of other guys who could 
have done the same thing, but for vari 
ous reasons they didn't get the righ 
chance." 

That was one of few glories experi 
enced by Brelsford, Lawwill and the 
iron XR all season. As the movie sq 
beautifully articulated, Gene Romero 
gave Triumph its final AMA Grand

Kidney belt not required. 
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National title after a sudden-death battle 
with Dave Aldana, Dick Mann and Jim 
Rice at the 50-lap Sacramento Mile. Even 
so, Brelsford managed to capture his 
only win of the year at the season finale 
Oklahoma City Half Mile, and he also 
improved by one spot in the series 
standings at year’s end, finishing sev- 
enth. 

Brelsford continued to mature in 
1971, soldiering on with underachieving 
factory 750s despite Lawwill's best spin- 
doctoring, stomping the competition 
aboard Goliath at the Ascot TT and, 
more importantly to himself, overcom- 
ing his fears and blossoming as a road 
racing talent. His first win came at the 
third road circuit of the season: Loudon, 
New Hampshire. 

“Loudon was my very first road race 
in ^69, and it was in the rain and I settled 
for third," Brelsford says. "And in 1970, 
I flat put it on the field and had a half-a- 
lap lead over second place right near the 
end when the mag went out. Then I won 
it in 1971, and I got seventh in the series, 
which was quite an accomplishment 
with those cast-iron engines. It was just 
failure after failure. It was total chaos. 
But road racing was easier than I 
thought it would be." 

If not a year of outright fame, 1972 
was certainly Brelsford's most produc- 
tive year. Just as O'Brien and the Harley 
race shop had promised, the iron XR 
was history, superceded by the all-alloy 
motor that dominated dirt track racing 
to the point that updated versions are 
still king today. Brelsford got the ball 
rolling, however, as both he and the 
untested alloy powerplant were up to 
the challenge. 

"Harley didn't tell anybody, but they 
actually brought the first engine to the 
final road race of the year at Ontario, 
California," Brelsford said. "We blew all 
of our cast-iron stuff during the race on 








Sunday, but we hung around on Mon- 
day to test the new one. When I got out 
there on it, it didn't feel that much more 
powerful, but it was a little quicker, and 
my lap times were quicker because there 
was less weight up top to bother you in 
the turns. I put 200 miles on it, and then 
Cal (Rayborn) put 200 miles on it, and I 
loved it because I knew that it was 
going to be reliable. 

"It was getting dark outside when we 
were finishing up, and O'Brien comes to 
me and he says, 'Mark, you have to go 
out there and blow it up.’ I said, ‘What?’ 
He said. "We have to know where the 
weak link is in the thing, so we want 
you to go out there and blow it up. Next 
time you come around, instead of run- 
ning it in high gear, run it in third.’ So | 
come out of the first turn just screaming 
it by them. Finally it popped and quit. It 
dropped a valve, but they went back 
and changed the design before they 
released them to the race team." 

Armed with the knowledge that he 
could push the bike on the track without 
having to later push it off the track, 
Brelsford was dressed for success in '72, 
and aided by both the presence of fami- 
ly and a calculated mental approach to 
the task at hand. 

"At the end of 1971, my brother Scott 
was the hottest Novice in the country 
aboard a semi-factory-backed Yamaha," 
Brelsford says. Harley was bringing the 
new XR out in 72, and they asked Scott 
to join the factory team as a Junior. They 
gave him all the equipment, and my 
new tuner, Jim Belland (who took over 
for Lawwill, who was swamped with 
the preparation of his own equipment), 
would work on both our bikes. 

“1 remember the scenario (for the 
championship) actually started that 
winter, before the start of the season. 
Scott and I sat around the kitchen table 
and pulled out the results from the '71 











season. We spent hours trying to antici- 
pate a scenario for the upcoming season. 
We tried to figure out where everyone 
was outstanding, their favorite race 
tracks, where their equipment worked 
well. I worked out about 10 different 
points scenarios - myself vs. Mert 
Lawwill... Gene Romero... Bart Markel... 

Gary Nixon... Palmgren. I just worked it 
out and realized that with my road rac- 
ing capability, with the XR being able to 
finish and with a decent miler, that if 
things worked out anywhere near my 
favor, I could come out of it with the 
title. Because by then, all my Harley 
teammates were getting up into their 
30s. Everyone was getting up there a bit." 

At the Houston season opener, Brels- 
ford was loaded for bear. Actually, he 
was a little overloaded. 

^We didn't even make the main for 
the short track - I rode the Sprint in that," 
Brelsford says. "I think I was fast qualifi- 
er for the TT, but things got a little wild. 
For the TT, I brought a cast-iron 750 to 
ride, and to get a little advantage, I tried 
to pull a fast one like the NASCAR guys, 
where if you can get an edge, you pull it 
until you get caught. This was the only 
time that I ever attempted to do this in 
my whole racing career, but what we did 
was... Dick O'Brien had sent my mechan- 
ic some experimental aluminum barrels 
years earlier, and he had 'em on the shelf. 
They were about four pounds lighter, but 
more importantly, they would really 
reduce the top-end weight, and that 
would make a real difference when it 
came to slashing the thing around, even 
though it didn't give it any more horse- 
power. 

“So we put the things on there and 
painted 'em black," Brelsford says. 
"Nobody even knew they existed except 
the guy at the factory who built 'em, 
Dick O'Brien and my mechanic. But the 
barrels had to be cut down a bit to make

them fit right, so we took them to a loca 
machinist, who we later found out kne 
Jim Rice. So Jim knew I had 'em, and wé 
got there and qualified good. The 
O'Brien came over and said, ‘I don’ 
know if this is a rumor, Mark, bu 
Danny Maseas, the guy heading the Tri 
umph team, says that you've got illega 
barrels on that thing. Is that true?' ] = 
‘Well, yeah, Dick. I do.’ He said, 
that’s the case, then you'd better d 
out or else they're going to protest you 
and if you're illegal, then you'll lose 
your license for a year.’ 

“I was broke, and I really thought 
could win, so I told Dick that I couldn't 
pull out. Finally he came over, and he 
agreed to pay me second- or third-place 
money to pull out. When he made that 
offer, I said, 'Okay, I won't ride.' But th 
biggest thing was that I lost.a lot of points. 
Then Harley-Davidson announced that 
they weren't even going to go to the Day 
tona 200 as a team in 1972. That was 
another missed opportunity, and that put 
me in the hole big- time." 

Whatever the deficit, Brelsford was 
semi-correct in his assessment of th 
season. He scored three wins in 1972: He 
and Goliath claimed the TT, again; he 
won on the cushioned half mile at 
Louisville, Kentucky; and he won the 
half mile in Salem, Oregon. When all 
was said and done, Brelsford clinched 
the title two races before the end of the 
season. 

“Salem was actually advertised as: à 
mile, but somehow it comes out now-.as 
a half mile," Brelsford says. ^I think 
what happened was that it measured out 
at seven-eighths of a mile on the inside 
pole and a full mile on the outside. I was 
looking for the grand slam, but as it 
ire out, I wouldn't have gotten it 
because I didn't ever win a short track. 
But I always thought I got at least one 
mile, but I wasn't credited with it." 







Nevertheless, in a series that 
rguably had more potential feature 
inners in the game than ever before, 

brelsford’s easy-riding style earned him 
he consistent top placings elsewhere to 
arn the number-one plate at the end of 
972. He tried to win every race, but 
podium finishes were the difference. 
till, it was no pleasure cruise. 

“1 made one big miscalculation in my 
cenarios,” Brelsford says. “I forgot the 
wo rookies - Kenny Roberts and Gary 
bcott. All that work, and I didn't even 
hink that they’d be racing with me.” 

As it turned out, Brelsford topped 
he second-placed Scott in the series 
standings, 1483-1105, with Roberts fin- 
shing fourth, behind Gene Romero. 
Brelsford, however, remembers that 
here was опе guy that he respected the 
most. 

"Kenny Roberts was actually the one 
'ho was quicker (than Gary), but fortu- 
ately for me, his equipment broke, 
roke, broke and broke,” Brelsford says. 

The 1973 season loomed ahead, and 
jo did a horrific date with destiny at 
Daytona. 

"Going into the '73 season, I worked 

e scenarios again, and Kenny Roberts 
'as looking real good," Brelsford says. 
'Everything pointed to Kenny, because 
e had the good road racing stuff, and

When Daytona '73 came around, 
Brelsford knew that he was going to 
ave a spectacular bid in the 200-miler. 
nstead, he was part of one of the most 
orrific incidents in Daytona Speedway 
istory. 

“So we go to Daytona, and the sce- 
ario is grim. We all blew engines all 

eek long, and the night before the 
ace, they put another new engine in 
my bike, and 1 took it out, and it blew 
about 25 minutes before the start of the 











200. So they said, "We don't think that 
we can get you on the line, Mark, but 
you just go up there and stand on the 
line where you're supposed to be, 
because we're going to try and do it.' 
Then, two minutes before they dropped 
the green flag, my mechanic came rid- 
ing up on my bike. It ran, but some- 
thing wasn't right with it, because I'd 
go down the back stretch and it felt like 
it was seizing up in the chicane. All 1 
was trying to do was ride around and 
get points. I pulled in the pits, and they 
put two new plugs in it and said, 'If it 
runs, keep going, and if it feels the 
same, just pull in on the next lap.' I 
went out and went down the back 
stretch and pulled in between three 
guys. One went wide, and one went 
low, and there was a bike parked on the 
groove. | was committed, and I pitched 
it in and hit the bike, and when I did, it 
ripped the gas tank open and pulled the 
pipes out of the heads and ignited the 
gas. I just remember seeing the 
(downed) bike and saying ‘Oh shit!’ 
And that’s about it. The funny thing is, I 
never even got a hair singed. I didn't 
get burned at all." 

Unfortunately for Brelsford, the “fire- 
ball" and resulting tumble left him 
severely injured. By the time the cart- 
wheeling was over, both of his legs were 
broken, as well as his sternum, collar- 
bone and wrist. Even worse, his left 
hand was shattered. In light of his 
injuries, Harley-Davidson gave Brels- 
ford a leave of absence for the remain- 
der of the season in the hope that Brels- 
ford would be fully recovered in time 
for the start of 1974, but after six recon- 
structive operations, the hand was not 
responding well. 

Although it wouldn't be much longer 
before Brelsford did hang up his 
leathers for good, bench-racing lore 
tends to diverge from history at this 
point. Many believe that the Daytona 
crash marked the very end of Brelsford's 
career, when in fact it did not. He was 
back in action to start the 1974 season. 
He had exorcised the ghastly Daytona

crash from his mind, but with his dam- 
aged hand still failing to work properly, 
Brelsford simply elected to go into sur- 
vival mode for the year. 

“I rode the Houston TT and felt 
good, and I went quicker than ever at 
Daytona," Brelsford says. "Then I went 
to a non-National in Reading, Pennsyl- 
vania, and I missed the main event, but 
I'll never forget it. The track was so 
slick, and | told my mechanic, Babe 
DeMay, 'I don't think that I can get a 
Harley around this place.' Then I went 
out there and was sliding around, and 
this amateur on a Harley went flying 
around the outside of me and just blew 
by me. He was going three times as fast 
as I was, easy. I’d never heard of him 
before. His name was Jay Springsteen." 

Another severe crash at the Colum- 
bus Half Mile broke both legs and 
another collarbone again. As if the 
injuries weren't bad enough, Brelsford 
developed an embolism in the hospital 
and came within an eyelash of death. He 
spent five days on a respirator before 
regaining stability. Another comeback 
attempt was initiated by a move to Alas- 
ka, but before remounting the motorcy- 
cle, Brelsford elected to go in for another 
hand surgery. And it was during that 
time that - almost in a split second - 
Mark Brelsford the motorcycle racer 
ceased to exist. 

“1 was waking up from the surgery, 
and I had this... it was like a vision, 
almost," Brelsford says. "I thought, 
"What the hell am I doing? If I go out 
there again, there's a good chance I'm 
going to get hurt.' It was like midnight 
or 1 a.m., and I called Dick O'Brien and 
said, "Dick, I'm going to quit racing as of 
today.' I went to Alaska, and I never 
looked back and never had the desire to 
race again. I just fell in love with Alaska, 
loved the wilderness, but another rea- 
son was that it was so far away from the 
racing that it kept me from getting the 
urge to come back again. | knew that if 
I'd have gone to a good mile, I would 
have said, ‘Oh God, I’ve got to get out 
there, because I think that I could win 
this.” 

And that was that. Brelsford never 
got the chance to become a veteran, nor 
a has-been. It really wasn’t an injury 
that prevented his return. And yet, leg- 
end would have us believe that Brels- 
ford disappeared into that vast Alaskan 
wilderness, never to be seen again. The 








truth is that Brelsford made the trek 
down to the San Jose Mile practically 
every year after his retirement. It was 
simply that he chose not to remain "con- 
nected" to the sport. It would be more 
than 20 years before his love for motor- 
cycle racing was rekindled in a rather 
odd way. 

“I was dating a German girl who 
rode BMWs, and she knew that I used to 
race professionally, but she had never 
been to a race," Brelsford said. "We 
were in Alaska one summer, and she 
had picked up a book, and she said, 
‘Here, look at this. These are some of the 
names that you used to race with.’ The 
book showed pictures of guys like 
Aldana and Nixon running around Day- 
tona on BMWs. So she said, "Why don't 
you look into this and see if you can get 
involved? We'll go down there, and you 
can race, and we'll just have a nice vaca- 
tion in Florida. So I called a few people, 
and got in touch with (AHRMA’s) Jeff 
Smith, and he found a place for me (in 
the BMW Battle of the Legends)." 

Brelsford retook his rightful place 
with his old cohorts in the 1996 edition 
of the series, and he wasted no time in 
proving that he could still race a motor- 
cycle, as he drafted past his old pal 
Nixon and former AMA Superbike 
Champion Reg Pridmore to take the first 
win in the three-race series. More than 
that, Brelsford received a true hero's 
welcome. 

“It was marvelous,” Brelsford says. 
“Winning didn’t make a hoot to me. It 
was just so enjoyable to see all the gang, 
the legends and all the people connected 
to it. Looking back, I can see now that 
the four or five years when I rode was a 
real heyday. We were all big factory 
guys, and yet no one made any real 
money. And we were all so close; if one 
guy's van broke, then you just put your 
bike in your competitor’s van, and off 
you'd go.” 

He returned to Daytona in 1997, and 
he has pretty much been back in the 
loop ever since. These days, you can 
count on seeing Brelsford at places 
where legends such as he are honored - 
places like the Del Mar Mile or at 
Springfield, where he attended the inau- 
gural Hall of Fame Dirt Track Race and 
took his rightful place among the first 
Hall of Fame inductees. Instead of being 
a ghost, he's around more than ever, 
and he's paying a lot of attention to the 
whole racing scene. 

"I'd love to be connected to the 
industry, but I love Alaska so much, and 
there's not much in the way of the 
industry up here," Brelsford says. "I just 
love dirt riding up here on my TT600 
Yamaha, and I still have the actual 


Harley that I won the championship on, 


and I plan to restore that." 

It may not be in the competitive 
arena, but in the eyes of his fans, friends 
and those who remember, Mark Brels- 
ford finally made his comeback. CN

his was supposed to have been 

the year that the Pro Grip-spon- 

sored United States Trophy Team 
was going to win its first International 
Six Days Enduro. Or, at the very least, 
finish on the podium. After all, there 
were many elements favoring the U.S. 
team at this year's recently concluded 
Australian Six Days. To name a few: The 
Australian terrain would be relatively 
similar to that found in America; the 
team, for the most part, would be riding 
together for the third year in a row; and 
all of the European teams would be 
working out of containers, just like the 
American riders have always done - 
everyone was pretty much on equal 
ground. 

But, as we all know, things don't 
always go as planned. When the closing 
ceremonies were being played out, the 
U.S. team was not included in the hand- 
ing out of trophies. A ninth-place finish 
nasa wav of doing that. 

By the fifth day oF competition, it was 
obvious that the Trophy teams goals 
weren't going to be met - not even close 
- and morale was sinking fast. Still, the 
proud American team forged on and 
finished out the event as best they 
could, but many onlookers were won- 
dering if this would be America's last 
serious attempt to win the Six Days. 
After all, America broke out its best 
china and still failed to impress the 
world. 

One of the people concerned about 
the American team's future was Dave 
Bertram, the team's manager. Bertram, a 
former ISDE Trophy rider, has for many 
years been instrumental in mastermind- 
ing America's ISDE support effort. He 
created the Ride To Win organization, 
he's a member of the ISDE board of 
directors, and he's the CEO of the 
Northern California-based motorcycle 
accessory chain Cycle Gear, which also 
sponsors some of our top ISDE riders. 
So concerned was Bertram about the 
team's future that he called an emer- 





gency meeting with this year's Pro Grip 
U.S. Trophy Team riders and the AMA 
immediately following this year's Six 
Days. At 10 o'clock Sunday night fol- 
lowing the last day of competition, in 
his hotel room, he flat out asked, "Are 
we done?" 

We recently chatted with Bertram 
and discussed such things as what was 
said in that meeting, what went wrong - 
and right - in Australia, and what our 
future plans are when it comes to the 
United States' involvement in the Six 
geom 


(Os of all, what went wrong in 
\/ Australia? 

A "Well, that all started on day one, 
£-\with mechanical problems (happen- 
ing) to Rodney Smith. That compro- 
mised his test scores the first day; still, 
after the first day, we were in a great 
position. I was really excited about our 
test scores. We were really, really close, 
even though almost every rider fell in 
every test. Scott Summers had some 
really good times. I was really 
impressed with Scott's ride the first day. 

Rodney got his bike fixed and we 
were all stoked for day two. We were 
ready to. come out with our guns blaz- 
ing. Then we haa mere mechanical 
problems, with Destry’s (Abbott's) Dikê 
quitting. Then it seemed on day two, for 
whatever reason, we just weren't up to 
speed in the tests. We were still in 
decent shape, but it really took the wind 
out of our sails with Destry going out. 
We were looking for big things out of 
him. 

After day two, we just sort of lost a 
little bit of enthusiasm. Day three, I 
think we did well on the muddy grass 
track. We had spotters out there; our 
guys had good lines and got through 
with no problems, no crashes; and when 
they threw that out, it was a real let- 
down. If it’s really, really nasty, when 
it’s almost survival, which that test was 
- the ruts got so deep in places, you 
couldn’t get through them. That’s why 
they ended up throwing it out - the last 
part of the Club riders were stuck for 20 
minutes.

Then, on day four, 
they ran a modified 
course. Basically, they 
ran them on a road 
out to a muddy grass 
track, ran them back 
to parc ferme, where 
they sat around for 
two hours, then went 
back out to the test 
again. This demoti- 
vated our guys, 
because we're strong 
in the terrain tests. In 
dry grass tracks, we 
do very well, but in 
muddy grass tracks... 
How often do our 
guys have time to 
practice on muddy 
grass tracks? The 
Swedes, the Finns, a 
lot of the Aussies - 
those guys just rail 
the muddy grass 
tracks. Muddy grass 
tracks has to be our worst scenario for 
the U.S. team. 

We were about 200 seconds away 
from a podium going into day five. 
That's basically insurmountable unless 
you have tragedy (strike) the other 
teams... They did have some tragedy, 
but it only struck their sixth guys. Swe- 
den sent one guy to the hospital, the 
Finns had a mechanical failure, and I 
think an Italian Trophy rider went out, 
too 


Og paper, everyone sees that the 
U.S. team finished a disappoint- 
ing ninth, but you seem to see the posi- 
tive side of things. 
A Other than the bad finish, I think 
the positive thing is that this was 
one of our best Six Days - in my opinion 
- for the future, because it was a real 
wake-up call. 

I called a meeting to order with the 
Trophy team, Hugh (Fleming, of the 
AMA), Gunny (Rick Claypoole, the 
overall U.S. team manager), and a few 
key support people, in my room at 10 
o'clock after day six. We were there till 
12:30 in the morning. And the tone of 
the meeting was, "Okay, guys, what did 
we learn from this Six Days? What do 
we need to do better?" But, most impor- 
tantly, are the Trophy guys committed 
(тог next year)? 

I’m a competitor, too. 1 don't want to 
stay involved with an effort tnat's ho- 
hum, "Let's go on vacation to Australia, 
or Portugal (the site of next year's ISDE)." 
To me, that's not what it's all about. I’m 
as serious about winning as every one of 
those riders out there. Our riders, they're 
all champions; they're all used to win- 
ning. I know Scott Summers was very 
disappointed with his performance. Ty 
(Davis) was very disappointed with his, 
so the tone of the meeting was, What are 
we going to do next year to get better? Or, 
Are we going to throw in the towel and 
just send a B team back over and just 
have a big vacation? All the riders unani- 
mously said, "I'm in for next year." 

Then we came up with a few things 
on how we're going to improve our per- 
formance.

“One topic is, we want to improve

catis That's primarily what we need t 
improve on; we've got to have gras 
tracks. You can't send a rider over there 
(to the Six Days) when he hasn't ridde 
a grass track in over a year and expect t 
compete with the Finns and the Italians 
who ride eight or nine World Champi 
onship rounds all on grass-track format 
The National Series for them is still for 
matted like Six Days with grass tracks 
and you just can't compete against those 
guys when we don't ride ‘em. So we're 
going to start out by informing thé 
(American) clubs of ways they can help 
and I know they will get behind us. We 
need more grass tracks, and we need t 
ride 'em, ride 'em, and ride 'em. 

We're also going to have an AMA 
appointed representative that can work 
with the club as a consultant via phone 
prior to the event to help them. The 
can describe a field; we'll give the 
written instructions - like the test need 
to be this wide, this long. We don't nee 
10-mile-long terrain tests when the FIM 
rules states 2 to 3.5 kilometers maxi 
mum. The whole thing about the Six 
Days is that it's short and it's fast (ter- 
rain tests). A 10-mile terrain test does 
our guys absolutely no good for trainin 
for the Six Days, because you ride 10 
miles at a much different pace than you 
ride 1.2 miles. So we're going to have an 
AMA-appointed rep that can help the 
club initially, then show up prior to the 
event and maybe view the special tests 
and maybe help the club modify certain 
areas that need to be tuned up. And he 
can actually be on site during the event 
to just make sure it lives up to what we 
need to improve our Six Days results - 
not just for our Trophy riders but for all 
the riders. 

If a Club rider shows up for his first 
Six Days and the whole thing is about 
grass tracks, and he hasn't ridden a grass 
track in his life, he's going to get demoti- 
vated, and he may not go next year. 

Another big thing that we can do to 
improve our results is training camps. 
The Italians, for example, have three 
training camps, three days long. They 
have one at the beginning of the season, 
one in the middle, and one a couple of 
weeks before Six Days. So here we are, 
up against a team that not only rides 
probably 25 days a year of grass-track- 
type events but supplements that with 
another nine days of intense training on 
grass tracks, with ISDE specialists. 

That's part of our agenda - to have 
Six Days specialists on hand to sort of 
help us with line selection. Our guys 
already know how to ride a motorcycle. 
Without a doubt, our riders are the 
fastest riders in the world; we just need 
to know how to ride this type of special 
test. It's not like, "Here, brake later," or 
“Brake sooner,” or “Use the front brake 
harder, elbows ur.” There's none of that 
that needs to be instructed. FS basically 
just “Show me where to go, show me 
how you guys fine-tune it,” because 
we're only a’ few seconds off. It's just 
that a few seconds accumulated over 18 
special tests adds up. 


f «Who do you have in mind that 
'.../ could help train our riders? 

. We've got Paul Edmondson here, 
4 who I'm sure would be very happy 
to assist us. He's a World Champion, 
and I don't know how many times he's 
finished in the top five overall at Six 
Days. Sven-Erik Jonsson is retired; I 
think he would like to come over and 
probably help us if we asked him. I 
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don't know about Stephane Peterhansel, 
but Pro Grip is a sponsor of Peterhansel, 
and they're working on getting him 
over here for a couple of races; maybe 
we can tie something in with Stephane.

camps? 

. What we want to do is select and 
і invite probably 10 or so riders and 
not name the Trophy teams specifically 
until after the Loretta Lynn's finale. But 
the Trophy team will be selected from 
these 10 or so guys. We'll have these 10 
guys competing for six spots. We want 
to invite people like Fred Andrews, peo- 
ple who feel like, "I'd like to do it, but no 
one really made the effort to come after 
me." So this year, he'll be invited. We'll 
see who else might be interested and 
what other new riders we can attract. 
Maybe I'll call Guy Cooper. I think we 
need some of these really fast MXers to 
raise the level of competition. These 
moto guys can really help us, because 
they've been professional riders. 

Look at Rodney (Smith). The first Six 
Days he rode in Australia (in 1992) on 
the Cycle Gear Suzuki, he almost won 
overall. His first Six Days ever and he 
was just outstanding. That was because 
he was hot off the MX circuit. Back in 
Europe, look at Joel Smets. I’ve been 
told he rides a few enduros in Europe, 
but he's basically a motocrosser. He 
comes over to the Six Days (this year), 
says it’s the toughest thing he's ever 
done, but because he rides GPs - where 
they have to qualify for their start posi- 
tions - he's used to going one lap really, 
really fast. Rodney was the same way. It 
was easy for him; it was natural. But 
first and foremost, Rodney loves to ride 
motorcycles. 

I'd like to talk to Tallon Vohland; he 
would be a good candidate for us. I 
want to get a group of 10 or so of these 
people, not all MXers, of course, but we 
could train, practice, take lap times, do 
line-selection drills. I think training 
camps will bring us up close enough to 
where our talent will get us there. 


( \ ^X There has been а lot of talk about 

M ‘changing our current National 
Enduro format into FIM-formatted 
events. Do you think this is the way to 
go? 

^ I think it is if to win Six Days is our 

™\ goal. I think we have to transform 
the National Enduro Series into qualifier 
format, and I think there is a whole host 
of benefits to doing so. 

Any rider can show up and ride it. 
You don't need timekeeping equipment, 
and if you make gas stops 20 to 30 miles, 
you don't need a big tank. We'll make it 
that you don't need the lights, horns 
and mirrors. Everyone already knows 
you need all that for Six Days. An MXer 
can just show up, get on a row with 





their buddies, and you can trail-ride, 
you can jump off stuff, you can roost 
your friends - as long as you keep a 
decent pace going and get to the check 
by your schedule - then you sit at the 
check, get a drink, eat a Powerbar and 
have fun. 

I would always look forward to the 
qualifiers. I would always hook up with 
one or another rider, and it's basically a 
real fun trail ride, and then, when you get 
to the special test, it's time for business. 
You ride the special test, you wait for 
your buddy on the other side of the test, 
he comes out, and you ride the next sec- 
tion of trail. Qualifier format is very easy 
to learn and will attract more riders than 
traditional enduros. It'll attract the cross 
country rider, the casual trail rider who 
doesn't know anything about timekeep- 
ing, and you will attract the moto guy. 


; But what about the clubs? Isn't it 

harder for them to put on a quali- 
fier-type enduro? 

I think it’s easier for the clubs to put 

on. The mileage doesn't have to be 
exact. Yeah, you have to drive some 
stakes into the ground and run some 
ribbon in a field, but you can use the 
same grass track and ride it six or eight 
times, which would be.good practice for 
our riders. You can have one terrain test. 
You don't have to have a big two-day 
race where you have 200 miles of trails 
each day. The clubs don't have to go to 
that much effort to put on a good-quali- 
ty qualifier. 


» But what about the timing equip- 

'ment needed to run FIM-format- 
tat enduros? 

. There are people who will come out 

% апа time it for a fee. The AMA has 
the connections on who that will be. I 
think the Tulsa people will still do tim- 
ing. I'm not sure of the cost, but I know 
it's reasonable. They'll come and time it 
so the club doesn't have to do anything. 
I think promoting an event like this is 
easier. 


" yo why haven’t the manufacturers 
‘in the United States been more 
appare of our Six Days effort? 

I fail to see why they're not more 
excited about six Days. The com- 
mon response I get from the factories is, 
“It’s not in America, and we sponsor 
American racing." Yeah, it might not be 
in America, but it is followed in the 
American press, and it's followed bigger 
and better than any other single event 
there is. How many books are made 
from the event? A lot. There's that guy 
over there selling books, and you can 
thumb through it and see Rodney Smith 
and Ty Davis everywhere - color photos 
in a book distributed worldwide. Publi- 
cations, magazines worldwide cover the 
event. 

In America, the Grand’ National Cross 
Country is the biggest off-road series. It's

a great series. All of the manufacturers 
are going head to head at it. If you com- 
pare the cost to go to Six Days to what 1 
know what the factories are spending on 
going to GNCC - and I'm not saying 
"Don't go to СМСС”; you have to, that's 
your number-one series - but now 
they're doing 13 races in the GNCC. All 
the other series seems to be notched 
down quite a bit, and many of the facto- 
ries aren't even competing in them. To 
add one more race like the Six Days - I 
just think the promotional value is 
tremendous. In Italy last year, it was esti- 
mated that 1 million spectators attended 
throughout the course of the week. 

Guys like Rodney, Ty, Scott Sum- 
mers and Randy Hawkins know the 
promotional value of Six Days. Say 
Moose, for example: Moose realizes that 
when Rodney and Ty are there, there're 
going to be probably hundreds of pho- 
tos worldwide taken of them from that 
one event. Even though Rodney isn't 
making a lot of money to go there - if 
any - he knows that promotionally it's 
worth value to his sponsors that sign his 
paycheck. 

Plus, with the AMA and the Ride To 
Win support mechanism in place, it's 
very cost effective to send a rider over. It 
wouldn't cost the manufacturers a lot of 
money. For the cost of a couple of 
National races, you could do a real good 
job sending a top rider over there. 


“What would you have done per- 
s sonally had our Trophy riders 
said at the meeting that they were 
through? 
. If the riders said, “Hey, I'm not sure 
(AI want to go next year," and the 
AMA said, "Yeah, I don't think we need 





to improve the qualifiers,” and that had 
been the tone of the meeting, I would've 
been through. Cycle Gear would contin- 
ue to house the containers - I would con- 
tinue to load it, because I made that com- 
mitment - but I'd just shut the doors and 
send it on its way. You wouldn't see me 
at the Six Days. But, hey, they would do 
just fine without me. I mean, the AMA, 
Gunny, they'd do a great job, but if the 
tone of the whole Six Days is like, "Hey, 
let's go on vacation and ride this race," 
I'm not interested in being involved. It's 
either an A effort or nothing. 

If you look at our riders, they're all 
champions, gold medallists, local cham- 
pions, factory riders, professionals; 
they're not going to want to go over 
there and put in a half-ass effort. I think 
we have the ability to win; we just have 
to stay focused and strive for better 
results. 


“So, why do you do this? Why do 
/ you put so much of your own time 
29 effort into the U.S. Six Days effort 
year after year? It can't be easy. 
Primarily to give back to the sport. 
„бо many years that I've ridden Six 
Days and nationally, I just felt like a lot 
of people did a lot of things for me, and 
so many riders just sort of quit and drop 
off the map. When they're done taking, 
they go off and do something else. I just 
want to continue to be involved in rac- 
ing and help build the sport. I’m in the 
business, but that's not why I do it. I 


really feel that off-road racing is a great 
sport, and the Six Days is the pinnacle of 
it: It's the ultimate off-road race, the 
Olympics of motorcycling, and to me 
it's the biggest single event there is, and 
we need help there. ` CN

he name of the game in off- 
road racing has always been 
speed, endurance and the abili- 
ty to read the terrain, but if a 
KTM-backed duo from Las Vegas, 
Nevada, has its way, that is about to 
change. 

If things go according to plan, there 
will be a new name of the game in 
desert racing in the not-so-distant future 
- and that name will be Pearson. 

The bid to change the face of desert 
racing has been launched by Nick Pear- 
son and Russ Pearson, a pair of red- 
headed brothers whose aggressive rid- 
ing styles and top-10 finishes have been 
making the Pearson name better and 
better known over the past few years. 

The brothers started making a name 
for themselves in local desert races 
around the Las Vegas area, then moved 
on to make their presence felt all over 
the western United States in the AMA's 





National Hare & Hound Championship 
Series. 

But it wasn't until last October that 
the Pearson name was catapulted into 
the limelight. In a gutsy display of skill, 
speed and determination, the tenacious 
brothers fought off 100 motorcycle 
teams - including crack factory entries 
from Kawasaki, Yamaha and Honda - 
and ended up on top of the finisher list 


_at the prestigious 527-mile Vegas-to- 


Renoteam race. 

It was a victory of epic proportions 
for Nick, who will turn 21 later this 
month, and 19-year-old Russ, and the 
Pearsons say with hope in their voices 
that this is only the beginning. - 

“Vegas-to-Reno was my first big win. 
I've taken a couple of seconds in Nation- 
al Hare & Hounds but never won one,” 
younger brother Russ explained. "Going 
into Vegas-to-Reno, we didn't know 
how we were going to do, because we 
were on a big bike and I had raced a 250 
all year. At the finish line, it was like, 
‘Oh, my God!’ It felt really good. It was 


quite the experience, and I hope we can 
do it again really soon." 

"We want to be known as people 
who can win in the desert," said older 
brother Nick. “I feel like I can ride with 
the top riders - with Ty Davis and 
Destry Abbott and those guys - but I 
don't think I’m above them, for sure. I 
think there's five or six of us who can go 
out to the races every weekend and any 
one of us can win. Right now it's a dog- 
fight, but a couple of years down the 
road, I think I might get to where I can 
win consistently. That's what we're both 
working towards." 

And the Pearsons have been working 
toward that goal for most of their lives. 

"We pretty much started riding from 
day one; I was 6 and Russ was 4,” says 
Nick. "My first motorcycle was an ATC 
70 three-wheeler. I rode it for about six 
months, then got onto a KX60." 

The driving force behind the broth- 
ers' early efforts - and a lot of today's 
racing - is their father, Lee Pearson. 

“My dad raced desert, and so that is

what we ended up doing, too. We never 
really got into the motocross scene at 
all," Nick says. "My dad rode KTMs, 
and the local KTM shop - Sportsman 
Cycle in Las Vegas - pretty much raised 
us. My dad would take us there lots of 
nights when he was working on his 
bikes, and we learned a lot about bikes 
that way." 

Nick was astride a KTM 80 when he 
started his racing career, and the broth- 
ers took a KTM 250 to the starting line 
the first time they raced as a team. 

“Our first ride together was at the 
Best In The Desert's Tonopah 300. We 
were 13 and 15, and it wasn't a very 
good start," Nick says with a laugh. 
"The bike quit before we got to the start- 
ing line, so things didn't work out very 
well - but the next year, when we were 
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14 ud 16. we e got pn 250 Expert and 
seventh overall in that race. We were 
pretty excited after that finish. It was 
really our first team race, and it was real- 
ly cool. I didn't really feel like I had hit 
the big time. I wasn't on top of the world 
or racing with Ty Davis or anything, but 
it was definitely fun to be doing well." 

It wasn't long before Nick was doing 
well enough to catch the eye of the KTM 
factory. The older Pearson began pilot- 
ing a factory-backed mount when he 
was just 17, and it wasn't long before 
Russ followed suit. 

"Right about the time I got the ride 
with KTM, I really started improving," 
Nick says. "I won a round of the Nation- 
al Hare & Hound series - the Team No 
onivelers race in Sparks, Nevada - and 1 
just kept working on my riding." 

And there was plenty of opportunity 
for riding back in those days. 

"We were raised in Las Vegas, but 
when we were in high school, we 
moved to my dad's ranch. in Camp Val- 
ley. The nearest town to that is Pioche, 
which is about 40 miles away. Pioche is 
180 miles north of Vegas and has less 
than 1000 people in it," Nick says. "We 
lived up there for four or five years and 
raised beef cattle. For the first couple of 
years, we didn't even have a telephone. 
We got a cellular phone after that. I 
guess it works about half the time." 

When school was over, the racers 
moved back to Las Vegas and into jobs 
that would accommodate their racing 
schedule. 

"We work part time for American 
Asphalt, doing paving and grading," 
Nick says. "We drive heavy equipment - 
I drive a scraper, and Russ drives a 
scraper or paddlewheeler. The guy we 
work for rides dirt bikes and he is really 
cool. He lets us work whenever we 
want, so we can take a lot of days off." 

And days off are what it takes if you 
want to be a big name in desert racing. 

The Pearsons try to ride three times 
during the workweek and every week- 
end. 

"We live right by the airport, so riding 
is only about 10 minutes away," Nick 
says. "We have a lot of different places 
that we like to go to. We have a rock sec- 
tion; we have a place with hill climbs. 
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There’s another place that’s really torn 
up and has whoops; another section with 
washes. A bit of everything, really.” 

Both racers spend time analyzing 
their weak points and work hard to 
improve so they'll have the competitive 
edge they need next time they race. 
They also spend time improving their 
bikes. 

“We put the bikes together, but Pro 
Circuit does the motors and suspension 
and, just recently, KTM hired Dave 
Chase to build our Best In The Desert 
bikes,” Nick says. “That’s been really 
nice, because we've been able to concen- 
trate on riding, but we still prepare our 
own bikes for the Nationals and every- 
thing else." 

The early days spent helping their 
father work on his KTMs has paid divi- 
dends, in the form of excellent mechani- 

cal skills, and the Pearsons report that 
they have nevér had any serious 
mechanical problems.

" After our first shot at racing, when 
we didn't get off the starting line, we've 
really had no bike problems. We've had 
a few physical ones, though," Nick says. 

“1 separated my shoulder out riding, 
back in January or February, and I broke 
my foot on my first race back. The race 
was a National in Utah, and I broke the 
same foot at that same race two years 
before. Soon after that, I got higher foot- 
pegs to try to fix that problem.” 

Higher footpegs aren't the only 
strategic advantage enjoyed by the Pear- 
son brothers. Just an inch apart in height 
and with less than 10 pounds' difference 
in their respective weights, the brothers 
make an exceptionally well-matched 
pair when it comes to racing as a team. 

"Our bikes are almost identical. The 
levers are exactly the same; the bars are 
the same; the suspension is about the 
same; and, if one of us tries something 
new, we both generally try it so our 
bikes stay the same," Russ says. "When

I watch the other guys race as a team, 
they always have to compensate for the 
other rider. They are always saying, 
'Man, it's soft, or 'Man, the levers are 
high.' You can race so much easier the 
way we are." 

When it comes to solo competition, 
however, it's about to become "every 
man for himself." 

^We don't usually race against each 
other, because I’m on a 250 and Nick is 
on an Open bike. If I see him behind me 
and I'm not riding great, I pull over for 
him, but I'm getting a 300 to play 
around on and I'll be moving up into 
the Open class probably in the year 
2000,” Russ says. "He'll just be another 
one of the guys then, and we'll battle 
hard. The only difference is that we 
probably won't take each other out, like 
sometimes happens when the racing 
gets close." 

The Pearsons are hoping that all their 
strategies, training and hard work will 
result in two professional desert-racing 
careers. And they're hoping to see that 
result as soon as possible. 

^Me and Russ want to become the 
best in off-road in a couple of years," 
Nick says. "We really want to be profes- 
sional racers; that's our goal and hope. 
It's not going to happen tomorrow, but 
in a couple of years, we want to do this 
for a living. We know there's a lot more 
money in supercross and other types of 
racing, but we grew up racing in the 
desert - it's kind of what we do. Ty 
Davis has proved that you can do it in 
the desert, and so did Dan Smith and 
Danny Hamel before that. There's a liv- 
ing to be made there, and we want to be 
next." | 

And even if the dream doesn't соте 
true, and Nick and Russ don't manage 
to put the Pearson name at the forefront 
of desert racing, be warned - there are 
plenty of others who might. 

"There are eight of us," Nick says. 
^We have an older brother, Nate, who's 
22, and there are five little kids still at 
home." 

"Dad is trying to get the little ones a 
bike for Christmas this.year," Russ 
warns. "They might all be riding 
soon." 
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Russ Pearson, 19, went to Australia last month to compete in 
the ISDE. He proved his versatility by taking home a gold 
medal and having the second-best American Club score.

ited, traveled to the usually chilly upper 
Midwest, only to find a heat wave out- 
side. Inside was just as hot, as four dif- 
ferent riders won a main event over the- 
course of the weekend during two 
nights of intense racing. 

Primal Impulse Suzuki/Bill’s 
Pipes /Silkolene-backed Buddy Antunez 
made his appearance in Rockford the 
most worthwhile, as it was his best | 
event to date in the young series. | 
Antunez amazingly scored his first win | 
of the year, after tipping over and hav- | 
ing to restart his bike at one point dur- 
ing Saturday's 250cc final. A pair of 
thirds on Friday, coupled with a fourth 
and the big win on Saturday, has 
Antunez securely in the runner-up spot 
in the tight points race to become the 
PACE 1999 PJ1 Arenacross Series 
National Champion. 

"My team manager, Billy Whitley, 
has been telling me to focus on podium 
finishes; the points will come with 
them," Antunez explained. "I'm glad I 
won one for all our sponsors and team 
staff that are behind me. They needed it 
also." 

Antunez' teammate Chad Pederson 
also had a decent weekend aboard his 
Suzukis at Rockford. Pederson scored 
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three second-place finishes in a row, 
then finished sixth in Saturday's 250cc 
feature. 

For Carrollton Kawasaki.com's Cliff 
Palmer, the event marked another semi- 
consistent weekend. The Oklahoma 
native won Friday's 250cc final and fin- 
ished second in Saturday's 250cc main. 
A fifth and a sixth in the two 125cc finals 
has Palmer at the top spot on the point 
roster for the third week in a row. 

"My 250 is working great, and I'm in 
good shape right now. If I get out to a 
good start on the 250, there is no good 
reason why I can't win," Palmer said of 
his riding. "We are still working on the 
125 and don't have it totally worked 
out, but we'll get it." 

The other two winners on the week- 
end were the Team Thor/Honda/Tuf 
Racing teammates, Denny Stephenson 
and Jeff Willoh. Stephenson took a com- 
manding win in Friday's 125cc final, 
while Willoh came back to do the same 
on Saturday night after missing Friday's 
event. 

The riders will now take a three- 
week break before heading to Fort 
Worth, Texas, on New Year's Day. 
Going into Texas, Palmer has a nine- 
point lead over Antunez, 299-290. Ped- 
erson sits in third with 282, while Willoh 
and Stephenson round out the top five 
with 257 and 252, respectively.

Dunlop-backed Todd DeHoop came 
back to set the fastest qualifying times in 
both of his 125cc and 250cc heat races, 
and he was looking strong.

Tom Hofmaster dazzled the crowd and 
won the fan-favorite jump-off contest. 
The track was damp throughout the 
night, and it rutted up quickly. 

Montgomeryville Cycle / Acerbis / 
RRP's Ty Wallace nailed the start of the 
125cc main, with Pederson, Thor/ 
Honda's Jeromy Buehl and Denny 
Stephenson following in his roost. 
Stephenson quickly moved into second 
on the first lap, behind Wallace, as 
Buehl dropped two spots. 

Stephenson motored by Wallace on 
lap four for the lead as series points 
leader Palmer was working his way 
through the pack after a mediocre start.

PAHRUMP, NV, DEC. 5 
PAPA 57 hen Honda desert star John- 
ny Campbell crossed the fin- 
ish line first, he wasn’t ready 
to celebrate. The only thing that con- 
cerned him was time - in particular, how 
much of it he had over the Montclair 
Yamaha team of Donnie Book and Ty 
Davis. After leading most of the day, 
Campbell needed a cushion of 3 1/2 
minutes over the boys in blue if he 
hoped to retain the $10,000 cash ear- 
marked for the overall motorcycle win- 
ner in the Terrible’s Town 250, the final 
round of the 1998 Best in the Desert Sil- 
ver State Series. In fact, this race lived 
up to its claim of being the richest off- 
road race in Nevada - and probably in 
the country - with the Herbst family 
(owners of Terrible’s Town Casino, the 
race headquarters) and BITD fronting 
the majority of the $68,000 combined 
payout for the bikes, ATVs, trucks and 
buggies. 
“At the halfway mark, when Ty got 


“off it, I probably had close to a 45-second 


to a minute lead on time,” XR628R- 
mounted Campbell said. "I think Donnie 
got on, and he was on a mission. Pit to 
pit, he was making a little time on me. | 
tried to click up a notch, and he did, too. 


т 


“I came into the motorcycle-only 
(final) section," Campbell continued, 
"and I knew that if there was anywhere 
that Donnie was going to make time, I 
thought they'd make time there. I 
haven't been riding in that type of ter- 
rain this year too much, where it was 
real twisty and tight, hare-and-hound- 
like. And sure enough, when we got to 
the next road crossing, we were about 
tied on adjusted time; he was maybe up 
about 20 seconds or so. I just hammered 
down the best I could all the way to the 
finish. 

"When I got to the finish," Campbell 
concluded, "I didn't know what to 
think, because I had no idea where they 
were in relation to elapsed time. They 
ended up coming in, like, two minutes 
and 52 seconds behind me or some- 
thing like that; I came up short by 42 
seconds. I saw the dollar signs just go 
out of my sight. It was the agony of 
defeat. But I had fun, and I gave it my 
all, and got some respect from those 
guys." 

Indeed he did. Officially, Book and 
Davis took 4:48:11 to finish the loop 
course, while Campbell needed 4:48:53. 
Third went to Vegas-to-Reno winners 
Nick and Russell Pearson on their KTM 
640 in 5:01:25, making it a four-stroke 
sweep. 








"Physically, we came in second," 
Book related after the finish. "We'd 
need another 200 miles (to catch Camp- 
bell physically). Johnny rode really 
good, though; he was the man - he 
soloed. My hat's off to him. 

“1 think when I got on,” Book added, 
“we were like five minutes down, and I 
just slowly started picking away at him 
section after section. Then we hit that 
bike-only section; I knew I could make 
up some serious time on him in there. 
Our bike works well in there, plain and 
simple. That's what I ride - hare-and- 
hound-type stuff - so I just put the ham- 
mer down and got us inside the bubble 
to where we were actually winning." 

His partner Davis, who started in 
sub-freezing temperatures, said, "I just 
ran out of gas that one spot. Other than 
that, it was flawless. Donnie rode really 
good. It was all on his shoulders. He lost 
_a little bit of time at pit five; we were 
behind. If he came in the same or better, 
he'd stay on the bike. If he lost more, 
then I was gonna jump back on. But he 
did good. He maintained, and it was 
flawless. He didn't wad himself up; he 
stayed on two wheels, so I'm real proud 
of him." 

At the finish, Book and Davis didn't 
even mention the $10,000 in $20 bills 
they'd earned. The win earned them

another series title, prompting Davis to 
exclaim, "What a way to end the year! 
Between Donnie and me, we've got 
three championships. He won the 250cc- 
class championship in the (AMA 
National) hare and hounds, I won the 
overall championship in the hare and 
hounds, and we both won this. It's real- 
ly neat, especially with it being Yama- 
ha's first year back in desert racing." 
With a laugh, he added, "I guess we 
jumped on the wave at the right time.” | 
But they weren't the only ones in 
good spirits - or who'd had good dices. 
Bryan Folks and David Pearson 
worked their way through the pack to 
take the 250cc Pro win at fourth overall 
in 5:07:25 on their Vosburg Racing KTM. 
And despite being penalized two min- 
utes for failing to stop at a road cross- 
ing, the KTM-backed Rick Bozarth/ 
Daryl Folks team edged Darrol and 
Kevin Brown for the Over 30 Pro win, 
5:12:12 to 5:14:09. | 
"We started second, but I did that on 
purpose," Daryl Folks revealed. "I want- 
ed to start behind the Brown brothers. 
We were one point apart, as far as series 
points were concerned, and it seems like 
every time I start behind them, if we can 
get ahead of them, it's always worked 
out in our favor. We started right 
behind them, and they actually rode 






very good in the first section. Then Rick 
caught ‘em and passed ‘em, went right 
on by them, so that's when the strategy 
kicked in. We got ahead of 'em then. We 
just kind of held them at bay all day. 
Those guys rode excellent. They hung 
tough; they always do." 

Actually, the Over 30 Pro class 
could’ve been a class reunion of fast 
guys from the past, with not only the 
Browns and the Bozarth/Folks team but 
also Ted Hunnicutt and Garth Sweet- 
land, and Mike Healey and Larry Roe- 
seler. Of these teams, the Healey / Roe- 
seler duo - mounted on a 2-year-old 
Stroker Kawasaki KLX650R - went 
fastest, for a while. 

“If you look at the time sheet from pit 
to pit, or however they were doing it,” 
Healey explained, ^we were either one of 
the two fastest bikes going through, or 
third. Every time, we were right there 
until we had bike problems. So we 
could've probably started off on the Open 
Pro line and been really competitive." 

A broken oil sight glass in the case - 
the result of clipping a rock - led to oil 
on the brakes and a Healey crash, when 
he discovered too late that the brakes 
didn't work. 

“It only took us 10 or 15 minutes to 
Bondo it, let it sit and everything," 
Healey said. 

They got going again, passed a few 
people and ended up third in class and 
15th overall. 

Aside from the kind words for his 


partner, Roeseler spoke for a number of 
people in stating his opinion of the 
course. 

^| really enjoyed the course today,” 
he claimed. ^To me, it had a bigger vari- 
ation in terrain. It had some fast stuff, 
but he (Casey Folks) kept it technical. 
He had some cross-grain sections; it had 
a nice variety of terrain. I really enjoyed 
it.

amaha of Troy's Casey Lytle won 
three out of four main events at the 
Reno Livestock Events Center. The 
Pvent was the final round of the Power- 
ross Challenge Series. The Reno facility 
s the largest in the series, with an 85- 
foot triple jump, doubles, and a very 
echnical whoop section. The usual 
eats, semis and last-chance qualifiers 
set the stage for exciting main events. 

When the gate dropped for Friday's 
25cc main event, Lytle grabbed the 
oleshot. Rusty Holland and Heath 
'oss ran second and third. Ryan Terlec- 
i and Brad Hagseth ran in fourth and 
ifth, while Travis Preston battled for a 
op-five spot. Tyler Evans suffered a bad 
start and was back in eighth. 

The battle up front was intense as 
Holland kept a smooth pace after the 
leader, but Lytle held his YZ to the 
inside lines, not giving an inch. Unable 
o get around him, Holland had to hope 
for a mistake by Lytle. Voss ran third, 
lose enough to capitalize on a Lytle 
bobble. Fourth-placed Terlecki suffered 
a crash, leaving him near the back of the 
pack. Preston inherited fourth when 
erlecki fell. 

The battle for the lead was fierce, as 

Lytle held off several attempts by Hol- 
land and Voss. The whoop section was 
ating riders up, and lapped traffic came 
early on. On lap 10, Lytle went down 
after a double and Holland slipped past 
and put his Honda into the lead. Lytle 
as quickly back up and running, fever- 
ishly trying to salvage his predicted 
in, but time was running out, with 
only two laps to go. Preston moved into 
second when Lytle crashed and gave it 
his all to catch Holland. 
Holland kept his mount upright all 
the way to the checkers, unchallenged 
by second-place finisher Preston. Voss 
and Lytle settled for third and fourth. 
Fifth place went to Hagseth. The 250cc 
main event was still to come, and the 
top finishers would all have a chance at 
it again. 

The Dash For Cash took the top two 
finishers of the 250cc heats and gave 
them a chance at some extra cash. Hol- 
land, Voss and Preston went head to 
ead, while Lytle sat this one out to get 
his bike dialed for the 250cc main event. 
Preston exploded in the four-lap race, 
taking the $250 bonus, with Holland 
second and Voss third. 

The crowd was on its feet as the 
holeshot of the 250cc race was taken by 
Holland. Voss, Lytle, Hagseth and 
Takeshi Koikeda were running up front 
as well. At the halfway point, changes 
were starting to occur as Lytle made a 
pass on Voss for third while Hagseth 
faded back to fifth. Holland slowed 
slightly, and Lytle ran him down to 
make the pass into the lead. Moments 
later, Voss also passed Holland. 

Lytle took the white flag with no 
pressure and styled it for the crowd on 
the last lap. CR pilot Voss had no choice 
but to settle for second, and a frustrated 
Holland finished third with mechanical 
woes. Preston finished fourth, with 
Koikeda rounding out the top five. 

In the 125cc main on Saturday, Lytle 
put his YZ in the front of the pack right 
off the start. Holland filled out second 
place and stayed in the hunt for the 
lead. Voss continued to have problems 
on a small off-camber triple jump, giv- 
ing up third place to a hard-charging 
Preston. 

When the checkered flag flew, it was 
a sure thing for Lytle, making it two out 

































































































of three for the weekend. Holland set- 
tled for second, while Preston went a 
consistent third ahead of Voss and Ryan 
Terlecki. 

Holland finally got the break he was 
looking for when he grabbed the 
holeshot of the 250cc main event. Lytle, 
Crumb, Hagseth and Koikeda beat out 
the first-turn pileup that occurred 
behind them. Rourke and Terlecki 
crashed, taking down Voss. 

The crowd went wild as Holland led 
Lytle and Koikeda for the first two laps. 


On lap three, Holland bobbled and Lytle 


took advantage of the mistake, grabbing 


the lead. Koikeda was not close enough 
to capitalize on the mishap of Holland 
as well. 

The grueling whoop section had 
stolen the stamina and grace from many 
riders throughout the program. On the 
last lap, Holland looked particularly 
wiry through the whoops as the Yama- 
ha of Koikeda made a pass to take over 
second place. Preston was also gaining 
time on third-placed Holland but, 
unwilling to surrender, Holland kept up 
enough momentum to hold on to third. 

Lytle, in the meantime, took the 
checkers - and his third main-event win 
on the weekend. Koikeda followed Lytle 
for his first podium finish in two days. 
Preston and Scott Davis finished fourth 
and fifth, respectively. CN

1: Hollywood Celebrates Motorcycling

PALMDALE, CA, NOV. 27 

embers of Hollywood’s film 
industry and hundreds more 
gathered at Los Angeles County 
Raceway on the day after Thanksgiving 
to celebrate 45 years of motorcycle 
memories and film. The event was billed 
as a get-together and reunion of stunt 
men, movie makers and legendary 
motorcycle racers, but it turned out to 
be much more. Special events included a 
stunt man grand prix, a film industry 
grand prix, a team race and a vintage 
race. Participants and spectators alike 
roamed the pits of LACR, reminiscing, 
shooting photos and watching their 
heroes relive their glory days on vintage 
and modern motorcycles. 

The specially prepared 2.5-mile 
course resembled a National motocross 
track, but with a mudhole, some asphalt 
and a replica of an old barn smack dab 
in the middle of the track. A vintage 
course intertwined through the main 
circuit, detouring around some of the 
big jumps. 

The classic sound of Triumphs, 
Harley-Davidsons and a slew of other 
old iron kicked off the day at the start of 
the Vintage GP. The event was open to 
anyone mounting a bike built before 
1975. Hair stood up on the crowd’s arms 
as race leader John Hateley came flying 
through the barn at the end of the first 
lap. Behind Hateley was the wide-open 
field consisting of Kenny Zahrt, John 
Lefevre, Gary Davis, Rick Doughty, J.N. 
Roberts and 48 others. 

For 45 minutes, competitors beat 
themselves up on the semiretired old 
hunks of iron. Hateley took first in the 
500cc Expert class, with Zahrt second 
and Tim Henry third. The 250cc Expert 
class saw Michael Owen take first, fol- 
lowed by J.N. Roberts and Kelly Owen. 
Doughty won the Evolution class. 

The Stunt Man Team Race was epic. 
Racers had to be working stunt men or 
noted celebrities to participate in the 









event. Of the 61 teams that started the 
90-minute race, 56 finished. There wer 
122 stunt men, celebrities, anc 
motocross legends getting down and 
dirty in what was touted as a “just fo 
fun" race. 

Two-time Supercross champio 
Ricky Johnson rounded the first lap i1 
the lead and headed in to hand the bike 
off to his partner, J.N. Roberts. Jim Hol 
ley and race producer Kenny Alexande 
charged in in second and third. Bro 
Glover, David Barrett, Lou Franco 
Zahrt and Mouse McCoy were grouped 
together on Alexander's tail. 

At the rider-transition area, it wa: 
controlled chaos as teams scrambled tq 
switch designated team wristband 
before taking off on the next lap. Leg 
endary J.N. Roberts took the band fro 
Johnson and set out on his first lap. Hol 
ley exchanged the wristband with hi 
partner, Chris Epper. J.N.'s son Jimmy 
Roberts took over for Alexander, stil 
holding down third. 

Within seconds of mounting the bike 
Jimmy Roberts started doing an imita 


© tion of his father's racing style, and һе 


blew by Epper to claim second. The 
younger Roberts then set out to chase 
down his father and take the lead. Whe 
the leaders reappeared from the back 
section of the course, Jimmy Robert 
was out front, where he and his partne 
Alexander would stay for the remainde 
of the event. 

The last lap was something t 
behold. Competitors were instructed 
to ride the white-flag lap double, wit 
their teammate as a passenger. Sincé 
the race was a "just for fun" event 
several creative lines were made o 
the humorous last lap. On the last la 
the Johnson/ Roberts CR250 was nd 
doubt graced with more combined tal 
ent at one time than any motorcycle i 
history. 

After all the teams finished, riders 
began to line the starting grid for the 
one-hour Film Industry /Special Guest 
Grand Prix. The event was crammed 
with notable names of yesteryear an 
today such as Ron Turner, Scot Hard 
en, Stanton Barrett, Mike Brown 
Danny LaPorte, McCoy, and of course 
J.N. Roberts. Despite the historica 
pasts of those illustrious participants 
it was high schooler Michael Young 
who stole the show - and the win, fol 
lowed by Jay Lynch and Stanton Bar 
rett. 

There were many divisions, and 
several awards were given out 
throughout the day, but the two that 
were most deserved were the Ironma 
awards. J.N. Roberts, 56, and vetera 
stunt man Chad Randall kept their hel 
mets on all day as they entered event 
after event. 

"The entire day turned out great and 
we owe it to the people that believed i 
us and knew we could make it happen,” 
said event organizer Alexander of the 
work that he and his partner Jimmy N. 
Roberts put into the event. “I want ta 
thank James Cameron, Viewfinders MC 
International Stunt Association, PJ1, 
Thor, IMS, FMF, Stunt Men's Associa- 
tion, Panavision, Honda and Stunts 
Unlimited. We are already working on 
next year's gathering." 

Regardless of what happens nex 
year, the event was a day in the dirt that 
those present will not soon forget. CN

BALLINGER, CA, NOV, 15 

RE-mounted Dave Wood wrapped 
up the 1998 NCCE series in style 
by taking the combined District 
36/District 37 overall victory at the 
Leapin' Lizard Enduro. The win secured 
Wood's 1998 District 36 series champi- 
onship title and was his fourth overall 
triumph out of the last five events. 

The Central Coast Motorcycle Asso- 
ciation's enduro has historically been 
known as "the battle between the north 
and the south" (D36 being the north, 
D37 the south). Three of this year's top 
five overall finishers were from District 
36. Wood, Brian Butler (who claimed 
second), and fifth-place finisher Ben 
Hatch all hail from Northern California. 
District 37's top riders were Billy 
Fullmer, who placed third, and Erik 
Mattson, who took fourth. This was the 
first time in recent years that District 36 
dominated the event, by having 12 of 
the top 20 A-class riders, 12 of the top 20 
B-class riders, and 13 of the top 20 C- 
class riders. 

The Ballinger Canyon OHV area 
event featured the tough, steep-hilled, 
sand-whooped and flash-flood-gullied 
terrain of the Los Padres National For- 
est. Because of several recent trail clo- 
sures (due to the sale of private lands 
which had previously allowed OHV 
use), CCMA had to route riders along 
many of the same trails twice in order to 
meet course mileage requirements. 

"My compliments to the club for 
their creative use of limited trails, good 
check placement and high speed aver- 
ages to put together such a challenging 
course for us," Wood said. 

Loop one confronted riders with var- 
ious terrain changes. First, they were 
sent through the sand-whooped area 
called ^Deer Park," and then they tack- 
led a series of steep rises and drops that 











resembled eroded moonscape. Next, 
they went through a canyon that had 
deep, loose sand and swooping under- 
cuts that were carved by flash floods. 

"All those sand whoops were fun," 
Butler said, "even if they did make my 
thighs burn like a Stairmaster from 
hell." 

"Course conditions were ideal. There 
was moist sand in the canyons and no 
dust along the ridges," Fox Racing/ 
Mach One Motor Sports/1-800-CYCLE- 
GEAR-sponsored Wood said. "I owe 
this victory on this extremely rough, 


-whooped-out, stutter-bumped, Florida- 


type sand track to the great work that 


Factory Connection did on my suspen- 


sion." 

After the gas stop, loop one's direc- 
tion was reversed, with a few variations, 
and used again for the second loop. 
CCMA was conscientious about safety 
and diverted some of the first loop's lat- 
est riders off the course, to keep them 
from meeting head-on traffic with the 
second loop's first riders. The club gave 
entry-fee refunds to the riders who were 
not allowed to finish the event. 

On the second loop, Butler said that 
he almost did not recognize the sand- 
whoop section after the B and C classes 
had made their first pass over it. 

"It looked like someone fed the 
whoops a bunch of Miracle Grow while 
we were at gas," Butler said. "They were 
twice as big!" 

The last test, which was near the end 
of the course, sent riders through a very 
narrow canyon that was littered with 
several debris-filled dams left by a 
recent flash flood. When he entered the 
final test, Butler was actually leading the 
event, even though he thought he was 
down by a few seconds. 

“1 was pushing hard to make up 
some time when 1 saw a tree branch 
about the size of my arm," Butler said. 
"] thought I could plow right through it,

but it used self-defense and didn’t 
budge. It knocked me off my bike.” 

Butler did not get hurt and was 
thankful that the rider behind him did 
not hit him while he was down. 

"ld really like to thank Russ 
(Pereira) for not running me over," But- 
ler said. Butler's mishap ruined his 
chance to capture the overall. 

Wood finished the event with a score 
of 5.307 - 19 seconds quicker than But- 
ler's final 5.326. 

“This was a great event to end the 
series with," Wood said. “I’m pleased 
that at my age (39), I'm still competitive 
with the younger riders." 

Wood also won the 1997 series title 
and is the oldest rider to win a District 
36 enduro series championship. 

As score cards were being turned in, 
CCMA:'s event coordinator, Richard 
Fanning, noticed an unusual act of 
sportsmanship. Russ Pereira, an A Four- 
Stroke-class rider, showed him a check 
score that was marked incorrectly on his 
card. It was marked 12:14, but according 
to Pereira, it should have been marked 
as 14:12. When the logbook was 
checked, Pereira was right. Two more 
points were added to his score and it 
cost him first place in his class. 

"Russ displayed a very unique and 
honest gesture on his part," Fanning 
said. 

This 1998 Leapin' Lizard Enduro 
may be the last one held at the Ballinger 
Canyon OHV area, due to even more 
trail closures in the near future. CCMA's 
membership is down, and they do not 
have the manpower needed to put on 
such a large event in a different location. 

“Td like to thank CCMA for all the 
years of putiing on such a good event," 
said Wood. "It's too bad there aren't 
more people joining clubs to ensure the 
continuation of great enduros. I wish 
they can be in à position to reconsider 
some day." CN

DAHLONEGA, GA, NOV. 22 
ound six of the SETRA hare 
scrambles series, held in Dahlone- 
ga, Georgia, saw Randy Hawkins, 
fresh from the ISDE, take home the gold 
in a race a bit closer to home. The Team 
Yamaha rider took the overall at the 
Corn Cob 50 Hare Scrambles, marking 
his third win of the series. 

“It was a great race,” said Hawkins. 





“Michael (Grizzle, the promoter) did an 
excellent job with the course layout. It 
had something for everyone.” 

Hawkins is best known for his six 
National Enduro Championships and 
numerous ISDE gold medals, but he is 
also a past SETRA enduro champion. In 
fact, SETRA is where the South Carolina 
native got his start racing off-road. Of all 
his championships, he has yet to win the 
SETRA Hare Scrambles series. This year 
he is making, a strong, effort to do just that. 








“Tve never won the series; I would 
like to this year,” said Hawkins. “Espe- 
cially on the four-stroke. I know Yama- 
ha would like me to." 

Gas Gas' Franklin Ramey III, the cur- 
rent SETRA enduro champion and for- 
mer hare scrambles champion, finished 
a close second. 

“It was a fun race, real technical - the 
way I like them. Me and Randy had a 
good race," said Ramey. "We rode all 
but the last lap together. My Gas Gas 
did great, and 1 just had fun." 

Mid-East hare scrambles champion 
Todd McSwain, mounted on a Kawasa- 
ki, finished third overall. 

Grizzle laid out the most technical 
race this year. It was 8 miles long and 
featured most every obstacle imagin- 
able. Hill climbs, fast trails, tight woods, 
pastures, grass tracks, two track and 
several creek crossings were all includ- 
ed. The hills and creek crossings gave 
the C riders the most trouble. More than 
a few riders ended their race on the first 
lap by drowning out in the creek. With 
great weather, a good reputation, and 
close proximity to Atlanta, the Corn Cob 
drew the largest crowd SETRA has seen 
in recent years. Close to 350 riders 
turned out to compete. 

A two-race format was used, with the 
C and specialty classes racing at 11 a.m. 
and the AA, A and B riders at 1 p.m. 
The scoring was done in GNCC style, so 
riders knew their class position as they 
were being scored and immediately 
after the race. 

The start took place in a field, with a 
50-yard sprint to the woods. The first 
single-track trail lay beyond the field 
and was very tight. The single-file trail 
then led riders to an off-camber, rocky 
uphill turn that could be seen from the 
start. The turn created a bottleneck in 
the C-class race and even more frustra- 
tion for the less-experienced riders. 

The AA class had a large turnout - 10 
riders in all. With the SETRA regulars 
and a few fast guys from other series, it 
turned out to be quite a race. When the 
flag dropped, it was all green in the 
woods. Kawasaki riders Rod Stuckey 
and Todd McSwain got the holeshot and 
led the charge through the trees. Ramey 
was midpack and Hawkins was all but 
last. 


"| didn't get the greatest start," . 


explained Hawkins. "I was one of the 
last ones off the line. I just figured it was 
going to be a long race and I would try 
and work my way up front." 

SETRA hare scrambles champion 
Allen Gravitt got a less-than-stellar start 
as well. 

"I got a decent start,” said Gravitt. "I 
just figured I would hang where I was at 
and follow the leaders." 

Neeley Racing's KTM-mounted Jason 
Chancey crashed hard at the start. Luck- 
ily, he was able to remount his bike and 
continue, although the rest of the field 
was already out of sight. Chancey had 
to play catch-up the rest of the day. 

As the riders came through to be 
scored for the first lap, Ramey was in 
the lead with a lap time of 23:08, fol- 
lowed by Rod Stuckey, who was five 
seconds back. Hawkins came through at 
23:21 with McSwain on his rear wheel. 

Gravitt had his share of problems on 
lap one. 


“I let Randy (Hawkins) go by me

about halfway into the lap," said 
Gravitt. "It was hard to see because of 
the sun, and I fell hard in this big ravine. 
I knocked my front end out of line. Then 
1 jumped a creek, started to upshift, and 
couldn't find the shifter. I thought I 
broke it off, but it seems that it vibrated 
off. I had to quit. It was the first DNF 
l've had due to a mechanical failure in 
six or seven years." 

Ramey held the lead through lap 
two, but Hawkins began to close the gap 
as the two riders went out on lap three. 

"| liked the course," said Ramey. “It 
was my kind of stuff.” 

When Ramey and Hawkins came 
through the scoring area the next time, 
Ramey had a mere six-second lead on 
Hawkins. The lead two had both pulled 
a minute ahead of third-placed Stuckey 
and fourth-placed McSwain. Team 
Green’s Tommy Veator held down fifth. 

At the halfway point, Hawkins was 
on Ramey’s rear fender. The two riders 
freight-trained through the woods, pass- 
ing lappers left and right. Some of the 
lapped riders created problems for the 
faster riders and even made it hard for 
Hawkins to make a pass on Ramey. 

“I was letting Ramey set the pace and 
thought I would wait for a mistake, but 
he rode well,” said Hawkins. “After the 
third lap I cranked it up." 

On the final lap, Ramey had to stop 
for gas, giving the lead up to Hawkins. 

"I should have gassed when Randy 
did," said Ramey. "He got away from 
me and I couldn't catch him. It would 
have been fun to have raced to the fin- 
ish." 

At the checkers, Hawkins finished 24 
seconds ahead of Ramey. McSwain fin- 
ished 90 seconds after Ramey. Veator, 
who worked his way through the pack 
the entire race, claimed fourth. Stuckey 
rounded out the top five. 

"SETRA races are always good," said 
Hawkins. "This was a very nice track. 
I'm riding the YZ400 a lot better than I 
was at the first of the year. We were test- 
ing some new suspension settings 
today, and right now I've got the bike 
working good. I'm hoping to ride as 
many SETRA events as I can next year."

Mike Katin continued his win- 

ning ways at rounds four, five and six of 

the 1998-99 Action Sports Arenacross 

Series, presented by ASK Powersports 

and Budweiser. 

Katin's streak of seven straight top- 
five finishes ended Saturday night with 
a seventh-place ride, but he bounced 
back to sweep Sunday's 125cc and 250cc 
Pro main events. Katin had to work 
hard throughout the weekend to fend 
off Mark Burkhart, Matt Shue and Jim 
Neese, all of whom took an overall win 
on the weekend. 

When the gate dropped for the 125cc 
main event on Friday, Lancaster Sport 
Cycles/Wimer's Cycle/Pro Circuit- 
backed Mark Burkhart blasted into the 
lead. Burkhart crashed just two weeks 
ago in Dayton, separating his shoulder 
and breaking two ribs, but once he got 
the lead, he never backed off. With 
Katin and Davey Yezek caught in traf- 
fic, KTM riders Joe Oehlhof and 
Damien Plotts chased Burkhart. 
Burkhart put in an incredible ride 
despite his injuries and was never 
headed. 

“I couldn't jump the triple because of 
my shoulder, but it was okay every- 
where else," said Burkhart. 

Meanwhile, Plotts hounded Oehlhof 
lap after lap. 

“І messed up the jump before (the 
turn) and І couldn't protect my inside," 
said Oehlhof. "I drifted out wide and he 
(Plotts) slid right in underneath me." 

Once in second, Plotts began to reel 
in Burkhart, who was now battling 
lapped riders. The top three pulled out a 
big lead over Katin and Yezek, who 
finally worked their way past Chad San- 
ner into fourth and fifth, where they 
would finish. Burkhart held on for the 
win, followed by Plotts and Oehlhof. 

“I made a lot of mistakes in the first 
few laps; otherwise, I might have been 





able to catch Mark (Burkhart)," Plotts 
said after his runner-up finish. 

Just as he has throughout the series, 
Katin got a great jump at the start of Fri- 
day's 250cc main. A first-turn pileup 
claimed four riders, including Sanner 
and OMS/Pro Circuit/Thor-backed 
Charlie Dunaway. The pileup forced 
front-runners to deal with lapped riders 
early in the main. Katin's good start had 
him up front, but Neese was right with 
him. Jason Rogers was holding off 
Davey Yezek and Mark Musselman for 
the third spot. Shue and Burkhart were 
outside the top five, moving their way 
through the pack. 

Shue jumped the triple to pass 
Burkhart on lap two and drove inside 
Musselman's KTM a turn later. Shue 
shoved Musselman out wide to take 
fifth. Burkhart latched on to Shue's rear 
wheel by also passing Musselman. 
Shue's move through the pack was not 
to be, however, as he crashed at the end 
of the whoops and his bike flew up and 
hit Burkhart. Both riders walked off the 
track, but Burkhart was out of action for 
the rest of the weekend. 

Up front, Neese fought Katin for the 
lead lap after lap, but Katin's RM was 
just too fast. Katin went on to take his 
first win of the weekend. 

"| had a good line in the whoops, but 
Neese had a fast line in the triple and he 
was jumping over me," said Katin. "He 
passed me a few times there, but I was 
able to squeeze him off in the next 
turn." 

Neese had been looking forward to 
Columbus after he hammered the com- 
petition in the 1997-98 series. 

“1 was really looking forward to this 
weekend," said Neese. “I’ve always rid- 
den well here. I felt good tonight. We're 
getting the bikes dialed in. I just ran out 
of time tonight. I didn't realize it was 
going so fast." 

F&S Suzuki/Thor/FMF-backed 
Vince Karnow absconded with the 
holeshot in Saturday's 125cc main, 
ahead of Yezek, Plotts, Oehlhof and 
Randy Valade. Katin was way back,

with his work cut out for him. After a 
mediocre start, however, Neese found a 
great line through the grandstand 
whoops section and outran Karnow for 
the lead on lap two. Plotts was also on 
the gas and he passed Karnow for sec- 
ond with three laps to go. Karnow later 
ran into the back of Plotts, crashed, and 
fell back to eighth. 

Neese and Plotts sewed up the top 
spots, with Yezek coming across the fin- 
ish line in third. 

“It seemed like someone was on me 
the whole time and I was riding tight," 
said Neese about his win. "My arms 
pumped up. I just tried to ride my own 
race." 

Oehlhof held off Shue, who was 
making a late-moto bid for fourth. Dun- 
away and Katin finished sixth and sev- 
enth, respectively. 

Katin was hoping for a better start in 
Saturday's 250cc main, but instead Shue 
and Yezek put their F&S Suzukis up 
front when the gate dropped. Katin held 
down third, ahead of Neese, Plotts and 
Sanner. 

Oehlhof moved up to challenge San- 
ner on lap two, but Sanner held him off. 
Oehlhof finally passed Sanner for the 
sixth spot on lap three, but the top five 
had already opened up a commanding 
lead over the rest of the pack. All 
Oehlhof could do was fight off a hard- 
charging Tommy Collier, who had 
passed Sanner and was making a bid for 
a better finish of his own. 

In the lead, Shue was making his 
way through lapped traffic. 

"After I got such a big holeshot, I just 
tried to ride my own race and I pulled 
away a little,” said Shue. "After that, I 
tried to ride smooth." 

Yezek, Katin and Neese ran together, 
running second through fourth. They 
pulled away from fifth-placed Plotts to 
fight over third place throughout the 
entire race. Neese, who was still fired up 
from his 125cc win, swooped by Katin in 
the whoops to claim third, and then 
tried to triple past Yezek for second. 
Neese went to the outside and then tried 
to cut to the inside to make the pass, but 
Yezek slammed the door and Neese had 
to hit the brakes. Katin took advantage 
of Neese's failed attempt and retook 
third place. 

Only two laps remained, so Neese 
tried to catch Katin in the turn before 
the triple, but he came in too hot and 
tapped Katin's rear wheel, barely man- 
aging to stay upright. The failed pass 
ensured Katin third and Neese fourth. 

Shue had the win locked up, and 
Yezek rode error-free to take second. 

"Matt (Shue) just smoked us," said 
Yezek. "He checked out on us in the first 
few laps. Then I had Katin to worry 
about, and I couldn't try anything dif- 
ferent or he might have gotten by." 

Plotts filled out the top five, followed 
by Oehlhof and Collier. 

Katin started off Sunday's round-six 
action with the 125cc main-event 
holeshot. Karnow, Jimmy Wilson and 
Yezek were trying to keep Katin from 
running off with another win as they 
fought hard over second place early on. 
Yezek passed Wilson in the turn before 
the triple on lap two and then went after 
Karnow, who held on to second. 





Oehlhof was on the move and he 
too, caught Wilson a lap later, and the 
set out after Yezek's third-place spot 
Despite the battle up front, the fastes 
rider on the track was F&S/Sinisalo/KK 
Motorcycle Supply-backed Brad Strunk 
who was trying to overcome a horrible 
start. Strunk was moving through the 
pack and would later be a threat to the 
front-runners. 

Yezek's plans to keep Katin at ba 
failed, as he could not find a way aroun 
second-placed Karnow. Meanwhile 
Oehlhof outjumped Wilson over the 
tabletop to snag fourth, behind Yezek 
On lap four, Yezek put together a big 
drive through the whoops to take secon 
away from Karnow, but Katin was toc 
far gone to challenge for thelead. 

As the group behind second-placed 
Yezek bunched up, the red flag wa 
brought out due to a crash, stopping th 
race with four laps remaining. Referee 
Joe Safreed lined up the riders in stag 
gered order for a NASCAR-style restart, 
wiping out Katin's lead. On the restart, 
Katin took off, and with clear track 
ahead he began to re-establish his lead. 

“1 thought the restart would mess me 
up a little, but they lined us up single file 
and it turned out to be all right,” said 
Katin. "I got out front and just tried tol 
ride good lines, and it worked out great." 

Yezek was safe in second, holding 
the position all the way to the finish. 

“I felt good today,” said Yezek. “Tt 
seemed like I was gaining on Mike 
(Katin); then the red flag came out and 
we only had four laps. He and I were 
using the same lines, and I couldn't get 
him." 

Third-placed Karnow ran into prob- 
lems in the final four laps and dropped 
back to sixth. Oehlhof gladly took over 
third, ahead of Strunk and Plotts. 
Oehlhof's third place marked his best 
Action Sports Indoor Series finish ever, 
but he is still hungry for a win. 

“I need to get a start to win one of 
these," stated Oehlhof. “I’ve got the best 
support I’ve ever had and the bikes 
work great. I just need to loosen up a lit- 
tle and not ride so tight." | 

Katin outdragged Collier to take Sun-, 
day's 250cc main-event holeshot. Yezek 
followed in third, with Strunk and Doug 
Dehaan in tow. Before Collier, Yezek or 
Strunk could make a move, Katin pulled 


' away all the way to the checkered flag, 


taking his fourth win of the weekend. 
Collier finally got a good start and held 
on to second for the entire race, fighting 
off third-place finisher Yezek. Strunk 
took fourth, ahead of Dehaan and 
Oehlhof. CN

Ledesma 
crowned at 


Firebird

CHANDLER, AZ, NOV. 28-29 

he final day of racing for the 1998 

Southwest CCS Sprint Series crown 

took place the weekend after 
Thanksgiving and, with three of the top 
riders present, racing strategies turned 
to do-or-die. Mark Ledesma, Scott 
Jensen and Jared Kapoor all turned out 
to contest a difficult weekend of wet 
weather, tight racing and high drama. 
All three riders had difficulties, but it 
was Ledesma and Kapoor who came 
away as the big winners on the week- 
end. 

Due to the elements, the weekend 
turned out to be tougher for some than 
for others. Ledesma, recovering from 
the broken scapula he suffered at Day- 
tona six weeks earlier, crashed in the 
first practice session. On Saturday, 
Ledesma also blew the head gasket on 
his EX500, and crashed again during the 
Heavyweight Superbike race. The 
never-say-die rider injured his ankle so 
badly that he could barely stand upright 
in the winner's circle for the four races 
that he did win. 

Jensen had many problems of his 
own. First he crashed in a wet practice 
session, and then he crashed out of the 
СТ1 race. Later, Jensen crashed out of 
the Middleweight GP race, destroying a 
set of leathers. He had to borrow a set of 
leathers to compete in the Middleweight 
Sportbike race. With high hopes, Jensen 
started out strong, but then his bike spit 
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oil on the rear tire and caused yet anoth- 
er get-off. 

Kapoor had a nearly trouble-free 
day, posting great results. The 24-year- 
old was a shoo-in for the GT2 win, but 
not without drama. A yellow-flag 
infraction netted him a stop-and-go 
penalty. Kapoor pitted for the penalty 
and still managed to pull out the win. 

“It felt good," recounted Kapoor after 
the races on Sunday. "I knew I had a 
chance to take a top-three number plate 
this weekend, and I just put my head 
down and did my normal thing. I owe a 
lot of thanks to Mike MacLean, who 
turns the wrenches for me, and my wife, 
who makes sure I don't forget any- 
thing." 

What Kapoor was too modest to 
mention was that he turned in a spectac- 
ular ride in the Middleweight Superbike 
race that had the fans on their feet. 
Kapoor had to beat Cass Morgan - a 
very tough competitor - to win the Mid- 
dleweight Superbike title, and he did 
just that. 

Kapoor added that his plans for next 
year are to race a Honda CBR600F4 in 
the AMA Supersport series. Scott Jensen, 
on the other hand, was not sure what the 
future holds for him next season. 

“It’s been a tough weekend - maybe 
the toughest all season,” explained 
Jensen. "My Superbike blew a head gas- 
ket Saturday and my crew fixed it, but it 
blew again this morning. Then it oiled 
the rear tire and I went down in turn 
one. I don't know where the leak came 
from. Every time I looked up, I was 
picking my bike up, but I have to say it's 
all been worth it. I’m looking forward to 
next season, but I don't know exactly 
what I will be doing. Maybe I'll race 
some Nationals. I'll have to wait and see 
what comes up. Right now I'm glad to 
be all in one piece." 

Mark Ledesma, who took four class 
wins on the weekend, was lucky to be in 
one piece as well. After his twist grip 
nearly came completely off during an 
exciting race with Kye Gunn in the 
Unlimited GP race, Ledesma held on for 
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dear life and dropped back to a 
respectable fourth. Later, a lapped rider 
crashed into him during the Heavy- 
weight Superbike race, taking the 
Kawasaki rider down hard in turn 10. 
Ledesma's right hand was sewerely 
swollen by the end of the day, and his 
left foot barely fit into his boot. 

"My foot is hurting worse every 
minute," explained the Kelly's Kawasa- 
ki technician as he patiently waited for 
the Victory Circle photo shoot to end. "I 
plan to race the Nationals next season 
and to do some more racing here at Fire- 
bird." €N

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been devoted to telling you just how 
difficult it was to choose our Rider of 
the Year. This year I can't do that. 

When we sat down to talk about our 
final nominees for our annual Rider of 
the Year award, there were really only 
two names that came up: Doug Henry 
and Matt Hines. 

Henry is an obvious choice, but 
Hines? 

In what was just the third season of 
his young drag-racing career, Hines did 
what no other rider had done before 
him - not even his team owner, Terry 
Vance. Hines went out and dominated, 
winning 10 of 14 races en route to taking 
the NHRA Pro Stock Bike Champi- 
onship - his second straight title. Along 
the way, he clicked off a 7.24-second 
run, the best of the season. 

Pundits will scoff at the mere 
thought of a drag racer being considered 
for our Rider of the Year. "He doesn't 
even have to turn, he only goes straight, 
blah, blah, blah." It isn't really a good 
argument. If you think it's easy, go 
throw your leg over a 280-horsepower 
motorcycle, control the thing off the 
launch and then run down the quarter- 
mile drag strip at close to 190 mph. Then 
come back and talk to me about how 
easy 1t 1s. 

The Hines story is a good one. Matt's 
father, Byron, is a legendary engine 
builder and the man behind Vance's 
long list of racing accomplishments. It 
used to be the Vance & Hines duo who 
went out and dominated NHRA drag 
racing; now it's Hines & Hines, the 
father/son team traveling across the 
country and returning almost each and 
every time to their Colorado home with 
a victory. 

It's unfair to judge Hines negatively 
just because he's a drag racer. Think of it 
this way: Hines exposes more people to 
professional motorcycle racing than 
probably any other motorcycle racer in 
the country. This is a good thing. If the 
hot-rod freaks at the drags suddenly 
take an interest in what Hines is doing 
(and they have), perhaps you'll later see 
them at the motocross or road race or 
dirt track. 

The bottom line is simple: This Hines 
kid did a hell of a job, so don't be sur- 
prised to see him mentioned here again

Legislators later said that it 
was because of Barger that pro-helmet legislation was 
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if he goes out and wins his third straight 
title in 1999, 

Of course, there were others who fac- 
tored into the Rider of the Year search. 

Mick Doohan was again on top of the 
world in 1998, winning his fifth 500cc 
World Championship in what is still the 
pinnacle of motorcycle racing. He had 
his strongest challenge in years from 
teammate Alex Criville and the persis- 
tent Max Biaggi - but it didn't matter. 
When push came to shove, when the 
two-minute warning began, Doohan 
was the master, and he left the others 
behind. He'll be back for title number 
six in 1999, and anyone who bets against 
him getting it is an idiot. 

Each and every year, Doohan gets 
considered for our Rider of the Year, 
and last year he captured the honor. 
Another who is always considered is 
Jeremy McGrath. The man who put 
supercross on the map went out and 
won the series in 1998 after many had 
started to count him out. If he'd stayed 
healthy enough to finish the 250cc 
National Motocross Series and won that 
title, he would have been a shoo-in for 
Rider of the Year. Unfortunately, he suf- 
fered an injured wrist that knocked him 
out of the series and ultimately out of 
our minds by the end of the year. Come 
January, there is little doubt that the 
McGrath name will soar to the front 
again as the Supercross series gets 
under way in Anaheim. 

Then there's Ricky Carmichael. He 
also could have earned this award. After 
all, he won everything he was supposed 
to - the 125cc Eastern Supercross title 
and the AMA 125cc National Motocross 
Championship. But what hurt 
Carmichael the most on our ballots is 
the fact that everyone worries about the 
future. We actually think to ourselves, 
"This kid could be Rider of the Year for 
the next five years; perhaps we'd better 
hold off a year." It may not be fair to 
judge him now on what we expect him 
to do in the future, but we do. Trust me, 
he'll get his fair share of these awards. 
Soon. 

Ben Bostrom went out and won the 
AMA Superbike National Champi- 
onship in 1998, besting Doug Chandler 
in a battle that went to the wire. When I 
went to interview Bostrom recently, he 
pulled out an envelope filled with old 
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nah, Kenny Roberts, 
Brad Lackey and Jay 
Springsteen doing 
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featured reviews of 
all four series inside 
as well... [In an article 
entitled "The SoCal 
MX mutiny," hard 
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brought before 
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photographs. Among them was an auto- 
graphed photo to a young Ben - from a 
then-dirt-tracking Doug Chandler. This 
kid is not far removed from having 
posters of Chandler on his bedroom 
wall, yet he was able to muster up the 
talent to run with Chandler and ulti- 
mately beat him for the title - while still 
being somewhat in awe of his rival. 

Two things that went against 
Bostrom in 1998 were his brother Eric 
and Nicky Hayden. Those two stormed 
onto the scene so quickly that it made 
Ben seem like a veteran - and he wasn't. 
Bostrom won the superbike crown in 
1998 - just three years after his first road 
race. And just two years after his super- 
bike racing debut. Maybe next year. 
We'll see. 

Scott Parker is so good that he no 
longer seems that good. This is a man 
who earned his ninth AMA Grand 
National Championship in 1998 - his 
fifth in a row. He is a walking record 
book. His fifth straight title eclipses the 
four-in-a-row record that he shared with 
Carroll Resweber; his 91 Grand National 
victory tally has more than doubled Jay 
Springsteen's total of 41. (Remember 
how great Springer was and how we 
thought his records would never be bro- 
ken?) We know how great Scott Parker 
is and we know his records won't ever 
be broken. (Call me at Leisure World in 
20 years if l'm wrong.) 

There were also a few others. Those 
who always keep their feet on the pegs 
will also be happy to know that World 
Trials Champion Doug Lampkin was on 
our list. Ditto for factory Suzuki off-road 
rider Rodney Smith, who was also con- 
sidered and who could have become the 
second off-road rider to ever win the 
award. (Ty Davis earned Rider of the 
Year honors in 1995.) 

But let's talk about Doug Henry. 

First, let me take care of the naysay- 
ers. We've seen the letters, we've heard 
the comments: Henry rode a YZ400 in 
the 250cc class and that's not fair. 

I don't want to hear that crap. 

While the YZ400 may have helped 
carry Henry to the 250cc National 
Championship, it was Henry who car- 
ried the YZ400 to the successes it has 
earned in the 250cc Supercross Series. I 
remember seeing him ride to victory in 
the Los Angeles Supercross last year. 
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over into the new 
year, and our giant

was the big news. 
Inside, you could

Also, remember that he's be 
down this path before and has w 
National Championships - and th 
didn't come on a 400cc four-stroke. 

Let's also remember that it 
Henry who was riding the YZ400 in 
infancy back in 1997. Remember whe 
was unreliable? Remember when 
won the Las Vegas SX on it? Rememl 
when he crashed it and broke both | 
arms? 

And breaking both arms isn't t 
only adversity that Henry has cor 
back from. If you recall seeing him 
over Jeremy McGrath's head at Buc 
Creek in 1995, you'll also recall that t 
accident left him with a badly brok 
back and a shattered future. But He 
came back and somehow willed hims 
into the competitive shape necessary 
earn another National Championsh 
Nobody laid down and let him win à 
thing. What more do you want? 

Okay, how about this? A man can 
judged by more than just his acco 
plishments. Want more insight into 1 
character? Henry's body isn't pierc 
and it isn't tattooed. He apparent 
doesn't need to lift his shirt to read 1 
name in some gothic script. He's a fa 
ly man who travels on the road with 1 
motorhome, his wife and his childr 
always by his side. I don't know if this 
entirely fair, but someone in the kn 
recently told me that Doug Henry is t 
last true role model in the sport 
motocross. That should give you a cl 
as to how highly he is regarded by 1 
peers. |
